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HAT die prefeiit fliiiiirig pctriod of triA tiftof J^ rilay not 
hereafter be clouded from the vague conje^re of literary 
pride^ the , afpe^ation of uncommon difccmnaent, or die

'whofe firm exertions have reftored us to that liberty, (votA 
vrhich happinfs is infeparable. 

The Englifh at every period appear to have entertained 
the higheft contempt for the Irifli *. Nor is there an hiftorian 
among them vrho has treated us, or our afiFairs, with impar* 
tialicy ; nay, even Giraldus Cambreniis, who attended Henry 
II. in his expedition here» as Hiftorioerapher^ has afcribed 
Mac Murragh's expulfion to an affair of gallantry t> when in 
fadly it was the tyranny he exercifed over his fubje£bs> as may 
more fully appear in Lord Lyttleton*s hiftory of Henry Ih 
on authorities fumilhed by that venerable hiftoriani Charles 
O'Conor, Efq; from whofe lips I have had a further corrobo" 
ration of this affertion. 

King Henry having obtained a bull from Pope Adrian^ 
Iiis countryman, for the inveftiture of this kingdom, I (hall 
prefent it to my readers, as a proof of the miferable fuper- 
flition, grofs ignorance, and Papal authoritv of thofe days ; 
and, above all, the religious pretext for the mvafion* 

•♦ ADRIAN, Bifliop, fervant of the fervants of God, td 
fiis deareil fon in Chrill the illuflrious King of England, 
greeting and apoftolic benedi^ion. 

*^ Full laudably and profitably hath your itiagnificence con* 
ceived the defign of propagating your glorious renown on 
earth, and completing your reward of eternal happinefs in 
Heaven ; while, as a catholic prince, you are intent on en^ 
larging the borders of the churchy teaching the truth of the 
Chriftian faith to the ignorant and rude, exterminating the 
r^ots of vice from the field of the Lord, and for the more

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eonirenient: execution of this piirpofe, requiring the counfcl 
«nd favour of the apoftolic fee. In which, the maturer your 
deliberation, and the greater the difcretion of your procedure, 
by fo much the happier, we truft, will be your progrcfs» with 
the afllftance of the Lord ; as all things are uled to come to a 
proiperous end and i/Tue, which take their beginning from the 
ardour of faith ^d the love of r<^igion^ 

<' There is lAJeed no doulH but that Ireland, and a}l the 
tflands jOn which Chrift th^ fun of righteoufnefs hath (hone, 
and which have received th$ 4o<^rines of the Chriftian faith, 
do belong to tJie jurifdi<5llon of St^ Peter and of the holy 
Roman church* as your excellency alfo doth acknowledge. 
And therefore we are th? more folicitous to propagate the 
righteous planution of faith in this land, and the branch ac- 
ceptable to God, as we have the fecret convidlon of confci- 
cnce that this is more efpecially bur bounden duty. 

" You then, moft dear fon in Cferift, have fignified to us ^ 
your defire to enter into the ifland of Ireland, in order to re- 
duce the people to obedience unto laws, and to extirpate the 
plants of vice ; and that you are willing to pay from each 
houfe a yearly penlion of one penny to St. Peter, and that 
you will preferve the rights of the churches of this land 
whole and inviolate. We therefore, with thfct grace and ac- 
ceptance fuited to your pious and laudable defign, apd favour- 
ably aflcnting to your petition, do hold it good and acceptable, 
that, for extendine the borders of the church, retraining 
the progrefs of vice, for the corre^ion of manners, the 
planting of virtue, and the cncreafe of religioui you enter 
this ifland, and execute therein whatever fhafi pertain to the 
honour of God and welfare of the land ; and that the peo- 
ple ef this land receive you honourably, and reverepce you 
as their lord : the rights of their churches ftill remaining fa- 
cred and inviolate ; and faving to St« Peter the annual pen- 
iion ojTone penny from every houfe. 

" If then you be refolved to carry the defign youlxaye con- 
ceived into effedual execution, ftudy to form this nation to 
virtuous n^anners ; and labour by yourfelf, and otheris whom 
you fliall j\dge meet for this work, in faith, word, and life, 
that the chUFchrmay be there adorned, that the religion of 
the Chriflian faith may be planted and grow up, apd that all 
things pertaining to the honour of God, and the falvation of 
fouls, be fo ordered, that you may be entitled to the fulnefs 
of eternal reward from God, and obtain iigldfiotts rcn6wn 
oa earth tiu-odghout all ages."

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It historical FACTS 

As the conqueft of Ireland by Henry the Second, is an exf 
preifion frequent in the mouths of the Engl i Hi, I fhall ad^- 
duce Mr, Molyneux's obfervations on this fubjeft j 

*« I come to enquire, whether Irelan4 might be properly 
faid t© be conquered by King Henry II, or by any Other 
Prince in any fucceeding rebellion. A|id here we are to un^ 
derftand by coiiqueft, an acqujfitlon of a kingdom hy force of 
armSf to *Ufhich force like wife has been oppofed ; if \ve are to un- 
^erftand conqueft in any othe?* fenfe, I fee not of what ufe it 
cai^ be made againft Ireland^s being ^ free country. I kno\y 
conqueflus fignlfies a peaceable acquifition, as well as an hof- 
tile fubjugatlng of an enemy. Vid. Spehhan's Glof. And 
in^his fenfe Willian^ I. is called the Conqueror, and many of 
our Kings have ufed the epbcha poji conqueflum. And fo like- 
wife Henry II. ftiled himfelf conqueror ^ domlnus Hlhernlds ; 
\iMt that his conqueft was no violent fubjugation of this kirig'- 
dom, is manifeil fron^ wh^t foregoes * : for here wc have an 
intire and voluntary fubmifSon of all the ecclciiaftfcal and 
pivil ftatcs of Ireland, to King Henry II. vithqut the leaft 
hoftilc ftroke on any fide : we hear not in any of the chronir 
cles of any violence en either 'part; all was trahfeftcd witK. 
the greateft quiet, tranquility, and freedom imaginable! I 
doubt nqt but the barbarous people of the iflapd at that timei 
VT'cre ftruck with fear and terror * of King Henry IPs power-, 
ful force which he brought with him ; but ftill their eafy and 
voluntary fubmiflions, exempts them from the coiifequents of 
an hoftilc conqueft, whatever they 4re 5 wherp there is no op^ 
pofition, fuch a conqueft can take no place. '" 

f* I have before taken notice of Henry II-s ufing the ftilq 
of conquejier Hihernla f ; I prefume' no s^rgument can "be drawn 
from hence, for Ireland's being a conquered country ; for 
wc find that many of the King? of England have ufed the » 
ara of pqft conqueftum ; Edward III. was the firft that ufed It 
in England, and we frequently ni^et ^ffixh Henrlcus po/t con- 
queftum yuartus, &c. as taking the Norman invallbn of Wil- 
liam I. for a conqueft. But I believe the people of England 
would take it very ijl'tp be thought ^ conquered nation, in 
the fenfe that fome impofe it on Ireland : and yet we find the 
fame reafbn in one cafe, as in the other, if the argument 
from the King's ftile of conqueror prevail. Nay, England 
inay be faid much more properly to be conquered by Wil-

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Kam I. than > Ireland by Henry II : for we all know with 
9vhat violence and oppofition from Harold, King Wi Ham ob» 
gained the kingdom, after a bloody battle nigh Hallings. 
Whereas Henry II. received not the Icaft oppofition in Ire- 
land ; all came in peaceably, ar.d had large concefiions made 
them of the like laws and liberties with the people of Eng- 
land, which they gladly accepted, as we fhall lee hereafter. 
But I am fully fatisfied, that neither King William I. in his 
acquifition of England, or Henry II. in his acqueft of Ire- 
land, obtained the leaft title to what fome would give to con- 
querors. Though for my own part, were they conqueror^ 
in a fenfe never fo llri^, I (bpuld eoiatjg^ thi$ prerogative 
.very little or nothing thcr^by^ 

«* Ai[iother argument for Henry ll's hpftile conqued of 
Ireland, is taken from the oppofition which the natives of 
. Ireland • gave to the §rft adventurers, Fitz- Stephens, Fitz- 
Gerald, and Earl Strongbow ; an J the battles they fought in 
aflifting Mac Murragh, Prince of Leinll^er, in the r^^oyf cy of 
his principality. 

<< 'Tis certain there were fome confli<5ls between them and 
the Irilh, in which the latter wei»e conftantly beaten ; but cer- 
tainly the conquers obtained by thofe adventurers, who came 
over only by the King's licenfe and permiflion, and not at all 
by his particular cpnimand (as is manifeft from the words o£ 
the letters patents of licenfe recited by Giraldus Camhren/k^ 
Jiil.'ixflugf page 7^0. Edit. Franc/, 1603. J^ngl, Norm, Hibsr^ 
Vamd,) can never be called the conqueft of Henry II. efpc^ 
cially confidering that Henry II. himfelf does not appear to 
have any defign of ^^ming into Ireland, or obtaining the 
dominion thereof, wljey^ he gave to his fubje^s of England 
this licenfe of aOdiling M^c Murragh. But I conceive ra- 
ther the contrary appears, by the ftipulattons between Mac 
Murragh, and the adventurers ; j^nd efpecially between him 
and Strongbow, who was to fucceed him in his principality. 

♦f From what foregoes, I pf efume it appears that Ireland 
cannot properly be iaid fo to be conquered by Henry II. 
as to give the parliament of England any juriidi^aion over 
us ; it will much more eafily appear, that the Engliih vi&Q« 
lies, in any fucceeding rebellions i;i that kingdom, give no 
pretence to a conqueft t if every.fjippreffion of a rebellion 
may be called a conqueft, I l^noV not what country will he 
excepted. The rebellions, 19 England have been frequent ; 
>n the contefts betweep'^^he houfes of York and Lancafter, one 
j5de or other muft^aceds be rebcUiaus. I am fure the commo- 
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tions in King Charles I's time, are ftiled fo hj moft hldo* 
rians. Tliis pretence therefore of conqueft from rebellions, 
has fo little colour in* it, that I (hall not infift longeron it: 
I know conqueft is an hateful word to Engli/h ear$, and we 
have lately feen a book * undergo a fevere cenfure, for offer- 
ing to broach the doSrine of conqueft in the fret kingdom of Eng^ 
land* 

<< Buty to take off all pretence from this title by conqueft, 
I come in the third place to enquire, what title conquefl gives Sy 
phe ia*u/ of nature and reafon. 

«« And in this particular I conceive, that if the aggreffot 
or infulter invades a nation unjuftiy, he can never thereby 
have a right over the conquered : this I fuppofe will be rea- 
dily granted by all men : if a villain, with a piftol at my 
breaft, m^ke$ me convey my eftate to him, no one will (ay 
that this gives him any right : and yet juft fuch a title as this 
has an unjuft conqueror, who with a fword at my throat 
forces me into fubmiffion ; that is, forces me to part with my 
natural eftate, and birth-right, of being governed only by 
laws to which I give iny cpQf<^nt, and not by his will, pi* th^ 
will of any other, " ' 

« Let us then fuppofe a juft invader, one that has right on 
his fide to attack a nation in an hofttie manner ; and that thofe 
Who oppofe him are in the wrong ; let us thcQ fee what power 
he gets, and over whom. ' 

«* Firft, *Tis plain he gets by his conqueft no power over 
thofe who conquered with him ; they that fought on his fide, 
whether as private foldiers or commanders » cannot fufferby 
the conquefti but muft at leaft be as much freemen, as they 
were before : if ^y loft their freedom by the Norman con- 
queft, (fuppofing KiQg William I. had right to invade Eng- 
land) it was only the $axons and Britain?, and not the Nor- 
mans that conquered with him. In like manner fuppofing 
Henry IL had right to invade this ifland, and that he had 
been oppofed therein by the inhabitants, it was only the an- 
tient race of the Irifh, that could fuffer by this fubjugation ; 
the Englifh and Bntains, that came over and conquered with 
him, retained all the freedoms and immunities of free-born 
fubjeds; they, nor their defcendants, could not in reafon 
lofe thefe, for being fuccefsful and viddriofis ; for fo, the 
flate of both conquerors and conquered fhaH be equally fla- 
vifh. Now, it was manifeft that the great body of the pre*

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fciit people of Irelafidy are the progeny of the Etigliih and 
Bricainsy that from time to time have come over into this 
kingdom; and there remains but a meer handful of the an- 
tient Iriih at this day ; I may fay» not one in a thottfand: Co 
that if I» or any body elfe» claim the like freedoms with the 
natural bom fubjefts of England, as being deicended from 
them» it will be impoffible to prove the contrary. I conclude 
therefore* that a juft conqueror gets no power, but only over 
tho£e who have adlualiy aOifted in that unjuft force that is 
ufed againft him. 

** And as thofe that joined with the conqueror in a juft in- 
Vafion, hath loft no right by the conqueft ; fo neither have 
tkofe of the country who oppofed him not : this feems fo 
reafbnable at firft propofal, that it wants little proof. All 
that gives title in a juft conqueft, is the oppofers uting brutal 
force, and quitting the law of reafon, and ufing the law of 
yiolenee ; whereby the conqueror is entitled to ufe him a& a 
beaft ; that is, kill him or enflave him. 

" Secondly, Let us confider what power that is, which a 
lightful conqueror has over the fubdued oppofers : and this 
we (hall find extends little farther than over the lives of the 
conquered ; Ifay little farther than over their lives ; for how 
far it extends to their eftates, and that it extends not at all to 
depriTC their poftenty of the freedoms and immunities to 
which all mankind have a right, 1 ihall (hew prefently. That 
the juft conqueror has an abfolute power over the lives and 
liberties of the conquered, appears from hence, becauie the 
conquered, by putting themfelves in a ftateof war, by uiing 
an un^ft fiiree, have thereby forfeited their lives. For quit- 
ting reafon (which is the rule between man and man) and uf- 
ing force (which is the way of beads) they beoome liable to 
be deftroyed by him againft whom they ufe force, as any fa^* 
vagc wild bcaft, that is dangerous to his- being. 

** And this is the cafe of rebels in a fettled commonwealth, 
who forfeit their iivel on this aGcbn^t; But as for forfeiting 
their eftates, it diq>ends on the muaicipal laws of th& king- 
dom. But we are now enquiring what the coniequents will 
be between two coAtefting nations. 

^< Which bdnp» xm to confider how far a juft conqueror 
has power over the poftenty and* eftates of the conquered. 

" As to the pofteieity, they z^ot having jcuned or affifted in 
the forcible oppofttion of the conqueror^s juft arms, can lo(e 
no benefit thereby. It is unreafonable any man ihould be 
punilhed but for his own fault. Man being a free agent, is 

only 
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anly anfwerable for his own dements ; and as it would te* 
highly unjuft to haiig up the father for the fon's offence, fo 
the converfe is equally unju(l» that the fon fhould fuffer any 
inconvenience for the father's crime. A father hath not in! 
himfelf a power over the life or liberty of his child, fo that 
no aflt of his can poffibly forfeit lU And though We find ixi 
the municipal laws of particular kingdoms, that the fon lofeS 
the father's eftate for the rebellion or other demerit of the; 
father, yet, this is confented and agreed to, for the public 
fafety, and for deterring the fubjcfts from certain enormous 
crim^Sj that would be highly prejudicial to the common- 
wealth. And to fuch conditutions the fubjeds ai'e bound ta 
fubmtti having confented to them, • though it mvLf be unrea- 
fonablcf to put the like in execution between ,natibn and nation^ 
in the flate of nature : for in fettled goremments^ property 
in eftates is regulated^ bounded and determined by the laws 
of the commonwealth, confented to by the people j fo that 
in thefe, 'tis no injuftico for the fon to lofe hts patrimony fori 
his father's rebellion or other demerit* 

*» If therefore the poftetity of the ttthqnertif arc fi6t to' 
fuffef for thfe unjuft oppofition givtotjo the viiflor by their an- 
6eftors, t^eihalliind little place for any : power of tlie con- 
querors over the eftates of the fubdtted.- ITie father^ by hiA 
mifcarriages and violence, can forfeit but his own life ; hd 
involves not his children in, his guilt, or :deiftrii6lion. His 
goods, which nature (that willeth the prcfenratiDnof all man-s 
kind as far as poflible) hath made to belong^ito his children to 
fuflain them, do ftill continuo to belong to hxs children. 'Tid 
tnie, indeed, it ufually happens that damage, attends ui^uft 
force ; zhd as far as the repair of this, damagie requires it, lo 
far the rightful conqueror may invade the. goods and eftate 
of the conquered ; but when this damaee is made up, his titltf 
to the goods ceafes, and the rcfxduc belongs] toi the wife and 
children of the fubdued^ 

<f It may feem a ftrangedoflrinej that any one fhould havef 
a power over the life of. another man, and n6t oyer his eftate ;• 
but this we find every day.j for though Imay kill a thtef that 
fets on me in the high-way, yet I may hot take away his mo- 
ney? for it is the brutal ffercc the aggreffpr has ufed, that 
givefthis adverfary a right to take away his life^ as a noxioui^ 
creature : but it is only damage fuftained, that gives title to? 
another man's goods. 

" It muft be confeffed, that the pradlice of the World is 
•therwife, and we commonly fee the conqueror (whether juft- 

0t 
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<)f tinjuft) bj the force he has over the conquered^ compels 
them with a fword at their breaft to ftoop to his condilions* 
and fubmit to fuch a government as he pleafes to a£Pord them. 
But we enquire not now, what is the praftice, but what righc 
there is to do fo. if it be faid, the conquered fubmit by their 
own confent : then this allows confent neocfTary to give the 
conqueror a title to rule over them. But then we may en- 
quire whether promifesy extorted- by force without right, can 
be thought confent, and- how far tjiey are obligatory ; and I 
humbly conceive they bind not at all. He that forces, my 
horfe from me, ought prefently to reRore hii^'aibd J-^have 
ftill a right to retake him : So he thtit has forced* 9L«|^otiike 
from me, ought prefently to reftore it, that is, qtiit^e^of 
the obligation of it^ or I may chuie whethet I wUl perfocmHt^ 
or not: for theJaw.of natore^obligesus only by the fiiidr'fii^. 
prefcribes, and therefore ^cannot oblige me by the violation of 
her rules ; : fuch is the extorting any thing from me by force: 

«< Fi^om what has been faid^ I prefume it pretty clearly ap*- 
pears, that an unjuft conqueft gives no title at all ; thata juA 
conqueft gives power only over the lives and liberties of th^. 
adual oppofers, but not over their poft^ity or eftates, other- -^ 
trife than as before is mentioned ; and not at ail over thofe ' 
that did not concur in the oppoiition. 

*^ They that defire a more full difquifition of this matteri 
may find it at large in an incomparable treatife concerning the 
true orig'uial^ extent ^ and emi of civil government^ ch&p, 16. This 
difcourfe is faid to be written by my excellent friend^ John 
Locke, Efq. Whether it be fo or riot, I know not ; this I 
nmfure, whoever is author, the greateft gemus in.Chriflen* 
^om need not difown it. 

** But granting that all we have faid in this matter is 
wrong, and granting, that a conqueror, whether jaft. or un^ 
juft, obtains an abfolute arbitrary dominion over tJxe perfons, 
eftates, lives, liberties, and fortunes of all thofe whom he 
finds in the nation^ their wives, pofterity, &c. foas to make 
perpetual flaves of them and their generations to come ; let. 
«s next enquire whether, concefiions granted by &ch a viAot- 
rious hero, do ^ot bound the exorbitancy of l^s.power^ Biod 
whether he be not obliged ftridly to obferve thcfc grants. 

** And here I believe no man of common fenie or JYiftice, 
ivill deny it : none that has ever confidered the law of naiture 
and nations,. can pofiibly hefitate on this matter; the very 
propofing it, firikes the feafeand common notions of all ^en 
& forcibly, that it needs no farther proof. I ihall therefore 
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infift no longer on it^ but haften to confider how far tins »» 
the cafe of Ireland : and that brings me naturally to the 
fourth partictilar propofed, vrz. To uiew bj precedents^ rc'^ 
cords, and hiftorj* what conceffioas and grants have becff 
made from time to time to the peopk of Ireland* and by what 
fteps the law» of England came to be mtrodmced into this* 
kingdom. 

•• We are told by Matth. Paris, Hftoriographer to Henry 
III. that Henry II. a little before he left Ireland* in a public^ 
siFembly and council of the Irifh at Lifmore* did caufe the 
Irifh to receive* and fwear to be governed by the laws of Eng-^ 
land : .< Rex Henricus (faith he) antequanx ea Hibemia redi- 

* ret apud Lifmore concilittm cosgregavfl. ubi kges Anglian 

* fufit ab omnibus graranter receptc* ft juratena cautione 

* preftita confinnatae/ Vid. Matth. Parisy ad Aa. 1173. Vit^

^ And not only t&as* bot if we may give ercdit to Sir Ed-' 
ward Cook* in the 4th inftit. cap. i« and 76. and to the in- 
fcripti(Hi to the Irifk Modiu tenendi farRamentmn^ it will clearly 
appear, that Heiiry ILdid not only fettle the laws of England 
in Ireland* and the jurifdidtion ecclefiafttcal there* by the vo" 
kmtary acceptance and allowance of the nobility and clergy* 
but did likewife allow them the freedom of holding of parHa-' 
ments in Ireland, as a feparate and diftin^ kingdom from 
England ; and did then fend them a modus to dired themr 
how to hold their parliaments there : the title of which modu^

** This modus is faid to haver been fent into Irelaiid \yf 
Henry II. for a diredHon to hold their parliaments there. 
And the fenfe of it agrees for the moft part with the moJus 
tenendi farL in England* faid to have been allowed by William 
the conqueror* when he obtained that kingdom ; where 'tis 
altered, 'tis only to fit it the better for the kingdom of Ire- 
land. 

«♦ I know very well the antiquity of this modus* fo faid to 
. he trailfiftitted for Ireland by Henry IL is qjieftion'd by fome 
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learned antiquaries, particularly by Mr. Selden ♦ ^nd f Mr. 
Pryn» who deny alio the Englilh modus as well as this. But 
on the ©ther hand, my Lord Chief Juftice Cook, ia the 4th 
inftit,page 12, and 349, does ftrenuoufly aflert them both. 
And th^ i^te reTerend and learned Dr. Dopping, BiHiop of 
MeatJii, has publilh'd the Iri(h modus, with a vindication of 
iu antiquity a^id authority in the preface* 

^< Thca:e feems to roe but two objcdj:ions of any moment 
raifed by Mr. Pryn againft thefe modi. The one relates both 
to the £ngii(h and Irifii modus ; the other chie^y ftrikes at the 
Irifh. He fays the name pmrHarnent^ fo o&^n found in thefe 
modi, was not a naine for t^e great council of England known 
fo early as thefe naodi pretend to. \ confers I am not pre- 
pared to difprove this antiquary in this particular ; but to me 
k feems roafonable enough tp imagine that the name parlia- 
ment^ came in with Wiiliana the conqueror : 'tis a word per- 
i<^ly French, and I fee i^o reafon to doubt Its cpmii^ in with 
the Normans. The other objecftion affects our Irifli modus^ 
for he teils us, That 3herifFs wfre not <e(lab]ifh'd in Ireland, in 
Henry I J's time, when this modus was pretended to be fent 
j^ither ; yet we find the word vic^^omes therein. To this I 
can only anfwer, that Henry H. intending to ei^ablifb in Irer 
land the Englilh form of government, as tlje grft, and chief 
ftep thereto, he fent them dire<9iops for holding of parlia- 
ments, defigning afterwards by degrees, and in due time, tft 
fettle th^ other conftitutions, agreeable to the mqdel of Eng- 
lan4* If therefore England had then Sheriffs^ we need no^ 
w,onder to find them named in the Irifli modus, tho' ^ey 
were not as yet e%bU(h'd amongft us, £b|r th£y w^xt, d^figned 
to be appointed /boi) after, and before the modus could be 
put regularly in execution ; ^d s^qcordingly we find them ^f: 
tablifh'din fome counties of Ireland, in King Jjohn's tin|^ 

" This Iriih modus is faid to have been in the- onftpdy of 
Sir Chriftopher Preftoa of C|4n^ in Ireland, An. 6, Hen. 4. 
and by Sir John Talbot, Lord I^ieutenant pf Ireland, under 
King Henry IV. It was ex^mplify'd by Infpeximus under 
the great fealof Ireland, and the extmplifics^tion' was fpme- 
times in the h^nds of Mr. Hfif kvrel of Lincoln's Inn, .and 
by him- w^s conimunicatcd to Mr. Selden. The tenor of 
which exemplification runs thus: .

^* Noi^ we can hardly think it credible (fays the Bifhop of 
Me^th) that an exemplification could have been made fo fo- 
Icmnly of it by King Henry IV* and that it ihould refer to a 
x<i6dus tranfinitted into Irelind by King Henry II. and afiirm 
th^^t it was produced befSrcf the Lord Lieutenant and Council 
ait Trim, if no fuch thing had been dont : this Were to call 
in queftion the truth of sul fornjer records and tra^fa^ons, 
aiid make the exep^plification contain an egregious falihood 
in tbe body df it. 

«« The Rev. Bifliop of Meath, in his fore-citted preface, 
does believe, that he had obtained the very original record, 
£lid}by my Lord Cook to have been in the hands of Sir Chrif- 
^opheir Ptefton: it caih.e to that learned Prelate^s hands^ 
sMiiongft'dther papers smd manufcripts of Sir 'V^lliam Dom^ 
vil^ late Attorney General m this kingdom, who*, in his Hfe- 
timo» upois an occaiibnal difbourfe widi the Biihop concern* 
ing it, told him, that this record was beftow^d on him (Sir 
William Dpmvilc) by Sir Jame|5 Cuflfe, late deputy Vicc-trea-r 
fartr of Ireland, that Sir James found it among the papers 
pf Sir Fi;ancis Anngier, . ijcofter.c^ the rolls in .this kingdom ; 
and the prefeiit Earl c^ LoAgfprd (gra^ndfoix to Hkc faid Sic

«* Whilft I write this, I have this very record now before me, 
from the hands of the faid Bilhc^ of Meath's fon, my nephew, 
Samuel Dopping ; and I muft confeis it has a venerable an- 
cient appearance ; but whether it be the true original record, 
I leave on the arguments produced for its predit by the faid 
Bifhop. 

<* This I am fare of. That whether this be the very record 
traafinitted hither by King Henry II. or not ; yet 'tis moft 
certain, from the unanimous conceffioas of 4II the for^-men- 
tioned antiquaries. Cook, Selden^ Pryn, &c. that we have had 
parliaments in Ireland very foon after the invafion of Henry 
II. For Pryn confefles that * King Henry IL after his con-

snoft folemn and ceremonial! manner that could be devifed ; for the King, 
with all the great nobility of Englanda all the Bifliops and diief Prelates 
in their ornament^,, with buraing candles in ^eir hand^ alTcmbled ^o 
hear the terrible fentence of excommunication upon all the infringe of 
the fame, and at the lighting of thofe candles, t|ie King bearlfig one in; . 
his hand,' gave it to one of the Prelates, faying, '* It becomes. not me, 
who am no Prieft, to hold this candle, my hejirt ihall be a greater tefti- 
mony ;" Md withal laid bis hand on his bread the whole time the fen-^ 
tenc^ was Trading; which done, the Charter of King John's father .w.as 
read. In the end having thrown away theu: candles they cried oiit^

Foreftcrs, Vifcounts, tVovofts, Minifters, 
and to all his Bailiffs and his Lieges, greeting. Know ye, 
that Wc by the grace of God, and for the f^ving pf our fouls, 
and the fools of all Qur anceftors, and of our heirs, and for 
the honour of God, and the f^fety of pur My ^rhurch, and 
for the amendment of our government, by thp advice of our 
venerable fathers, Saint ^fa^tin Lord of Giul, &c. Peter 
V)lnt6n, Lu of Saint Afaph, J. Bathon, and Glaftom, W, 
Coventr, S. Exbn, R. Cicefter, W. Roffen, H. London, 
Menevens Bangor and S. Hygom, and of Biftiops and Noble- 
men, William Marfhal Earl of Pcmbroc, Ranulph Earl of

I. Have 
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I.. Have in the firft place granted to God, and confirmed 
by this our prefent Charter, for us and for our heirs for ever. 
That the churches of Ireland Ihall be free, and Ihall enjoy 
their rights and franchifes entirely and fully. 

II. We have alfo granted to all the freemen of our king* 
dom, for us and for our heirs for ever, all the liberties here^ 
after mentioned, to have and to hold to them and their heirs 
of us and of our heirs. 

III. If any of our drls, our Barans, or others tiiat hold 
of us in chief by the knight- fer vice die, and at the time of 
his death his heirs be of full age, and relief be due, he fliali 
have his inheritance by the antient relief; to wit^ the heir or 
heirs of an Earl, for an entire Earldom, G- po«^nds ; the heir 
or heirs of a Baron, for an entire barony, C, marks ; the 
heir or heirs of a knight, for a knight, for a whole Knight's 
fee, C. (hillings at mod : and where lefs is due, lefs fliall be 
paid, according to the antient cufloms of the feveral tenures. 

IV. The guardians of the land of fuch heirs being \vithia 
age, ihall take nothing out of the land of the heir% but only 
the reafonable profits, reafonable cuftoms, and rcafonable fert 
vjces, and that without making de(lru6tion or wafle of men 
or goods ; and if we fljiall have committed the cuftody of the 
laud of any fuch heir to a Vifcount, or any other who is to 
account to ds for the profits of the land, and that fuch com* 
mittce make de(lru£lion or wafte, we will take of hhn amends, 
and the land ihall be committed to two lawful and good men 
of that fee, Who ihall adcoant for the ^ofits to us, or to fuch 
as wa (hall appoint. And if we ihall giVe or fell to aify per- 
son, the cuftody of the lands of any fuch heir, aind fuch donee 
or vendee makt de(h*adioh or wafte^ he iliall lofe the cvftody, 
and it ihall be committed to two lawful, fage, and good men» 
who ihall account to us for the fame, as aforefaid, 

V. And the guardian, whilft he has cuftody of the heir's 
land, ihall maintain the houfes, parks, ponds, pools, milJsi 
and other appurtenances to the land, out of the profits of tlie 
land itfcif ; and (hall reftore to the heir, when he (hall be of 
full age, his land well (locked, with ploughs, barns, and the 
like, as it was when he received it, and as the profits will tea- 
fonably afford. 

.VI. Heirs (hall be married without difparagement. 

yil, A widow after the death of her hu(band? fhall pre- 
fehtly and without oppreflion, have her marriage and her in- 
Ikritance j nor iKall give any thing for her marriage, nor for 

her 
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her dower, nor for her inheritance, which (ho and her hufi. 
band were feized of the day of her hufband's death : and ihc 
ihall remain in her hufband's houfe forty days after his death; 
within which time her dower (hall be affigned her. 

VII I. No widow ftall be compelled to marry it ftie be dcfir- 
ous to Hye fingl?, provided (hq give fecurity not to marry 
Kvithoutour leave, if (he hold pf^us, or without the Lord's, 
leave of whon;ifhe holds, if (he hold of any other. 

IX. We Qor our Bailiff's will not feize the lands. or rents 
^f a debtor for any debt fp long as his goods are fufficient to 
pay the debt ; ?ior (hall th§ pledges be diftrained upon whilft 
tlic principal debtor have, jipt wherewith to pay tbe debt, the 
pledges (hull aixfwer for it : ^nd if they will, they fhall hare

XI I-^ Common Pleas (hall not follow our f ourt, but fhalj 
be held in a certain place. 

XI XL Recognisance of novel Dljfetfm^ Mordanceficr^ and 
darrieu Prefentment^ fball be taken no where but in tkeir proper 
.counties, and in this manner; yj^j or our Chief Jufticc (if 
purf elves &c put of the realm) wili fend two Juftices through 
every county four times ^ year ; who, with four Knights of 
every county,' to ^ cl^of^ia by thie county, (hall take the (aid 
ailizcs in the jsounty, 

X IV. At a day when the county-court is held, and in a 
certain place : and if th.e f;^id aiSzes cannot be taken upoa 
that day, fo many Knights and Free-tenants of them thap 
were preibnt in the couaty-doiirt tjjat d^y, ftall ft4y> as may 
give a good judgmepit, according as *ihe cpricern may be 
greater or lefs. . . 

XV. A freeman ihall not be amerced for a little off*ence| 
but according to the maimer of his offence 5 and for a great 
pfFence he (hall be amerced according to the greatnefs of his 
offence, £aving his con^tentmcnt ; and fo a merchant faving 
his merchandize ; and a villain in li)ce manner fhall be amerced 
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fiivlng^his wainagc, if he fall into our mercy : suad none of 
the faid amercements fhall be affeered, but by oath of good 
and lawful nten of the vicinage. 

XV I. An Earl and a Baron fliall not be amerced but by 
their Peers, and according to the manner of tSieir oflfence. 

XVII, No clerk fliall be amerced but according to his lay- 
fee, and in like manner as others aforefaid, and not accord- 
ing to the quantity of his church-living. 

XVIII. No ville nor any man fliall be diftrained* to make; 
bridges over riVcrs, but where they anticntly have, and of 
right ought to make them. 

XlXi Nb VifcouYits, ConftableS, Cofonirs, 6r other our 
Bailiffs, (hall hbld the pleas of cur crown. 

XX. If any that holdsr us a: lay-fee die, ind our Shc- 
riflfe, or odier o^ Bailiffs fhew our letters patents of fum- 
jaons for ar debt t^rhHch the dcceafcid owed to u-s, cur Sheriff 
or Bailiff may \f ell attach and inventory the goods of the dead, 
-^hich fhall be fpund upo.n his lay -fee, to the value of the 
debt which the deceafe'd owed to us, by the view of lawful 
men, yet fo as nothing be removed till fiich time as the debt,' 
icirhich fhall ht found to be due to us, be paid ; and the refi- ' 
dtJt fhaltgo tb'thc cxecntors to perform the teftamentof the 
dead: and i-f-- nothing be owing to us, all his goods fhaH go .

XXHL No Vifcbunt, Bailiff df our oi* other, fhall ta^:e' 
the horfes or Carts of any to make carriage, unlefs he pays* 
according to the antient liberty, to wit, for a cart and twa* 
li©rfes ten pence per day,^ and for a c^rt ahd three horfes four-' 
iten pence per day. 

XXIV. Neither ourfelves nor our Bailiffs fliall take an-

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XXV. We will hold the lands of fuch as (hall be ccnvi£l- 
cd of feloRy but a year and a day, and then we will reftorc 
them to the Lords of the fees. 

All wears flialf, for this time forward, be wholly 
taken away in the Avenlich * and throughout all Ireland, 
except upon the fea'ccdaft. 

XXVII. llhe writ calkd /r^r/^ henceforth (hall be made 
to none out of any tenen^iK, whereby a freeman may lofe 
his court. 

XXVI II. Ofnc mcafurc of wine fliall be tifcd throughout 
our kingdom, and one meafure of ale, and one meafure of 
corn, to wit, the London quart. And there ifeaH be one 
breadth of dyed cloths, ruflets, and haubergets, to wit, twor 
ells within tha lifts : and concerniirg weights, it (hall be in 
like manner as of meafure^* 

XXIX. Nothing ihall be given or taken henceforth for a 
writ of inquifition of life or member, but it (hall be granted 
freely and fliall not be denied* 

XXX. If any hold of us by fee-fafra, or by foccage, and 
hold likewifc land of others by knight-fervice, we will not 
have the cuftody of the heir, nor of the land which is of the 
fee of another, by reafon of fuch fee-farm, foccage, or bur- 
gage, unlefs fucb fee- farm owe knight-fervice. 

XXXI. No Bailiff for the time to ecme fiiall put any ma» 
to his law upon his bare word, without good witneflcs pro-^ 
cbced. 

XXXII. No freeman fliall W tatcen^ stor imprifoned, nor . 
difleized, nor out-lawed, nor exiled, nor dc;ftroyed' in any 
manner ; nor will we pafs upon him, nor a^demn him,, but 
by the lawful judgment of his peers, or by the law of the 
land. 

XXXIII. We will fell none, we will deny ncr delay to 
none right and juftice. 

XXXIV. All merchants paay, with fafety and fdcurity, go? 
out of Ireland, and come inta Ireland, and flay, and pafs 
through Ireland by land and water, to buy and fell without 
any evil tolls, paying the ancient and rightful duties, except 
in time of war j and then if they are of the country witli 
whom we are at war, ai^d are found here at the beginning 
of the war, they ihall be attached, but without injury to their 
bodies or goods, till it be known to us or to our Chief Jufticc^ 
how our merchants are entreated which are found in our cnc-

XXXVIL All that havefqunded Abbies, whereof they have 
charters from the Jciags of pi^Iand, or ^cient tenure, (hall 
•have the cuftody there.of ^hiUt they are vacant, ^s they ought 
to have. 

XXXVIII. All the forefts that have been aflfbrefted in ourtime, 
(hall inftanily he.diiafibreft^d ;. in Jil^ manner be it of rivers, 
that in our tin|e and by us have t)een put in defence. 

XXXIX.. None (hall bc.takcn nor imprifpned upon the ap- 
peal of a woman, for the death of any other than herhuf- 
band* 

XL. Likewise all thpfe cuftonis and liberties, which We 
^a^ in, our faid king4qiTi» to be l^eld.as {^r sis tp ns belongs 
towards all our faid kingdom, clericks as well as Isiicks, that 
they may con^erv^ the iame^ as (ar as to them belongs to- 
wards theirs. 

XLL But becaufe certain chapters contained in the former 
charter,, may appear .heavy and doubtful, ^o wit, concerning 
efcuages, aids of affeffing debts of Jews, and others, liberty 
of going out of our ^id kin^gdppi, and returning into our 
J^d kingdom, ,fore(is and for^Iters, warrens and warrennersy 
cuftoms of counties, rivers and their keepers, as they may 
feem fit to the ^foireiaid prelates and great men^ uAtil we 
(hall have thefe things exaoiined in a more full council, and 
then we will make more fully, as well what concerns the(e 
things, as others that may hereajfter occur to be amended; 
and Whatever (hall pertain to the common utility of all, and 
ti^e peace, md our (late, axid of our kingdom. And becaule 
that we have not yet a.feal, we caufe this prefent charter to 
be ie^ed, with the feals of our venerable father faint Martin, 
Lord of Gaul, &c. and William Marifchal, Earl of Pembrok 
40ur rcftor, and of our kbgdom we caufe to be fealed. The

Soon after the Bill of Rights had pafFed in England, the 
following heads of a fimilar one, for Chrs kingdom, were pre- 
fented for tranfmiflion by our parliament to Lord Capel, then 
Lord Deputy of Ireland, on the 14th of Odlober, 1695, 
of which no more Iras heard. 

HEADS of a BILL of RIGHTS. 

I. Thsit the fretendtfrf power of fufpending of laws, by 
tcgnl authority, without eonfent of parliament, is illegal. 

II. That the pretended po'^Tcr of difpenfing with laws, 
or the execution of laws by legal authority, as nath been af* 
fumed ot fciertifed, is illegal. 

III. That levying money for, or to the ufe of the crown, 
by pretence of pfefogative, without grant of parliamenty 
for longer time, or ii^ other manner than the fame k, or ihali 
be granted, is illegal. 

IV. That it is the right of the fubje^s to petition the King, 
or the chief governor, 01* governors of this kingdom, for 
the time being, and all comiiiltments or profecutions, or 
threats for fuch petition, are illegal. 

V. That the fubjedts which sdre proteftants may have anna' 
for their defence fuitable to their conditions, and as allowed 
by law. 

VI. That the eleiftions of member of |)arli«nlent' ought to 
be free. 

VII. That the freedom of (ijcech, and debates on proceed- 
ings in parliament, ought not to be impeached. Or queftionedi 
ia any place out of parliament. 

VIII. That jiiries ought to be duly impannelled and re- 
turned ; and jUrdrs which pafs upon men in trials for high 
treafbh, ought to be freeholders. 

IX. That all grants and promifes, fines and forfeitures of 
particular perfbns before conviftion, are illegal and void. 

X. That for redreft Of all grievances m this kingdom^ 
and for amending, ftrehgthening and preferving the laws, 
parliaments ought not to be diffolved, as they have been in 

\tKt late reigns; ' ' 

XI. ,That the free quartering of foldiers on any of this 
kingdom, in time of peace, is arbitrary and illegal.

TRANSLATION. 

Edward by the grace of God, King of England and France, 
and Lord of Ireland, to the venerable ifather in Chrift, 
M. by the fame grace Ai:c)ibifho|> of Armagh, greeting. 

VV HEN othcrwifc we t^harged our faithful and beloved 
Nicholas Dagvrorth, Knightj^ our Nuncio by lu tranfinitted 
towards our land of Ireland^ that he in a certain parliament 
ifembled, in our land afprefaid under the pretext of our 
tranfinitted letters, to pur faithful and beloved William de 
Wyndesfordy governor and keeper of our faid land, among 
jbther things exhibited a certain indenture made and contained 
t)etween us and our fitidNuncio, to the Prelates, Nobles, and 
Commons of our aforefaid landy at the fsime parliament afr 
lembled, (hewing t&e exceffive and intolerable expences of our 
l^ars, heretofore in oyr land aforefaid, for iht falvatipn and 
defence of the fymi, and which on account of the greateft 
efiufion of the expences of our wars elfewhere, y^c are no 
jonger able to fufbun ; that the Prelates9 Nobief, Commons, 
jina e^ch of themi as far ais ia their power^i (P^tVi reafbnahle 

part 
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part of the expences, for the Aiftenation of our faid war, 
and for the falvation of oar aforcfaid land; and if the faid 
Prelates, Nobles, and Comtnons, ihould refufe to take on* 
themfelves any reafonable part of the expencc fbr the fuf- 
tenation of the war there, and falvatioiji of the aforefaid land,' 
then our faid Nuncio on our part (hall inform them, that everf 
Bifhop fhall have fufficient power for htmfelf and the clergy 
of his diocefe, by letters of procuration from the Bifhoft 
and clergy themfelves, to tranfmit two ecclefiaflical perfon^ 
to us and our eouncil ill England, to treat, confult, and de- 
termine with us, as well for the aid and government •f ouf 
faid land, as the fuflenatibn of our war there. And ihp 
Commons of every county of the aforefaid land, fliall have 
fufficient power for themfelves, as the Nobles of faid eounty, 
to fend two lay perfons for the fam« purpofe, and the citizen^ 
and burgeifes of every city and borough, two citizens, and 
two burgefTes, &;c, And although our fame Nuncio, pre- 
mifed ail and iigular thefe things to our Prelates, Nobles, and 
Conunons in our parliament at Kilkenny, in the eighth of St. 
Michael next paft, fummoned and held for the premifed 
caufes, neverthelefs they excufed themfelves through infuffici- 
ency, and at prefent d^ny to fupport any part of the cofts and 
the expences of faid war to bt maintained in our faid land 
there, on account of which, and for the caufes abovefaid, we wiU, 
that fuch perfons sibrefaid, in the form aforefaid, be tranf^ 
mitted to us into England. And we command you that you 
convocate yourfelves befort the clergy of your diocefe, chufmg 
for yourfelves and your clergy, two ecclefiaftical perfons, to 
be defted by the affent of the fame clergy, and before us, 
^d our faid council of England, at vour cofls, to appear, 
and your faid clergy within the fifth of the purification 6f the 
blefled Virgin next conxing wherefbever we fhali then be in 
England, to treat, confult, and agree, as is above faid, that 
ye caufe to be tranfmitted for us to our Chancellor ot Ireland, 
the nances of the aforefaid two perfons, by yOu thus chofen, 
within the feaft of the Holy Virgin St. Kathrine, whenfoevef 
it fliall then be, certified under your feal, under die penidty of 
one hundred pounds from you, and your faid clergy, to be 
levied for our ufe, on every fuch omiffion, &c. 

Witncfs, Williaii^ de Wyndefore, governor and keeper of 
our faid land of Ireland, at Kilkenny, the 25th day of Oe* 
tober, in the year of our reign of England forty-nine, but 
in our reign of France, t}iirty-fix. 

We 
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Wc have the anfwcrs of the Archbifliop of Armagh, and of 
the county of Dublin, to this fumipons, diftindly recorded *. 
i»« Wc arc not bound," laid the Prelate, " agreeably to the li- 
#.< berties, privileges, rights, laws and cuftoms of the church 
«.< and land of Ireland^ tp t\c&. any of our clergy^ and to fend 
^< them to any part of England, for tl^e purpofe of holding 
^< parliaments or councils in England. Yet, on account of 
** our reverence to our Lor4 the King of Epgland, ancl the 
f^ now imminent necefllty of the lai^d aforeiTaid^ faving to u^ 
<< and tp the Lords aQd Commons of the faid land, all rights^ 
<< privileges, liberties, laws, ^nd cufloins before mentionec{» we 
^* have elcfted reprcfentativcs to repajr tp the King in Eng- 
<< land, to treat ai>d confult with him and his Council. Ex- 
** cept, however^ that wf d^ ^7 ^^ means grant to our^ faid 
** reprcfentativcs any powf r of affenting to any burdens or 
•* fubfidies to be impofe4 on us or our clergy, to which we 
** cannot yield by feafon of pur poverty and daily expence ia 
•* defending the l^d againft the Iriflj enemy." 

In like manner we find ^c cqi^nty of Publin at firft elect- 
ing their reprefentatives without power or authority to con- . 
fent to the impofitiox^ of any l^urdeijs ; tl^e loobies and Com- 
mons *^ unax^iiQoiifly with one voice declaring, that accord- 
« ing to the rights, privilegfss^ libcrti^^, Iaws,and ciiftbms of 
« thela^d of Ireland, enjoyed from the time of the conqueft 
<< of faid land, they are not bound to fend any perfons from 
« tiie land of Ireland to the parliament or council of our 
« Lerd thp King m England, to treaty' confult,* or agree 
« with our lyord the King in England, as the writ re- 
** quires. Notwitbftanding, on jj^coi^jjt j^ their reverence, 
« and the necefllty and prefent diftrefs of the*faid land, they 
^* have eledled repreffentatives to repair to the King, and to 
** treat and confult wjth him and his Council ; referving to 
f« themfclvps the power of yielding or agreeing to any fub- 
«• fidies.'* At the faipe time protefting, " that their prefent 
« compliance is not Hereafter to be taken in prejudice to the 
*< rights, privileges, laws, and cuftoms, Yrhicfi the Lords 
*< and Commons, from the time of the conqueft of the land. 
<* of Ireland, have enjoyed, in confidcration of the Va:rious' 
« burdens which the faid Lords and Commons havc.borne^' 
<< and ftill do bear, and which for the future they cannot fup*'

Richard II. made a Toyage to this kingdom, the particulars 
of which Howe, <he EBglifh hiftoriaa thus relates. 

,, Now fomewhat of the former voyage of Kiiig Richard into 

Ireland, as the fame wa^ reported to Sir John Froifart, by an 

/Efquire of England,; named Henry Chriftall. Sir John 

.{quoth h^) it is hot in memory, that ever any King of Eng- 

i land m,ade fuch proviiion for any journey into Ireland, nor 

. fuch. ^. number of men of armes nor archers. The King 

was a i^ine moneths in the marihes of L-eland to his great 

. coft, and charge to the realme, for they bare all his expences : 

. and the marchant-citicsy and good townes of the realm thought 

' k'weJl bellowed, when they faw the King retume homeagaine 

. with honour. The number that hce had thither, were fourc 

thoufand men of armes^ and thirty thoufand archers, well 

: payed weekly. Bui; to (hew the truth, Ireland is one of the 

, euiU countries of the world to make warre upon or to bring 

^tidcTr fubie6lion, foe it is.clofed ftrongly and wildly with high 

forre(ls, and great waters and marifhes. It is hard to enter 

to doe. any of the country any damage : nor yce (hall find no 

towne, nor perfon to fpeak withall. For the men draw to 

the woods, and dwell in caues or fmall cottages, under trees 

and among buihes, like wild and fauage beaH:! : and when 

they know that any man maketh warre againft them, being

eniercl 
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entred into their eoontries, then they draw together to tiie 
(Iraits and paflages to defend tkem> So that no man tan enter 
into them. And when they fee their time they vrill foone 
take their advantage on their enemies^ for they know the 
country, and are light people. For a man of armesy being 
neuer fo well horfed, and runne he neuer fo fad, the Irifh- 
men will run on footx as faft as hee» ahd ouertake him, yea, 
and leape up upon his horie behinde him* and throw hin; 
from his horfe ; for they are drone men in their armes, and 
haue fharpe weapons with large blades, two edged* where^ 
with they will flay their enemie, whom they neuer repute, to 
be dead till they haue cut bis throat, and c^pened his belly, 
and taken out his heart, -which they carry away with them^ 
fome fay they eate it, and haue great delight therein :. they 
take no man to raafoipe. And when they fee that.^they 1^ 
euer-matched, then they will depart and hide themfelues in 
bufhes, woods, and caues, fo that no man (hall finde them : 
Sir William Wind&re,- who had mo(b.v£ed the. warren la^thp^ 
parts of any other EngHfhman, could neuer Icame the man- 
ner of the eoimtrey. They be hard people* and of rude wit : 
and they fet nothing by ioUity, nor frefli ^app^ell, nor by 
noblefle, for though their country be fouerajgnly ^verned 
by Kings, whereof they haue many, yet will they abide and 
continue in their rudenefle. 

Truth it is, that 4 of the principall "Kings, and mqftpuif' 
fant after the manner of the countrey, ' are come to theCifcey- 
fance of the Idng of England, by loue and faire meanesy-and 
not by battell, or conltraint. The Earl of Ormond, who 
marcheth upon them, hath taken great paine, and halh fo 
intreated them, that they came to Dubline, to the ELkig,^md 
fubmitted them to him, to be under the obeyfancc of -the 
crowne of England, wherefore the King afiU all the realme 
reputeth this for a great and honourable z&. For King Ed^- 
ward did never fo much upon them, as King Richard did in 
his voyage. The honour is great, but the profite is but 
finall, &c. The names of the foure Kings were thefe, firft, 
the greate Oneale King of Meth, the fecond Otrine of Tho- 
mond. King oif Thomond, the third Arthur of Mackquemur 
King of Leinfter, the fourth Ocomor King of Theuenes 
and Drape, they were made Knights by King Richard in the 
cathedral church of Dubline : thefe foure Kings v/otched all 
the night before in the church, and the nett day at high 
mafle time, were made Knights, and with them Sir Thomas 
Orphew, Sit lames Pado, and Shr lohn Pado, his coufin. 

Thefe 
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Thcfc Kings fate that day at the table with King Richard, 
they were regarded of many people, becaufe their behauiour 
was ftrenge to the manor of England. 

When Sir lohn Froifart defired to know how it came to 
paflc, that foure Kings of Ireland were fo foone brought tc/ 
the obeyfance of King Richard, when King Edward the 
King's grand-father, who was fo valient a Prince, could ne- ^ 
uer fubdue them: Sir Henry Chriftall anAvered, he could not 
tdl, but as men faid, the great puiffance that the King had 
Dverwithhiro, and remaining there nine moneths, abafhed 
the Irilhmen. Alfo the f€a was clofed from them on all parts, 
whereby their mafchandifes might not enter into their coun- 
tries, though they that dwell farre within the realme cared 
little ior it, yet fuch as live on the marches of England and 
by the fea coaft, vfe feare of merchandife- 

King Edward in hii time, had to anfwtre fo many warres 
in France> Britaine, Gafcoigne, and Scotland, that his peo- 
ple were divided in divers places, wherefore he could not 
fend any grekt number into Ireland. But when the Iriflimen 
faw the great number of men of warre that King Richaf d 
had in this laft journey, they aduifed themfclucs, and came 
to obeyfance* 

In thcs Articles folowing been comprifed the Kyng's W?tf, 
Determination, Commandement, and Plefures, upon the 
Parliaments holdyn late at the Naafe and Drogheda ; and 
upc/i die Parliament that Ihall be now next . holdyn within 
his lands of Irland. Anno 141 8, 19 Ed* IV^ Rot. clauf, * 

VV HERE as have been gtet variances of late in . our faid 
land of Irland upon two parliaments ther laft holdyn ; the 
oen at the Naafe, the otlier at Drogheda, whether of theyih 
fhould be of au<ftorite ; we have thereupon taken fuche direc- 
tions as folowith : 

Fuyft, We confider that in the faid two parliaments were 
conmiuned and concludet principaly two adts, the oen touch- 
yng the grauntes of certayn fubfidies for the wtle and defence 
of our faid land, the fecund concerned refumptions afwell of 
offices as of our revenue. 

As touching the fubfidies grauntcd in our parliament hol- 
dyn at Drogheda, for as moche as we underftand, that it 
was grauntcd^ and alfo in gret pa^t, as we beit cnformed, 
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lereed for the wele and defence abovefaidy Wc Will that the 
fame graunts with all that thereto appertcyneth be gode and 
effeduell, and alfo audlorifed by the parliament in our faid 
land now next to be holdyn. 

As touching the a(5ls of refumptions in eather of the iaid 
parliaments pafTed, which of partialte and malice becn> and 
have been more hurtyng to our fubjefts ther than to us or the 
wele of our faid land profitable ; we will* that the fame afts 
be maad void and of none efFeA in the lawe, except the re* 
fumption of offices and Chauncellerfhip and Treforefliip, 
made in the parliament holdyn at Drogheda, the which we 
will that hit ftand in his force and effeft. Confidering that 
thereuppon, we have made the Biihop of Meth» our Chanfe-^ 
ler, and Sir Rouland Euftace, Knyght, our Treforer there ; 
and we will, that a general a6l of refumption fro the furft 
day of Kyng Herry the Vlte, be had and made in the next 
parliament touching our revenue ; and that fuch proviiion 
be made upon the fame by our Depute Lieutenant there ac- 
cording to our plefure ; which our plefure we have ihewed to 
our right trufty and welbcloved cofyn Therlc of Kyldare, 
whom we have ordened to be Depute Lieutenant, and to the 
reverend father in God the Bifhop of Mythe, whom we have 
ordeyned as is above faid to be our Chanfeler. 

As touching the refumpcion of offices, forafinoche as offi- 
ces of Chanfeler and other in the Deputies commyfion to us 
oonly referved, we will that the offices of Chief of the Ex- 
chequer and the Maifter of our mint there be refumed in this 
fame parliament, and our leters patents be mad there uppoxx 
under our gret feall there, to thofe perfons to whom we have 
made our grauntes upon the fame. 

And as to other offices to us in the faid conunyffion not re- 
ferved, we be contented that fuch of theym be refumed, and 
they for the wele of us and our faid land, by our faid Depute 
Lieutennant fo difpofed, as ihall be thought by him mofte 
expedient. 

We will alfo, that at thys faid parliament be refumed the 
office of Senefchalfie of the liberie of Methe, with the fees, 
wages, and rewards therfor by us, or otherwife to any per- 
fon graunted, and fo to remayn in our hands at our plea- 
furc. We will alfo, that if any adl have be made^ to the pre- 
judice of us, and in derogacion of our Corone in reftreyn- 
ing of tonnage and pondage, it be utterly revoked and ad- 
nulle J, and in this parliament the old graunt thereof reno- 
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veiled aud eftablilhed, as ftiall be beft for our right, welc and 
honor. 

Item, the Kyng willeth. That fuch an adl as herto before 
hath be made in the land there reftreyning, that noe man 
within that land Ihall be called out of the laid land by any 
precept or commandement, made under the Kyng's grete 
feall, prive feall or fignet in England, be utterly revoked and 
adnuUed. 

Item, The Kyng willeth, that upon refumption of the 
Kyng's revenues to be made in this parliament, the townee 
of DiveJyn * and Droghedabe providet fore al luche grauntes 
as have ben made unto they by the Kyng's au(5lorite, his pro- 
genitours or predocelTours, fo that they promife to be rcdy to 
doo the Kyng fervice, at fuche tymes as by the Kyng's Lieu- 
tenant or his depute they Ihall be defigned. 

Thes articles folouying conteyne, the Kyng's comannde- 
ments and plefere, how his Chanfelere of Iriand, Clerc cf 
the Rolles, and the Clerk of the Hanaper ther, feall dcmene 
them there in executyng oP ther offices. 

Furft, They and everithe of thems, fhall well and trewly 
ferve the Kyng and his liege peple of the fame land, in the 
doyng of their offices. 

Item, That they ne none of them ftall affent to the hurt, 
damage, or alienacion cf the Kyng's lands, revenues, or 
rights ; but thpy fhall«ndevoer them felfe for the vauncyng 
and encrefyng therof, and lette all them to the beft of theirc 
powere, that wold attempt the contrary therof. 

Item, That the;fead Chaunfeler dp ferv alweyes in fuche 
place and tymes as the Clerc of the Rolle^, the Clerc of the 
Hanaper, and other minifters of the Chaunfery, may be ther 
and then prefent. 

Item, That the faid Chaunfeller do delyvre to the Clerc of 
the Rolles, all fuch warrants cummyng to his hands, fo as he 
may kepe them as the Kyng's recordes, according to his of- 
fice. 

Item, That the faid Chaunfeller fele no pardon under the 
grete fele, unto any man upon his provifione from the court 
of Rome, without the King's knowlege and confent. 

Item, The Chaunfeller in perfon, (hall in true time make 
his abidyng in the place wher the Kyng's Courts be kept, un 
leflie ther by a great and urgent caufe, by the depute with th« 
advife of the more part of the Kyng's Confele, it be thought 
his abfence to be allowed.

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Item, That the Clerc of the Rolles do enroll all patents un» 
der the Kyng*s grete fealJ^ before that they be delivcretto the 
parties, and kepe fo the Kyng's records, that none of them 
pe rafed, ne befoiled. 

Item, That he fee and write at every fele, what profits 
growith unto the Kyng thereof, and the fpecialtecs of the 
wme ; fo th^t his boke fo made may be a controliment upon 
the accompts of the Clerc of the Hanaper, to be made yerly 
in the Kyng's Efchequcr there. 

Item, That no lyvere be made to the Kyng^s tennant, nor 
y/et reftitution to be made to any Bifl^pp, Abbot, or trior, 
without thattkc Kyng be furft anfwcred of I>is duete, accord* 
ynge to the ratp pf the tyme that the landes have ben in the 
Kyng's handeg. 

Item, That the Clerc .of the Hj^aj^ier continueley receive 
the fees of the f^le of writts, cpxx^niflions and patents ; and 
alfo, all fuche fyne$ as (hall be inade in the Chauncery, an4 
thereupon pay thg ChaupceiJ^f his fees, wages, and rewards 
accuftomed, and deliver the remenant unto the Kyng's Ef- 
chequcr upon his accompts, which he fliall make ycrly therof : 
and to thenteat that noo^c Ignorance ipay be pretendit, what 
fines ben to be made them within the Kypg*s CJiaupcery, the 
fpectaities of th^m hereafter enfueth.

Frefuming that the foregoing references relative to Poyn- 
ing^s aft wiii be perufed, I fhall adjoin what Hiime fays oa 
this fubjcft; 

The King's (Henry VII.) authority appeared equally pre- 
valent and uncontroulable in Ireland ; Sir Edward Poyning 
had been fenc over with fome troops into that coimtry, with 
an intention of quelling the pardzans of the houfe of York, 
and of reducing the natives to fubjeftion t he was not fup- 
ported with forces fufEcient for that important enter prife. 
The Irifli, by flying into their woodaf^ raorafles, aud moun* 
tains, in fome meafure eluded his efforts : but Poyning fum- 
moned a parliament at Dublin, where he was more fuccefs- 
ful. He pafTed that memorable flatute, which ftill bears 
his name, and which eftabliihes the authority of the Englifh 
government in Ireland. By this ftatute all the former laws 
of England, were made to be of force in Ireland ; and no 
bill can be introduced into the Irifh parliament, unlefs it pre - 
vioufly receives the fanftion of the council of England. This 
latter law feems calculated for enfuring the dominion of the 
Engliih over Ireland ; but was really granted at the defire of 
the Irifh commons, who propofed, by that means, to fecure 
themfelves from the tyranny of the Lords, particularly of 
fuch Lieutenants as were of Irifli birth f •

X OU defire my thoughts on the affairs of Ireland ; a fub- 
je<l little confidered, and confequently hot underftbod in 
England. The Lords and Commons of Great Britain have 
addr^fli^d his Majefty , to t^ke thfc diftrefled and impoyerifhed 
ftate of this country into cbnfideratioii 5 ha^e called for infbr- 
siavoi^ ^n.d refolyed to purfiie effe<flual methods for prcnnot- 
i^g the coi^mon drehi^th^ wealth and commerce of both 
.kingdoms; and his Majefty has b^en pleafed to exfrefs, in 
Jiis fpeech £roiii the throne, his entire approbation of their 
attention to the prcfent ftate of Ireland. . 

The occafion calls for the afiSftance of every friehd to the 
Britift empire : t^ofe who can give material information are, 
bQundtoconuAunicate.it. The attempt however is i^ill of 
difficulty; it will require more than ordinary caution to write 
with fuch inodf ration as not . to offend the prejudices of one 
country, ,^d wi^ fu^h freedom as not to wound the feelings 
of the pthcr. 

TChe prcfeivt ftate of Irelamd teems Ivith every circumftsuice 
iof aational poverty. Whatever the land produces is greatly 
xeduced in its value : wool is fallen one half in it^ tifual price.^ 
wheat one third ; black cattle of all kinds in the fsime pro- 
.portion, and hides in a much greater : buyers are not had 
without difficulty at thofe low rates, and from the principal 
iairis men conu^only return With the conmiodities they 
brought jhere : rents are every where reduced, in many 
places it is impoffible to collect them : the farmers are alt 
diftreffed, and maiiy of them have failed : when leafes ex* 
.piire,) tenan,ts are ^not eafily found : the landlord is oiffia pb-

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value. The merchant juftly complains that all bufinefs is at 
a' (lanil, that ht cannot difcount his bills, and that neith^ 
money nor paper tiriula'tes. In this and the laft year, above 
twentj thoiifand nianufa^lurers, in this metropolis were re- 
duced to beggary for want o£ employment 5 they were for a 
confiderable length of tim^ fupported by alms j apart of the 
contribution came from England, arid this kffiftancc was 
much wanting from the general diftrefs of all ranks of people 
m this country. Public and private credit are annihilated : 
parliament, that always raifes money in Ireland on eafy terms^ 
when there is any to be borrowed in the country, in 177^ 
gave 7ih per cetit. rn annuities, which in 1773 and 1775 
were earnellly fought after at 61. then thought to be a very 
high rate. The expericei of a country, nearly bankrupt, > 
muft be inconfiderable ; almod every branch of the revenue 
has fallen ; and tlie receipts in the treaftiry for the two ye^rs> 
ending lady-day, 1779, were lefs thaii thofe for the two years^ 
ending lady-daiy, 1777, deducting the furils received on ac- 
count of loans in each period, in a fum of 3 54,9001. 1 8s. 9|d: 
there was due on the 25th of March laft, ofl the eftablift- 
ments, and for extraordinary expences, ah arrear amounting 
to 373,7061. 13s. 6jd. : a fum of 6oo,6#6l,/ivill pi'obably b^ 
now >vanting, to fupply the deficiencies on the eftablifhments 
and extraordinary charges of government: and an annual 
fum of between 50 arid 6d,oooT. yearly, to pay intereft arid 
^^nnuities: in the laft fellion 466,0661. was' borrowed ; if the 
fiim wariting could no^ be raiftd, the debt would be increafed 
ma fum of above i,6bo,oodl. in Fcfs than three years, and 
if ih€ expences arid the f'evenueS fhbuld coritinue th^ fariie it's

i: rrh^s kingdom has been long declining- The annual defici- 
ency of. its revenues,- for the payment of public expenpeis, 
kas been, for many years, fupplied by bprrowing. Thp Ame* 
rican rebellion, which. coiMIderably diminifhed the demand fojr 
our linens; an embargo on provifionf continued for three 
years *, and highly injurious to our vii^tualing trade; thein- 
creafing drain of remittances to England for rents, falaries, 
profits of offices, peiifions and interefl:, and for the payment - 
of forces abroad^ have- made th^ decU^e more rapid, but 
have not occafioned it. 

If we determine to inveftigate the truth, we mull afCgn a 
more radical caufe : when the human or politicd body is un- 
found or infirm, \t is in vain to inquire what accidental cir- 
cumf^apces appear to have occafioned thofe Qialadies which 
arife from the cdnflitution itfelf-

The money brought In fot the army at the revolution, gave 
life to all bufmefi, and much.fooner than could have beeaex- 
peded retrieved the a£fairs of Ireland. Thisjmoney fumiihedca- 
pitals f6r carrying on the nlanufaAures of this kingdom.. Our 
exports increafed in 9^6, 97 and ^8, and our imports didnot 
rife in proportion, which occafioncd a great balance in our 
favour ; aiid this incrcafe wai- owing principally to the wool- 
len mannfiEi^are. In the laft. of thofe years the ballance in fa- 
vour of Ireland in the accounts of exports and imports was

'In an- addrefsto the qiieenf ^ laid before the dukeof Or*

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The great difti-eft of Ireland, from the year 1699, tothfif 
year 1 703, and the caufeof that diftrefs, cannot be doubted- 
Let it iiow be confidered, whether the fame caiii'e has ope- 
rated fince the year 1 703 . In the year 1 704 * it appears, 
that the commons were not able, from the eircumftanccs of 
the nation at that time, t6 iliake provifion for repairing the 
nece/fary fortifications ; or tot «arms ahd amunition for the 
public fafety ; and the difiiculcies which the kiilgdom then 
laboured under, and the decay of trade, appear by the ad-, 
drefies of the commons f to this queen, and to the duke of 
Ormond, then lord lieUtenaiit, who was well acquainted with 
the date of this country ; by the queen's anfwer"f, andthfc 
addrefs of thanks for it. 

In the year i 767 f , tKd revenue was deficient for payment 
of the army, arid defraying the changes of government ; and 
the commons pfbmifed to fupply the deficiency ** as far as 
" the prefent circumftancei df the nation will allow." 

In 1709, it appears** by the unanimous addreft of thfc 
commons to the lord lieutenant, that the kingdom was in an 
impovcriflied and cxhauftcd ftate : in 1 7 1 1 tt,in their addrefs 
to the \&rd lieutei^ant, at the clofc of the feffion, they requeft,, 
that he fhould prefent to her majcfty, that they had given all 
the fiipplies which her majefty defired, and ^hich they, in 
tlidir prefent Condition, werfe able to grant }:$:: and yet thefe 
fuppli^s aihounted, for two years, to a fum not exceeding, 
167,0^3].' 8f. 5d $$; though powder magazines, the councif 
chamber, the treaiury office^ and other offices were then to 
bebu^t. 

This iaft period, from thfc ycstr 1699 to the death of queeii 
Ann&9 is marked with the ftrOngeft cbrcumftances of national 
<£i£refs and defpondency. 

That the w6oi]en manufaftures were the gteat fource of 
mdnftry in Irehmd, appears from the Irifh ftatute of the 7th. 
and i8tk 6f Ghariei ll ch. 15***; from the rcfolutions of 
thecomhtDfis in i695f f f , for regulating thofe manufa(ftures; 
the rdblntrons of the c6mmittec of fupply in that feffion $:tJ j

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and from the preamble to the Englifh ftatuteof the lothand 
nth of William III. ch. lo, in which it is recited, that 
great quantities of thofc manufactures were made, and were 
daily increafmg in Ireland, and tvere exported from thence to 
foreign markets. 

Of the exportation of all thofe manufa(5lures the Irifh 
were at once totally deprived : the linen manufacture, pro- 
pofed as a fubftitute, muft have required the attention of 
many years before it could be thoroughly eftablifhed. What 
muft have been the confequences to Ireland in the mean time, 
the journals of the commons in queen Anne's reign have in- 
formed us. Compare this period with the three former, and 
you will prove this melancholy truth ; that a country will 
iboner recover from the miferies and devaftation occafioned 
by war, invafion, rebellion, maffacre, than from laws re- 
ftraining the cotnmerce, difcouraging the manufadhires, fet- 
tering the induftry, and above all, breaking the fpirits of the 
people. 



TttlRB lETTER. 

X O an inquirer after truth> hiftory fmce the year 1699 fur* 
nifties very imperfe<5t, and often partial views of the affairs of 
Great Britain and Ireland. The journals of parliament: 
evince the poverty of Ireland for the firft fourteen years of 
this century. That this poverty continued in the year ifify 
appears by the unanimous addrefs of the houfe of commons to , 
George the firft*. A fmall debt of i6jio6L lis. o^d. f , due 
at Michaelmas 1715, was, by their exertions to ftrengthen the 
hands of government in that jear, increafcd at midfummer 
1 7 1 7, to a fum of 9 1 ,5371. 1 7s. I d. J, which was confidered as 
fuch an augmentation of the national debt, that the lord lieu- 
tenant, the diike of Bolton, thought it neceffary to take notice 
in his fpeech from' the throne, that the debt was confiderably 
augmented, and to declare at the fame time that his majefty had 
ordered redu(5lions in the iaiilitary, and had thought propef to 
leflen the civil lift. 

In 1 72 1 , the fpeech from the throne^, and the addreftes to 
the king and to the. lord lieutenant, ftate, in ^ the ftrongeft

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terms, the great decay of her trade, and the very low and im- 
poveriftied ilate to which Ihe was reduced. 

It is a melancholy proof of the defponding ftate of this king- 
dom, that no law whatever was then propofed for encouraging 
trade or manufactures, unlefs that for amending the laws as to 
butter and tallow cafks deferves to be fo called. The remedy 
j:^ropofed by government, and partly executed, by dire<5bing a 
^ommifiion under the great feal for receiving voluntary fub- 
fcriptions *, in order to eftablifli a bank, was a fcheme to 
circulate paper without money ; and confidering that it came 
fo foon after the fouth fea bubble had burft, it is more fur- 
prifmg that it ihould have been at firft applauded f, than, 
that it was in the fame feflion difliked, cenfured and aban- 
doned :j:. The total inefEcacy of the remedy proved however 
the iilveteracy of the difeafe, and furnillies a farther proof of 
the defparate fituation of Ireland, when nothing could be 
thought, of for its relief, but that paper Ihould circidate without 
money, trade ,or manufadures. 

In the follo^ving feflion of 1727* our manufadurers, and the 
loweft clafles of our people, were greatly diflreflcd ; the duke 
of Grafton^ inhls.fpeech fronxthe throne, particularly recom- 
mends to their confideration the finding out of fome method 
for the better employing of the poor § ; and though the debt 
of the nation ^vas no more thaii 6.6,318!. 8.s. 3-|d. || and 
was lefs than in the laft feffion ; yet the commons thought it 
jiecefFary to prefent an addrefs to the king, to give fuch di* 
re(5i:ions as he, in his great goodnefs (hould think proper, to 
prevent the increafe of the debt of the nation. This addrefs 
was preiented * * by the houfe, with its fpeaker, and paSSed 
nem. con. and was occafioned by the diftreffed ftate of the 
country, and by their apprehenfions that it might be fiirther 
exhanfted by the proje^ of Woods's half-penfe. 

But notwitJili^Qding the fuccefs^ of the linen maiiufadure, 
Ireland >yas in a moft miferable condition. The great fc^rcity 
of corn had been fo univerfal in thi§ kingdom in the years 
1728 and 1729, as to expofe thoufands of families to the 
utmoft neceffities, and even to the danger of famine ; many 
^rtificerjs and hpufe-keepers having been obliged to beg for 
bread in the ftreets of Dublin. It appeared before the houfe 
of commons, that the import of corn for one year and fix 
months, ending the 29th day of September, 17^9, ^moim^ed

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in "value to the him of 274,oooL an amazing fum compared 
with the circumftances of the kingdom at that time f ai^d the 
commons rciblve thai public granaries would greatly contri- 
bute to the increafmg of tillage, and providing againft fuch 
wants as have frequently befallen the people of this kingdom, 
3ind hereafter may befal them, unlefs proper precautions (hall 
be taken againil fo great a calamity. 

The great fcarcity which happened in the years 28 and 29, 
and frequently before and fmce, is a decifive proof that the 
^ii^refTes of this kingdom have been occafioned by the dif- 
couragement of manufadlures. 

Ii^ the year 751 there was a great deficiency in the pub- 
lic revenue, and the natiojial debt had coniideraoly increased. 
!The exhaurted kingdom lay under great difficuUies by the 
^ecay of trade, the fcarcity of money, and the univcrfal po- 
▼erty of the country, which the fpcaker reprefents * in very 
aflFeding terms, in offering the money-bills for the royal af. 
icnt, and adds, <^ that the commons hop* from his majefty's 
f ( goo4nefs, and his grace's free and impartiai reprefentation 
.^* of the rtate and condition of this kingdom, that they may 
<* enjoy a (hare of the blefljngs of public tranquillity, by 
f < the increale of their trade, and tlie encouragement of th^ir 
^* manufadlures ** • 

But in the next feflion, of ^ 733, they are told in the fpeech 
frqnfi the throne what this fhare was to be. The lord lieu*- 
tenant informs them, that the peace cannot fail of contribut- 
ing to their welfare, by enabling them t& improve thofe 
branches of trade and manufadures f which are properly 
their own, meaning the trade and manufacture of linen. 
Whether this idea of property has been preftrved inyiolatc, 
will hereafter appear. 

, The years 40 and 41 w^e fea&ns of great fcarcity, and in 
confequencc of the w^t of wholefouie provifions, great num- 
bpr$. of pur peapAe perifhed miferably ; and the fpcech from 
^e throve rccommcAds it to hothhoufes, to confide^ of pro- 
pyl" njieafurcs to prevent the like calamity for the future. 
Tbe employn^ent of the poor and the encouragement of tU- 
l^g^r are the remedies propofed by thp lord lieutenant,, and 
{approved of by the commo^is ; but no laws for thofe purpofej 
^^ere introduced.

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For above forty years after making thofe reilridive laws * 
Ireland was always poor, and often in great want, diftrefs 
and mifery f , tho* the linen manufafture liadmade great pro- 
grefs during that time. In the war before the lail, ftie was 
not able to give any afliftance. The duke of Devonfliire, in 
the year 1747, takes notice from the throne, that during a 
war for the prote<^ion of the trade of all his majefty's domi- 
nions, there had been no increafe of the charge of the eftab- 
lifhnient ; and in the year 1 745 the country was fo lijttl? able 
to bear expence, that lord Chefterfield difcouraged and pre-t 
vented any augmentation of the army, tho' much defired by 
many gentlemen' of the houfe of commons, from a fenfe of 
the great danger that, then impended. An influx of money 
-after the peace, and the further fuccefs of the linen trade, en- 
creafed our wealth, and enabled us to reduce by degrees, 
*and afterwards to difcharge the national debt. This was not 
eflFedled until the firft of March 1754.. This debt was oc- 
cafioned principally by the expences incurred by the rebellion 
Jn Great Britain in the year 1715 f an unlimited vote of cre- 
dit was then given J. From the lownefs of the revenue, and 
the want of refources, not from any further exertions on the 
part of the kingdom in point of exp«nce, the debt of i6,ia61. 
us. o^d. due in 171 51 was eucreafed at Lady Day,^ '733» 
to 37i,3'2l. I2S- 2Jd. ^ 

After the payment, of this debt, the >yealth and ability of 
Ireland were greatly over-ratedi bpih here and in Gre4t Bri- 
tain. ' ' " . : . .. 

A large redundency pf TnojR^y i|i the treaftry, gave a de- 
Jufive appearance of national wealth* At liady Day*- i7f 5» 
the fum in credid to the nation was 47 1 »404l-. 5s. 6id j^ and the 
i^oi^ey rcRiaini^g in the treafury of the ordinary unappro- 
priated rev^nu? oi^ the ^9tb d/ay of September^ 1755, 
457,9591.

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individual, may live beyond its means, and fpend on credit 
which may far exceed its income. This was the fadl as to 
Ireland in the year 1754, for fonie years before and for 
many years after ; it appeared in an enquiry before the houfe 
of commons in the fcltion of 1755, that many perfons had 
circulated paper to a very great amount, far exceeding, not 
only their own capitals*, but that juft proportion which the 
quantity of paper ought to bear to the national fpecie. Thk 
gave credit to many individuals, who without property be- 
came merchant importers, and at the fame time increafed 
the receipts of the treafyry and leflened the wealth of the 
kingdom. At the very time that fo great a balance was in 
the treafury, public credit was in a very low way, and thp 
Loufe of commons was employed in preparing a law to reftorp 
it. In 54 and ^^ three principal banks f had failed, and the 
iegiflature took up much time in enquiring into their affair^, 
jmd in framing laws for the relief of their creditor*. 

LETTER IV. 



X HE revenue, for the reafbns already given, decreafed in 
1755, fell lower in 175^^, and ftill lower in 57. In the 
lad year the vaunted profperity of Ireland was changed into 
mifery and diftrefs ; the lower clafFes of our people want(5d 
food:f ; the money arifmg from the extravagance of the rich 
was freely applied to alleviate the fuffering^ of the poor. 
One of the firft fteps of the late duke of Bedford's adihini- 
fbrttion, and which reftefts honour on his memory, was ob- 
taining .a king's letter, dated 31ft March,. 1757, for 20,000!. 
to-be laid out as his grace Ihould think the moft likely to af- 
ford the moft fpeedy and effedlual relief to his majefty's poor 
fufc^edb of this kingdom.

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been frequently, and were too fenfibly and fatally experienced 
in the courfe of the laft year ; thank his grace for his early 
and charitable attention to the neceffitics of the poor of this 
country in their late diilrefTes, and make ufe of thofe remark- 
able expreffions, " that they will mod chearftilly embrace* 
every pra^icable method to promote tillage f/ ihey knew 
that the encouragement of manufa<5lurcs were the eSedual 
means, and that thefe means were not in their power. 

The ability of the nation was eftimated by the money m 
the treafury, and the penfions on the civil cftablifliment, cx- 
clufive of French, which at Lady-day, i755» were 38,003!.

A lord lieutenant of too much virtue and 
magnanimity to fpeak what he did not think, takes notice 
from the throne, ^* of the profperous ftate of this country, 
" improving daily in its manufaiftu res and commerce J." KGs 
grace had done much to bring it to that ftate, by obtaining 
for us fome of the beft laws ♦ * in our books of ftatutes. But 
this part of the fpeech was not taken notice of, either in the 
addrefs to his majefty, or to his grace, from a houfe of com- 
mons well-difpofed to give every mark of duty and rcipe^^ 
and to pay every compliment confifting with truth. The 
event proved the wifdom of their referve.

The attempt in the 
feflion of 1 773 i, to equalize the annual income and expences 
failed, and borrowing on tontine in the feffions of 1773, 
1775 and 1777, added greatly to the annual expence, and 
to the.fums of money remitted out of the kingdom. The 
debt now bearing intereft amounts to the fum of 1,017,600!. 
befides a fum or 740,006!. raifed on annuities, which amount 
to 48,900!. yearly, with fome incidental expences. The 
great increafe of thofe national burdens, likely to take place 
in- the approaching feffion, has been already mentioned. 

The debt of Ireland has arifen from the following caufes : 
the expences of the late war, the heavy peace eftabliftiment 
in the year 1763, the inereafe of that eftablifhment in the 
year 1769, the mms paid from 1759 to forces out of the 
kingdom, the great increafe of penfions and other addi!^ional 
charges on the civil eftablilhment, which however confide^ 
rable, bears bat a finalll propiortion to the increafed military 
expences, the falling of the revenue, and the fums paid for 
bounties and public works ; thefe are mentioned lail, becaufs 
it is apprehended that they have not operated to increafe 
this debt in fo great a degree as fome perfons have imagined; 
for though th^ amount is large, yet no part of the money 
was fent out of the kingdbm, and ieveral of the grants were 
for ufeful pcirpofes, fome of which made returns to the piub* 
lie and to the treafury exceeding the amount of thofe 
grants. 

When thofe fads are confidered, no doufct can be'eiitcr- 
tained but that the fuppofed wealth of Irejand has led to real 
poverty ; and wiien it Is' khowri» that from the year 175: to 
Chriftmas 1778, the fum$ rc&nitted bjr Ireland to pay troops 
&rviiigabro4d, amonnted to the fum 6£ i,'46i,9ijL 195.45. 
it will be equally clear from whence this poverty has princi* 
pally' arifen.

It IS now acknowledged that the French undcrfel the En-

more than half a million yearly to England. In the iafiten 
years the quantity exported has been iki greatly reduced, that 
in one of thcfc years % it amounted only to 1007ft. * i^b. and 
in the laft year did not exceed j 665ft. i2lb*{. 'Hie price of 
wool, under an abfolute prohibition, is 50I. or 60I. per cenL 
under the market price of Europe^ which wili always defeat 
the prohibit! on J. 

The im^aaacability o{ preventing the pernicious pradicc 
of running wool- is now well underftood. Of the thirty-two 
counties in Ireland, nineteen are maritime, and the reft are 
waftiedby a number of fine rivers that. empty themfelve* into 
the fea. Can fuch an extent; of oce;an, fuch a range of coafts* 
fuch a mukitude of harbours, bays and creeks be cjfoflually 
guarded ? 

The prohibition of the export of live cattle forced the Iriikmto

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"wooUen or bay yarn exported from Ireland, excepting worftei 
y^rn of two or more threads, which has certainly given a 
confiderable check to the running of wool, and has fhewn 
that the policy of opening is far more efficacious than that of 
reftraining. The world is become a great conimercial fociety,- 
exclude trade from one channel, and it feldom fails to find 
another. 

Tcy fhew the abfoIut6 rieceffity of Great Britain's opening 
to Ireland fome new means of acquiring, let the annual ba- 
lance of exports and imports, returned from the entries in the 
diflFci*ent cuftom-houfes, in favour of Ireland, on all her 
trade wkh the whole world, in every year from 1768 to 
1778, be- conipated with the remittances made from Ireland 
to England in each of thofe years, it will evidently appear 
that thofe remittances coirid not be made out of that balance.

The 
fums remitted from Ireland to Great- Britain for rents, in- 
terefts of money,* penfions, falaries^ aitid profits of offices, 
amounted, at the loweft^ computation/ from- 1 768 to 1 773, to 
1 00, cool, yearly*; and from 1773, when the tontines were . 
introduced, from which period large fiims tvere borrowed 
from England, thofe remittances Were conflderably increafed, 
and are now not lefs than between^ i z and jjjOOol. yearly. 
Ireland then pays to Great-Britain dotibfe- the fum that fhe • 
colle<fts from the whole worfd* ift all the trade which Great 
Britain allows her. It will be- difficult to find a fimilar ' 
inftance in the hiftory of mankind. 

. What was the information given by the trading towns in 
1=697 and 1698, on the fubjeft of the woollen manufa(fture of 
Ireland? feveral of their f petitions ftate that the woollen ma- 
nufadture wsisfet up in Ireland, as if it had been lately intro-

duce<6 
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duced there ; and one of them goes fo f;ir as to rcprefent the . 
time and manner of introducing ic. " Many of the poor of 
** that kingdom (fays this extraordinary petition) during the 
«« Jate rebellion there, fled into the Weft of England, where 
«* they were put to work in the wooHen manufadture to learn 
** that trade^ and fince the reduction of Ireland, endeavours 
•* were ufed to fet up thofc manufadlurers there." 

Would any man fuppofe that this could relate to a manu- 
fafturfe, in which this kingdom excelled before this time of 
Edward the 3d, -^hich had been the llibjc^ of fo many law^s 
in both kingdoms, and which was always cukivated here, and 
before this rebellion with more fuccefs than after it ? the trad<- 
ing towns gave accounts totally inconfiftenx 6{ the ftate of this 
maaufa^ure at that time in England : from Exetef it is re- 
prefented as greatly decayed and difcouraged * in thofe parts, 
and dimrniihed in England. But a petition from Leeds re- 
prefents this manufadure a* having very much increafed f ^ 
fince the revolution in aU its feveral branches, 10 the ■;^eneral 
intereft of England ; and yet, in two days after the clothiers 
from three towns in Gloucefterfhire affcrt, that the trade 
has decayed, and thai the poor are aim oft ftarved J. The 
commiffioners of trade differ in opinion from them, and by 
their report, it appears that the \Voolkn mamifa^ure was theii 
very' much incseafed and improved § . The traders have fome- 
time^ miilaken theif own interefts on thofe fubje^ ; in 1 698, 
a petition* for prohibiting the importation from Ireland of all 
"worfted' and woollen yarn, represents that the poor of England 
are ready to perifli by this importation If ; and in' 1739, feve- 
ral petitions were preferred againft taking off the duties ** 
from woirftcd arid bay yam exported from Ireland to England. 
But this has been done in' the manner before-mentioned, and 
is now acknowledged to be highly ufeful to England. Trad- 
ing people- have ever aimed at exelufive privileges ; of this 
there are two extraordinary inftances ; in the year 1 698, two 
petitions were preferred, from Folkeftone aind Aldborough, 
Hating a fingular grievance that they fuffered from Ireland, 
*< by the Irilh catching herringy at Waterford and Wcxfordf f , 
« and fending them to the Streights, and thereby foreftailing 
** and ruinihg petitioners markets ;" but thefe petitioners liaa 
the hard lot of having motions in their favour rejected.

It is hoped, many of the excellent obfervations contained 
?n the remainder of thefe letters, will not appear improperly 
apj>licd to the fupport of a few remarks fuggefted from a re- 
view of the foregoing pages. 

In the mean time I ihall lay the following letter before my 
readers, as no unpleafmg pi^ure to an Irifhman of the confe- 
quence of his country. 

LETTER II.ofthcjuftlycacemcdOWENROE O'NIAL 
To the Men of Ireland. 

C 

^ UM qusfque faher foriuna ejly is one of thofe truths which 
the experience of ages has handed down as a proverb. 

What is true of every individual muft be fo of nations'—* 
«• Their fortune muft depend upon themfelmeiJ'^ , 

It is a truth well worthy the deep confideration of Irelland 
—I have, in my former letter, endeavoured lo convsQce her 
by reafoAtng, and an appeal to hiftoricai fa£l$^ of what fkt 
ffal^Uld long ere this have learned from experience i that what- 
ever juftice or geilerofityexifts among individuals, it is vain 
to look for it m the mutual intercourfc of nations* Their 
principle is policy. 

It is time for Ireland to take thought for faerfelf. 

That Ireland hath been, and is, fubordi&a^ to, and de*- 
pendent on the Imperial crown of Great Britain, and that 
the King's Majefty, -oHth the confent of the Lords and Com^ 
mons of Great Britain in^ Parliament, hath power to make 
laws to bind the people' of Ireitod *, k a truth too melan- 
choly to admit coiitradiaioii: That k of right •« ought'* to 
be fo, was referved for themodefty and goOd fist&of an £ng- 
lifh parliament to affert, atsd ^ouhi' therefore be a ifkiuUr in 
rrifhtaen to d^ny. 

That no nation can by conqueft, or by any other ineanf-, 
acquire a right of perpfctxtal dominion bvcr another ; that no 
confent or ccittra<5l, howt^Ver exprefs ©r iokxatLt ean bind jpof- 
terity to their injury ; th^at no p*-efcription or length of time 
can fandify oppreffion ; that little xleference is dtie to nafties 
impofed by the ©pf)reffbrs upon the afb of a^bming rights un- 
alienable in their nature, and only overborne by tofce> or 
overlooked by folly j thefe are proportions which I fhaU not 
attempt to enlarge upon. Time, with moft ihinds, gives a 
facrednefs to error : enquiry thea- team's the liame of 4niJ»ety : 
but the idols of one age are trampled under foot in another^ 
amd the prejudices which once required a Loclce to )rtinove» 
s(re in thefe days but themes to the fchools.

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I fhall not then war with the dead ; nor fliall I offend the 
delicacy of an Englifh Judge, hj doubting the propriety, or 
difputing the omnipotence of an Englilh a6l of parliament. 
That would be " to oppofe my private Iri(h judgment to 
public Englifh authority *.* And, in fo plain a cafe, the op- 
pofitian " muft be virulent and fadious f .* Authority muft 
be ever in the right 1 The demand of Magna Charta was but 
;si (uccefsful rebellion ; the reformation was an impious de- 
fetflion from the church ; and the author of Chriflianity was 
an heretic and a traitor I Ireland then, by right, ought to 
be, nay more, for ever muft be, fubordinate to the fovereiga 
Jegiflative parliament of Great Britain. I acknowledge it ! 
ray ^eafon is a ftrong one ; fhe thinks fo herfelf ; and who 
dare deny the competency of her judgment ? She thinks herr 
felf formed by pature an humble attendant upon England* 
She .crouches under what fhe calls neceflity. Her loyalty 
^ares act form a wilji for the prefervation of her crown in the 
houfe of Hanoyer, united with the feparate independency of 
her own legifl^tiire : becaufe fhe looks upon that wifh as hope- 
lefs. The very thought to her feems madnefs ! the attempt^ 
ihe apprehends, would be ruin! 

I owe a deference to the general opinion, and fhaJl fiibmit 
to it ; yet, as all found judgment on this queftion can only 
be built upon experience, it feems not unreafouable to enquire, 
were it but as matter of fpeculation, into the fate of other 
countries, which having bee^ nearly in the fame fltuatioxi 
with Ireland, endeavoured to mend their condition. One 
advantage will certainly rcfult from the enquiry, which can- 
not fail of proving acceptable to a people, who have hitherto 
appeared more delighted with their fears, than with any other 
feelings of the human heart. It will lead i^s, by the confide- 
ration of our fuperior refources, to eflimJite infallibly the 
quantum of national punifhment^ likely to be fuperadded to 
our prefent;biu:dens, by our mailers, the p^trliament of Great 
Britain, for the efforts of this day, when their leifure and fe- 
curity fhall permit them to turn their thoughts to ys. In pro- 
portion to our fuperior power of rejifting, will the means be 
of preventing, in future, the poffibility of the operation of 
fuch a refiftance. 

A late refpe(5lable writer (Guatimoziji) has already enu- 
merated xhe natural advantages of Ireland. It appears that

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flie pofTefT^s within herfelf, or immediately within her reach, 
almoft every advantage that nature or fituation can give, or 
that is neceflary to make a nation rich, great, and happy. 

A climate of the fineft temperature ; a foil of moft extraor- 
dinary fertility ; mines that encouragement might convert 
into fources of national induftry and national fuperiority; 
feas that teem with fifli ; harbours numerous, fafe, commo- 
dious, and well lituated for commerce j and, to cpncludi?, a 
people with capacity for every thing, and who wknt but leave 
to acquire habits of induftry, as perfevering as fpirited. 

Thefe arc the natural advantages of Ireland. How few 
nations can boaftfo many and fo great ? Compare her rank 
and confequence in the world, with what thefe advantages 
inight entitle her to. Enquire then, whence arifes the differ- 
,cnce, and thank England, if you can, fpr the gcperofity of 
her protedlion ! ' 

Are either the United Provinces, or Switzerland, to be 
compared to Ireland in natural advantages ? I cannot think 
they are. The former is but one- third, the latter only one- 
half her (ize. Ireland is an ifland, and fuch an one as I have 
defcribed ; rich in climate, foil, mines, and harbours. Swit- 
zerland is in the heart of the Continent, and is poor in all 
thefe, — the latter Ihc cannot poffefs at all. The Duch States 
are joined to the Continent ; their fhore is dangerous from 
its flats ; does not afford them a fingl? good b^bour ; and 
the froft binds lip their commerce during a cpntidcrable part 
of the winter. I need not mention the filh whicli the lakes of 
Switzerland afford. The fifheries of Holland lie upon our 
coaft. They enjoy more from their unchecked ipiduftry, than 
we from nature and the prote(5lion of England. The Dutcli 
have no mines. The Swils don't work theirs, except for their 
ncceffary inftruments of war and agriculture. Neither Hol- 
land nor Switzerland produces corn for half their inhabitants. 
In the latter half the harveft produced l)y a ftubbom foil is 
often dcftroyed by ftorms, and but part of the remainder i% 
allowed by the climate to ripen. 

The Swifs may be faiil to have neither comnierce nor navi- 
gation, fince the latter they have only on their lakes, the forr 
mer is concerned wholly in neceffaries. 

' Of the timber of the Swifs I need not fpeak. They can 
have no navy, nor do they require one. As to Holland, the 
fpongy produce of marihes is ufelefs in trade or navigation. 
Her navy muft be purchafed by induftry. Ireland may be as 
induftrious as Holland, but (he requires it lefs. She may 
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xaffe a navy at home, if flie cannot with more advantage 
bring marerials from abroad. The climate of Switzerland 
may make an hardy race of foidiers or hufbandmen, but to a 
nation that would aim at more than a penurious exiftence, it 
cannot be a fubjecfl of envy. The climate of Holland, marfhy 
• in its foil, and interfedled by fo many ftagnated canals, is not 
wholefome. Some of their towns ^re formed on the foil left 
fyy the ftagnation of rivers. In others the folid foundations 
of the earth feemed to have forfaken them, and they laid new 
ones. The fea threatens to overwhelm them. They oppofe 
it with mounds, which require a continual repair, and dream 
not of danger, though the failure of a bank would give them 
a fccond deluge. 

Labour and induftry are in Holland neceflary. They can- 
not otherwife ^xift* This, it is true, will keep them laborious 
and induftrious. But what they are from neceffity, other na- 
tions may be from nobler motives ; and Ireland fets out from 
a point which, in Holland, it required the labour aind induftry 
of years to gain. 

Holland muft be ^ drudge, as flie fubfift? on the wants of 
other nations, and tbefe, we know, are moflly artificial. She 
is their fa(5lor and carrier. She may fuffer from their caprice. 
She muft languilh in their ill-l^umour. Their induftry, or 
even frugality, would ftarve her. Ireland i? more indepen- 
• dent. She can fubfift by her internal refonrces, though the 
world fhould refufe her cither commerce or employment. She 
is rich in herfelf. Nature, that made her an ifland, and gave 
her fertility, qualified her equally for abfolute independence^ 
and unlimited intercourfe with other nations. She can fubfift 
without other nsttiox^s^ She can trade with them to mutual 
advantage. 

Such are the natural advai^tagcs pf Holland and Switzer- 
land, and fuch are they compared with Ireland. Ameripa I 
fhall briefly confider hereafter. Each of the former is fur- 
rounded by powerful empires. Each of them was once op- 
prefled by all the rigours of flavery. Each of them bur ft 
her fhacldes, and baifled the moft inveterate attacks of ene- 
mies, whofe power feemed to approach them with the irrefifta- . 
bility of fate. 

Holland, inferior to Ireland in every natural advantage, 
and equal to but a third of her in fize, threw off" the yoke of 
the moft powerful monareh then in Europe. The firmnefs 
and courage which fhe difplayed, will appear incredible to 
thofe who are unacquainted with the power of enthufiafm. 
' • The 
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The feven provinces we are fpcaking of furmounted every 
difficulty — ihey thought they couid defend thenifelves. The 
ten other provinces, fays Voltaire, would have a foreign 
Prince to prote«5l them, and are in flavery to this day. 

One Prince [Henry the IVth of France] to whom they ap- 
plied for afiiftance, was himfelf engaged in civil wars, and 
yet tottered on his throne. The extreme caution of another, 
[Queen Elizabeth] in foreign enterprize, correfponded but ill 
wim her magnanimity and refolution in domellic affairs; 
and from the reprimands Ihe was daily giving to the Houfe 
of Commons, for prefumingto judge of the duty they were 
called to, ihe feemed little likely to tempt the wrath of a 
powerful tyrant or turn abettor of rebellion^ The fuccours 
received by the States were accordingly for a long time feeble 
and clandeftine. To obtain open affiftance from Elizabeth 
required a longer ftruggic : and even the offer of their fo- 
vereignty. But before any affiftance had been received by the 
States, they had gotten poffeffion of what Doftor Johnfoa 
calls •'the choice of evil:" Iheir darling objedt liberty. 
The very women had formed regiments for the defence of 
their cities ; and, rather than again fall under the hated ty?. 
ranny of Spain, the dykes and fluices had been opened, and 
the very Peafants, fays Hume, had been active in ruining their 
own fields by an inundation ; they preferred the mercy of the 
waters to that of tyrants. 

Thefe fame people have fince withftood the moft formlda^ 
ble attacks of a Monarch, who thought his power equal to 
univerfal empire. They have fupported themfelves with more 
than equal honour againft the combined fleets of France and 
England. They have fwept the channel of England, and 
their infults in the Thames have carried confternatjon to the 
capital. . : .. ' 

In little more than half a century from the time, ai >vhich| 
unprepared as they muft have been, they firft ventured to take 
up> arms againft Spain in defence of their liberty, they beat 
one of her formidable Armadas^. They obliged it to take 
ihelter in the Downs under the Englifl^ flag. They retire 
for a reinforcement ; — they refolve— 7that the fleet of England 
ihall no longer protect their enemy ; they return to th^ charge ; 
and the Spanilh navy, in its flight, received from thto a bk>w 
which at this day, after near a century and an half, it has

not fulJy recovered. A few years more, aiUfted hj a few 
Wore -defeats, foftened the obftinacy of Spakv^ She acknow- 
kd^ed the independence of the States *, and in twenty years 
lifter they protedlcd her provinces againft France f • 

The Svnfs, now that they are fcccy are more fecure from 
attacks, than when they were dependent. They are defended 
by their mountains and the barrennefs of their conntry j by 
their povferty, by their valour, and by th* mutual jealoufies 
of the neighbouring empires. A partition is not eafily agreed 
upon, and none will confent to their becoming an acceffion to 
the power of another, if fuch an acceffion were pradticabk« 
But ft mufl: be confefled that of all the advantages I have men- 
tioned, their valour atone, at the time they threw off the . 
yoke, feemed moft in their favour. The enemy had poffeffion 
of their country. The balance of power was then lefs under- 
ftood, or lefs attended to, and their poverty and commercial 
infignificance muft have been fee We inducements to the pni- 
teftion of their neighl^ours. Accordingly they had to work 
out their own liberty, and above three centuries clapfed be- 
fore the Houfe of Auftria acknowledged their independence J, 

I believe there are fete will deny that America has already 
cftablilhed her independetice. She would not come over and 
• proftrate faerfelf at the feet of England ; fo England, with 
the magnanimity of a conqueror, appointed ambafladops to 
her by aift of Parltatnent. Upon England's condefcending 
<* to treat with armed rebels," they refbfed to treat with £tig« 
land. They had procWed friends, and they preferred them 
to maimers. For the fitifation of America in the beginning 6£ 
the conteft,hear her own utle^aggeratcd defcription ; ** With- 
out -arms, amrnunition, difciplflie, rerentiey government, or 
ally, almoft totally ftrtpt of comTneree, and in the weakncfs 
of youth, as it were, " with a ftaff and ti fling oitly,'* (be 
darttl, " in the ttsune of the Lord of Hofts," t« engage^a 
gigantic adverfary, prepared at all p^ts, boiaftirtg of his 
ftrength, antl of ^horti even mighty warriors were greatly 
afraid.'* 

When to this enumeration of difficulties, which, wic is 
tempted to think, required little addition, we fubjoin the fol-

lowing; that thefe Colonies were not more difunited by dip 
tance of place, than by difference of opinion, manners, fpirit, 
religion and government ; that they were fo difanited in ail 
thele» that it feemed the dream of a dotard to think of con- 
neifling them in one intcreft, or* of bringing them to co-ope- 
rate, if they could be convinced that their intered was the 
fame ; that they were expofed to the navy and arms of Eng- 
land on their fea-eoads, to the incurfions of Indians (perhaps* 
too juftly enraged) on their rear; and, in fome provinces, 
to the more dangerous infurre<Flions of their domefiic flaves, 
whofe difpofitions to revenge ma ft have been expeded to burft 
on their more inimediate oppreflbrs ; when all thefe particu- 
lars, I fay, are confidcrcd, befides thofe which America her- 
felf has enumerated, I think fcarce any nation on the earth 
(hould abfolutely defpair. 

Let us confider the prefent fituation of Ireland. I need 
(carce fay, that there is not a maritime power in Europe to 
which her' ^lliainbe would not, in itfelf, bean objeA of emu- 
lation, yjlxat theii would it appear to the enemies of Eng- 
land? If Ireland' fliouid afk their protedion, would they 
require to be founded at a diftapce, or to be affai led by pre- 
paratory arguments and kadin^ proportions? Would they 
think it prudent to aft as they did by America, to iland by, 
cool fpeftator& of our ftruggle, till they yadgtd how far we 
fiiould be able to perfevcre or be likely to fucceed? or, if they 
. determined to- afSft Xrelaa^l,' would they be obliged to have 
recourfc to art in order to deceive a credulous mmifter, and 
to mafk their intentions until they could' declare them with 
fafety? No, my countrymen: diftant .propofitions, prepara- 
tory arguments, negotiation, art,* — all thefe are to us unne- 
eeflary ! Conviftion has long been confirmed. Their refolu- 
tion is already taken. . Their arms are already in their hands. 
They have crofled the Atlantic for their own intereft and for 
the humiliation of England. Will a few leagues terrify them 
when their fchcme is fo near arriving at almoil unhoped-for 
perfeftion ? They were then at peace, yet, they engaged in 
war. They are now at war, will they not carry it on ? The 
fole queftion with them at prefent muft be this : wiU they 
chufe to vifit us as enemies, or as friends t! For vifit us they 
probably will. Will they attempt a conqueft to which t3iey 
are probably unequal ; or will they chufe the eafier road, and 
offer an alliance, which will have every real advantage to be 
expedled from dominion, without the danger of an unfuccjcfs- 
fiil attempt, or the inconveniencies and hazards of the moft 

fucecfsf^yL 
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fticcefsful execution? Will tkey not off«r an alliance fuch as 
their good fenfe has been content with from Amcricay and 
which they have thought worthy of fupporting by a war with 
England ? fttch ail alliance asi froin its liberality, it will be 
the intcr^ft of the C3fther European powers, at katt, by a tacit 
acquiefcerice, to fupport ? Aii ialliahce that will not contribute 
more to the v^cafceriing of ah banghty advcrfary, and the dif- 
appointmcnt of an ihfatiable'ttitbnopoiift, than to their own re- 
gal power,- aggrandifement and glory. 

Arid here,- my countrymen, occurs an awful panic ! What 
mducements hath Britifli ptAity fufficrcd tb take root in the 
hearts of Irifhirtfeii, to enable them to refift fiichheceflafy and 
proffered protedtioni NoiiCj my friends 1 Loyahy, the fairell 
flower that can ornamtettt thebofom of a Prince, finds in Ireland 
its happieft foil. Perfona lattachment to the Kmg of Ireland^ 
and his iJltiftrioUS houfe, is the cord which binds us to ouf 
burden, and furniflies to at Britifh people the occaiioh of load«» 
ing us wkhout bdunds or mercy. Had we as little attach- 
ment to the Hd^ of Hano'rer as Scotland j oi' Manchcfter, 
we had long fince in delpatr imploded the proteftion of other 
powers, for fo long as the " Parliament of Great Britain can 
bind us in all cafes ^hatfoeverj" the worft that could happen 
tons w6Md be tb change out* mafters* . TKe word li hot 
mj own. Ft is by an-Englifh Judge and commentator di- 
redly applied to the fituatloh of this kingdom, and its fo- 
bordinatioii to England by right of eonqueit:

All 
that fliould have infpired them with awe, humility, and wif- 
dom,: feems but to have darkened their under (landings and 
hardened their hearts I But let it be our dutyj my country- 
men» to confider the crifis, and profit of it ! Let us adore that 
wondcf -working God, who in the intoxication of our oppref- 
fors has laid the foundation of our relief, and who in the mif- 
carriages of Britiih tyranny beyond the Atlantic, has taught 
Irifhmen the praifticability of their own emancipation from' 
the auth6rity of an ufurping Englilh Parliament. 

But we are nearer to England. I hear my countrymen' 
lament it, and often haye lamented it myfelf ! Yet, (indulge 
me> my countrymen, while I explain my paradox I ) on that 
very proximity does the weal of Ireland depend. 

Weare near to England; but we arc near to affiftance* 
alfo. The Atlantic rolls not between us and England ; but 
neither does it r611 between us and her enemies. Thefe ene-' 
iTiies are on the way. Before the wind changes they are here, 
dur proximity to England is to us, in the prefent pofture of^ 
affairs, what the diltance of America was in the beginning, 
of the conteft, to her. The latter was a barrier againfl Bri- 
tain ; the former is a bridge for her foes. In this refpedt thcn^ 
we are equal to yVmerica. We have however an advantage 
from our proximity, which fiie never can derive from her 
diflance. It is 2l perpetual guarantee againft the oppreflion oF 
stny felf-ci:eated proteAor. It is perpetual, becaufe it depends 
not on the policy of caprice of kings or of nations. It is 
fixed in the natUTA of things* 

America might have- been ruined by the treachery ©f Franccr' 
or fhe may yet fall by Congrefs, as England has done by a 
parliament. 

Let Ireland be fubje^ tp Ker ovrn legiiBatibn only, and one 
might venture to fay fhe is free for ever. Hier (Itviation and 
fize fit her for that moderate degree of flrcngth and power 
vrhich is moft likely 16 be permsthcnt. 

Let thefe things be weighed, and perhaps that man could 
not be acquitted of prefumption,' who would venture to point 
out another fpot upon the globe,* to which Ireland fhould now 
\ni[i to be removed. 

From this proximity of Euglatid, I Would deduce /&> 
irifhtf w^hich 1 wifh to be engf aVeri on the heart of every Irifh- 
man.: England is the only power that can enjlave us further^ 
&t heep us as we are. And this is the important mo- 
ment 
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• 

mcnt when our own firm conditutiond refidflnce vfiK derive 
addttiofial fapport from the dread oif her enemies, towards 
ihaking of the (hackles off an ufurping Engiifh people. 

But, unlefs we entertain for each other a mutual and gene- 
ral confidence, unlefs we lay afide all rancour of prejudice on 
account of didinftions either political or religious, to attempt 
fuch a relief from thofc (hackles would be only to folicitcon- 
fuHon. 

There are, however, many inftances of ftatcs diflFering very 
muck in] religion, and yet united in (lri<ft civil confederacy 
and union. Scarce fix of the Cantons of ^Switzerland arc 
^roteftants, the feven remaining are Roman Catholics ; and, 
■what feems a little extraordinary, the greater number of the 
Roman Catholic Cantons are democratical, t?hat of Che Pro- 
teftant Cantons ariftocratical in their government* In tht 
United Provinces the majoHty qf the people are either Pref- 
byterians or Roman • Catholics, and though Pre(byterianifin 
is the eftablifhed religion, yet , the toleration or connivance 
which all fedls meet witli from the government, has produced 
a general moderation and peace, and, ii^ its natural' conie« 
quences, has added powei*, grandeur, an4 (lability to the 
(late. The ftat6 6f Pennfylvania is equally various in 'its re* 
ligion. The la^s of this prpvincc are more^i^eral than the 
fpirit of any other province. They give no Jprefefence to 
any feft. They tolerate all fe^s» AH fcfts are therefore not 
only peaceable, bitt coiitcnt. Mod ef the other (lates of 
America, fo firm, in their union againft England, are fcareely 
more oppodte than they arfc inveterate in the feverad prejudiceis 
and opinions which they carried with them frofh Europe.. . la 
Ihort, from all the fa^s we cftn colte^ oar uniform conclu- 
flon muft be, ^t -that Nation is-moft likely to be great, 
powerful, and happy, whic'h fiadfr political and civil modera- 
tion ncce(rary to its very being. Where there are no fe^s or 
parties, I inay venture to fay diere cannot be ienfe, ibien^Ct 
iiberty, or coinnterce. Where, from : circumftatoces ibteriiad 
or external, different iedls are nearly bailanced in power. tli)e 
laws muft be moderate, aiid the fpirit of the laws "^iirMl becdi^ 
the fpirit' of the people. The nation will tc in hirttfeiijr 
vathin itfelf, and that moderation and good fenfe whichf'ifiil 
dli(lingut(h it in its internal government and poHcy, mUft chsl- 
ra^erife it in its condu^ towards other nations. * ' 

It is very fenfibly obferv^' by a ^on^ih Catholic Plrkft ♦, 
in a late addrefs to thofe of his oym perfuafion in Ireland,

I ju4ge not of them :by their creeds, 
iconiie0ion$, or articles of belief; God forbid that I fliQuld 
judge by thefe alone of the heaj*ts or under ftandi^gs of any 
people upon earth, who h^ve public creedsf; conf^iHons, or 
articles ! Thefe are not always formed by the. wifeft pr moft 
religious people of a nation* The wifed a^4.l&oft religious 
are geinerally -better emplo^yi^d.

As the author of the foregoin? excellent letter, in enumQ- 
rating the natural advantages of Ireland, ju(l mentions her 
i^ines, it may not be thought imnecefTary to add what Mr. 
O'Halloran fays on this fubjedt : 

Thus Gerard Boate * tells us, " AH the mines which are at 
** this day foWnd out in Irelandy have been difcovered by the 
*** new Englifli, that isj fuch of thtm as came here in, and 
^* fince the days of Queen Elizabeth, and' thefe, he tells us, are 
** Iron, Lead and SiTver. A's to the Irifh themfelves {he 
^^ fays} hein^ one of the mofi barbarous nations of the whole earthy 
*« they have been, at all tiihes^ fo far from i^^kin^ out any, 
*< that even in thefe laft years, and fmce the Engliui have be- 
^* gun to difcover ititati Aswie of them all,- great or fmali, 
*< have applied themi«lv'ds to,- or jFttttkered that bufinefs," In 
the next fedtionr, he thinks mines of Gold are in Ireland ; and 
he mentions a drachm of pure gold being got in a rivulet in 
the county of Tyrone, from which he prdfumes that the ad- 
jacent mountains are replete with this metai. In cap. 1 8, he 
mentions a filver mine^ in? the county of Antrim, fo very rich 
that every 30 pounds o# ore yielded one of pure filver. This 
candid writer was ftattf phyfician to the common- wealth jui- 
tices of Ireland ; and was too well acquainted with the fentw- 
ments of his mafters, to lofe any opportunity of ii^uiting a 
nation, fo remarkably attached to Monarchy. 

Let us now fee, how far do6tor Boate'c^ ccnfure is fup- 
portcd by truth and hiftory. Stanihujpft, who wrote a century 
-earlier, and no very warm Irifhmtmy teHs us, that Ireland 
was then known to be rich in mines of diflPerent metals ; and 
Adrianusthe Dutchman, ftill earlier, thus- celebrates them.

Cambrcnfis himfelf bears teftimony to our mines f ; and 
Donatus, bifhop of Feficoli, who wrote about j 100 years ago,

From thefc foreign evidences, let u« now recur to the accu*- 
f ate pages of the Irifh Hiftory* In the reign of Tighernmasy 
who flourifhed about looo years before Chrift, we ard told 
that the firft gold mine found in Ireland, was difcovered near 
the banks of the Liffy : ind our annalifts have been minute 
Plough to tell us, that Juachadhan of Cualane, in the count;^ 
of Wicklow, was the principal conductor of thefe wotks *, 
whofe knowledge in metals and colours, they have not ne- 
gleAed to mention. In more than a century after we find that 
targets of pure filvcr were fabricated, and diftributed to the 
bra veil of the foldiery 'y and in the rciga of Muincamhuinv 
who founded the order of the Golden Collar (ib called fronr 
each knight wearing a collar of gold hung round his neck 
by a chain of the fame fftetal) helmets were made with the 
neck and fore-pieces of ptire goW. The handles of the fwordy 
of our anticnt knight^ were made of pure gold, and the blades 
of a mixt brafs, numbers of which have been and are daily dis- 
covered in bogs and other recefTes. It appears among the hoi^ 
tages delivered to the Emperors of Ireland by the provinces, as 
well foreign as domellic, that thofe of Orgial were particu- 
larly diftinguifhed froifi the reft^ by having their fhackles of 
pure gold, and the' very word Signifies the Golden Hoftag^ 
Part of the BomtAhe-Lm^hen^ or tax on the kingdom of Lein- 
fter, and regidarly paid into the monarch's treafury, for near 
400 years, was 6000 ounces of pure filver.- Thefe faifts it 
&ould feem are fufficient proofs of the great riches of aniient 
Ireland, and her fuperior knowledge and induftry to the mo« 
dern. But if her own hiftory ynM not be allowed as evidence 
m her favour, without modem collateral proofs, we are 
even abundantly furniflied With thefe* 

Mr. 6 Flaherty f, from Nenius, an a^i^hor of the 9th cen- 
tury,, and from oldmanufcripts, gives an account of the an- 
tiently fuppofed wonders of Ireland, fome of which have 
been found true, others falfe. Amotg others we find the 
following account of mines about Louth- Lene, or Killarnej 
in the county of Kerry.

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We alio, find, that In faid lake, large quantities of pearls liav« 
been found. 

It is not above tliirty yeafs fince a very rich copper mine 
was difcovered on the border of this Jake, and worked with 
very great profit to the proprietors for many years ; but what 
is greatly to ouf purpofc, ia, that on pufhing on their works, 
they found ihafts had been regularly iunk, and implements of 
mining were foutid. Thele twjorks were ignorantly imputed 
to the Danes, who, it appears, had vjery inconfiderable fet- 
tlements here, and who> it aliuft be oonfefTed, feem to hav^ 
been little qualified for ^ch undjertakin^s. As to the lead 
mine it is an nncontroverted fa<ftt that about fifty years ago, 
an EngliOi company wcarked one at CafUe Lyons, on the fide 
of the Lake ; and^ many years after, the fame works were re- 
fumed under the infpcdibn of one Longftaff, from which 
they cxtradkcd large quantities of filvcr. . 1 hough the tin 
mine has not bfeea yet founds nor, I fuppofe, fcarched for, 
yet Smith * confefies to have found near the Jake an ore 
which contained tin ; and as for the iron mines, the preofs 
that they were largely, carried on here are many, and at this 
dayoneiswodcednearMucrofs. A. C« 1094, we read of an 
elegant .|>r£^ii£ of Kerry pearls, from Gilbert Bifiiop of lA* 
merick, to Anfelim Arckbifliop of Canterbury f . At this day 
pearls .are frequently £oiuid in the lake; nor can it be de« 
xried but the,£aefi: amethyfls, emeralds^ and other precious 
flonesy a<nd the . hardeft, are found in this country ; and the 
commbu Kerry. ftone nearly approaches the diamond in Juflre 
aad hardneis. Yet it is not above fifty years fince liich have 
been dtfcovencd.; though we read, that our early princes and 
nobles wore .them in their ears and on their cloaths ; and that 
the Biihop of: Feficdli has mentioned thefe ^mong the other 
produdiions o£ Ireland ! In opening pf many other mihes, 
old Bafts liave been difcovered,. and implements of mining 
ibund, partictdarly in a rich lead one, on the edate of 
Thomas Wefirop, £fq; in this county, and bcHrderiug^Mi 
the Shannon. lu workipg^ the lead mines of l^oocaderry, 
fince callbd Silver Mines, in the coonty of Ttpperary, in the 
begiimiiig .of the Ikft century, ihafts were ieen, and every 
other proof c£ its being worked centuries earlier. The rich 
copper tnines in the county of Wicklow, and thefe latter ones 
in die comtty of Tipperary, are ftill further proofs of the 
great plenty of this metal formerly ; and will explain why

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the fliarp edges of the blades of out antient fwords, &c. ^ttfi 
of a mixt brafs ; and bow the people of Leinfter were ena» 
bled to give fix thonfand copper cauldrons to the Monarch's 
tax-gatherers, every fecond year, being a part of their famousr 
tribute, the caufe of fo much bloodfhed in Ireland. 

When the Spaniards, in Queen Elizabeth's days, landed at 
Smerwic bay, in the county of Kerry, on eredting a fort 
near it, from the many pieces of gold they found here they 
called it Fort dc I'or ; and fomc years ago fomc country peo- 
ple, in trenching potatoes near it, found feveral corfelets of 
pure gold. Mr. Smith * fuppofes this to be part of the trea- 
fures fent from Spain, in thefe days ; but is it probable that 
gold corielets were fent to relieve a diftreiTed people,, who 
only wanted powder and ball, and which they fought for at 
an immenfe expence ? Befides, Sir George Carew, then pre- 
fident of MunRer, and an indifputable authority, tells us f , 
that thefe treafures were in money, fafely landed by Mac 
Eagan, Apoftolic Vicar> and by him diftributed to the Irifli 
chiefs ; nay, he is even minute enough to tell us each per" 
fon's (hare. But numbers of thefe, as well as handles of 
fwords, and gold^f a particular colotir and hardnefs, made 
for the purpofe of lodging the poll-axes of our antient Marc** 
iSloighf or cavalry, have been frequently found. Of thefe 
corfelets alone^ I have feen above twenty, and purchafed one, 
rfie gold of which was fo dudbilei as to roll up,, like paper. 
Thefb likewife prove the reality of our Kta^ha«>Naic, or 
Knights Kf£ the Golden Collar, as well as the fuperior know- 
ledge of our anceflors in the natural hiflbry of their country. 
They fhew the care taken to advance nothing but what .was 
ftridUy true, in our antient hiftory; and at the. fame time, 
point out to the public, the great lofs the learned world, as 
. well as this kingdom^ has fuilamed by the defirudioiti of fo 
many of our antient annals, and the neceflity of attending 
more diligently to what remain. Even our old odes and bal- 
lads, fhould not. be too flightly regarded. The Bifhop of 
London, in his edition of Cambden, p« 141 1| tells us, ** 'fhat 
" The ^ifhop of. Derry being one day at difmer, anlrifh harp- 
" er came in, and fung an old ode to the harp, the fubHance 
«« of Mlich was» that in fuch a place, pointing to the very 
<^ fpot, near Ballyfhannon, a man of gigantic figure lay bu- 
^« ried ; and that over his breaft and back were plates of pure 
** gold) and on his fingers rings of the fame ; the. place was

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*< fo minutely defcribcd, that two of the company were 
«< tempted to examine into it, and did accordingly find two 
** thin pieces of pure gold/' a figure of one of which, Mr. 
Harris gives. The great plenty of gold in antient Ireland 
cannot be contefted. We have feen that part of the fumiiurii 
of Tara was of pure gold, as was moft of the church plate 
through the kingdom : even the* bells for the altars were of 
gold, or of filver inlaid with gold, and ornamented with pre- 
cious ftones, many of which exiftcd in the laft century, as 
the Uarned Colgan witnefles *; and we yet call them Muil* 
Jean-oir. Nay this luxury extended to private life ; thus, 
the 6 Cotvhlg^Sy a family in the county of Cork, are, in a very 
antient poeip, diftinguiihed from their neighbours, the 6 Dif- 
coiPSf and o Flain'Sf by the epithet of 6 Cobhtaiccy na N^ard- 
Ccorn oiry or 6 Cowhig of the lofty gold drinking citp. Should 
any doubt yet remain of the wealth of antient Ireland, the 
Airigid-Sron, or Nofe-moncy, being an ounce of gold paid 
annually by the head of every family, under th« Danifh 
power to thefe tyrants, may, furely, remove it. 

When I firR propofed to in}'fclf the compilation of the fol- 
lowing wprjc, I did not intend the prefent fubje<5t ftiould ex- 
tend beyond ^ general reference to a pamphlet which ought 
to be dear to every Irifhman, I mean, Mr. Molyneaux^s Cafe 
of Ireland, &c. and a copy qf the Irifh Magn*^ Ch^ta, which 
l^ft, even to every difpaflSonate reader, ought to be fufiicient, 
as ratified in the fzpne folemi^ manner, and containing the 
fame facred privileges and inmiunities of the ^glifh one, xo 
which they very juftly hold no law fuperior f . X fliall, how- 
ever, claim the reader's indulgence, and proceed further : . 

All the chartef$ and grafts of liberties from Edward % the 
Confeflbr's time doy^n to the 9th of Henry the HI, were but 
confirmations one of another, and all of them declarations 
and confirmations of the commpn law of England. And bf 
the feveral eflablilhments, which we have formerly mentioned* 
of the laws of England to be of force in Ireland : Firft, ia 
the 13th of Henry II. Secondly, in the 12th of king Joha.

Thirdly, 
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ThiTdly, in the i2th of Henry III. All thofe laws and cuf- 
toms of England^ which by thoie fevcral charters were de- 
clared and confirnQed to be tite laws of England, were efta- 
blifhed to be of force in Ireland. And thus Ireland came 
to be governed by one and the fame common law with Eng- 
land ; and chofe laws continue as part of the municipal and 
fundamental laws of both kingdoms to this day. 

It nov^ remains that ^c enquire, how the ftatute laws and 
a)6ts of parliament made in England, fmce the 9th of Henry 
III. cani<^ to be of force in Ireland ; and whether all or any 
of them^ and whtch, are in force here, and when .and how 
they came to he fo. 

And the firft precedent that occurs in our books, of ads 
-of parliament made in Ireland, particularly mentioning and 
confirming fpecial a<fls of parliament in England, is found in 
a marginal note of Sir Richard Bolton's, formerly lord chief 
baron of the Exchequer in Ireland^ affixed in his edition of 
the Irifh (batiites, to ftat. 10 Hen. 7, cap. 22. to this purport. 
That in 1 3 £d. II. * by parliament in this realm of Ireland 
f the ftatutes of Merton, madp the 20th of Henry II. and 

< the ftatutes of Marlbridge, made the 25th of Henry III. 

* the ftatute of Weftminfter the firft, made the 3d of Edward 

< I. the ftatute of Glouccfter, made the 6th of Edward I. 

* and the ftatute of Weftminfter the fecond, made the i ^th 

* of Edward I. were all confirmed in this kingdom, and all 

* other ftatutes which were of force in England, were rc- 

* fcrred to be examined in the next parliament; and fo many 

* as were then* allowed and publifhcd, toftand likewife for 
f lows in tMs kingdom. And in the ipth of Henry the 

* IV. it was enafted in t3iis kingdom of Ireljind, « That 
*< the ftatutes made in England (hou)d not be of force in 
f« this kingdom, unlcfs they were allowed and publiflied 
<* in this kmgdom by parliament." * And the like ftatute 

< was made again in the 29th of Henry VI. Thefe fta- 

* tutq^ -are not to be fonnd«in the rools, nor any parliament 

* Toll of l3iat time; but he (Sir Richard Bohpn) had fcen the 

* fame erempHfyed under the great fcal, and the exempli- 

* ficadon remaineth in tjic treafury of the city of Waterford.' 
Thus far the note. If we confider the frequent troubles and 
diflraftiimf m Ireland, we flail not wonder that thefe, and 
many other rolls azkl records, hav^ been loft in xkh kingdonr: 
for from the 3d year of Edward the IL which was anno 

; yid. Jib. rubr fcaccar. D«bl. 

1310, 
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130, through the whole reigns of Edward the III. Richard 
II. Henry IV. and Henry V. and fo to the 7th year of 
Henry VI. anno 1428, which is about 118 years, there are 
not any parliament rolls to be found * ; yet certain it is, that 
divers parliaments were held in Ireland in thofe times f . The 
lame may be faid from Henry IPs coming into Ireland, anno 
1 1 72, to the 3d year of Edward II anno 1 3 lO, about^ 1 38 years. 

Perhaps it may be faid, that if there were fuch ftatutes of 
Ireland as the faid adls of tlic loth of Henry IV. and the 29th 
of Henry VI. as they ihew, that the parliaments of Ireland 
did think that Englilh adls of parliament could not bind 
Ireland ; yet they ihew likewife, that, even in thofc days, the 
jiarliaments of England did claim this fuperiority ; or elfc 
to what purpole were the faid adls made, unlefs in denial of 
tliat claim. 

All which i hope may he readily granted without any pre- 
judice to the right of the Iriih parliaments : there is nothing 
fo common, as to have one man claim another man's right: 
.and if bare pretence will give a title, no man is fecure : and it 
will be yet worfe, if when another fo pretends, and I infi/l 
on my right, my juft claim fhall be turned to my prejudice, 
and to the difparagement of my title. 

We know very well, that many of the judges of our four- 
.coi^rts have been from lime to time fent out of England ; and 
fome of them may eafily be fuppofed to come over hither 
prepofefTed with an opinion of our parliament's being iiibordi- 
ziace to that of England. Or, at leall, fome of them may be 
fcrupulous, anddeiirous of full iecurity in this point ;, and on 
their account, and for their fatisfaAiony fuch '^£ts as afore- 
faid, may be devifed, and enafted in Ireland. But then, 
God forbid that thefe adts fhould afterwards be laid hold of 
to a clear other intent than what they were framed for ; and 
iaftead of declaring and fecuring our rights, {hould give an 
handle of conteft, by {hewing that our rights have been quef- 
tioned of ancient time. . . 

la concluflon of all, if this fuperiority of the parliament 
of England have been doubted a great whUe ago, fo it has 
been as great a while ago (Irenuoufly oppoied> and abfolutely 
denied by the parliaments of Ireland : and by the way, I 
fhall take notice, tl>at Axim whencefoever this ancient pre- 
tence of Irelaiid's fubordin^ition proceeded in th^ days, it did

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not arife from the parliament of England itfelf : for we hare 
not one fingle inftance of an Englilh a(ft of parliament ej^- 
prefsly claiming this right of binding us : but we have leveral 
inftances of Irijh adls of parliament exprefsly denying thisfub^ 
ordination, as appears by what foregoes. 

Afterwards, by a ftatute made in Ireland the 1 8th of Henry 

VI. cap. I. All the ftatutes made in England againft the ex- 
tortions and oppreffions of purveyors, arc enafted to be 

* holden and kept in all points, and put in execution in this 

* land of Ireland.' 

And in the 3 2d year of Henry VI. cap. i. by a parliament 
in Ireland 'tis enadled, < That all the ftatutes made againft 
« provifors to the court of Rome,* as well in England as in 

* Ireland, be had and kept in force.' 

After this, in a parliament at Drogheda the 8th of Ed- 
ward IV. cap. I. it was ratifyed, that the Englifh ftatute 
againft rape, made the 6th of Richard 11. fhould be of force 
in Ireland, from the 6th day of March laft paft : * And that 
« from henceforth the faid aft, and all other ftatutes and afts 

* made by authority of parliament within the realm of Eng- 

* land, be ratif^;^ed, and confirmed, and adjudged, by tfe 

* authority of this parliament in their force and ftrength, 

* from the iaid fixth day of March.' We fhall hereafter have 
occafion of taking farther notice of this ftatute upon ano- 
ther account. 

Laftly, m a parliament held at Drogheda the 1 oth of Henry 

VII. cap. 22. it isenafted, * that all ftatutes late' (that is as 
the*-l€arned in the laws expound it, before that time) * made 

* in England, concerning the common and public w^l of the 

* fame, from henceforth be deemed cfFeftual in law, and be 

* accepted, ufed and executed within this land of Ireland in 

* all points, &c.' 

f And in the 1 4th year of the fame king's rejgn, in a par- 
liament held at Triftle-Dermot, it was enafted. That all afts 
of parliament made in England for punifliing cuftomers, con- 
troulers, and fearchers, for their mildemeanors ; or for pu- 
niftiment of merchants or fiiftors, be of force here in Ireland, 
provided they be fir ft proclaimed at Dublin, Drogheda, and 
other market- towns. 

Thus we fee by what fteps and degrees all the ftatutes which 
were made in England, from the time of Magna Charta, to the 
I oth of Henry VI K which did concern the public commonweal,

were 
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vrere received, confirmed, suid authorized to be of force in 
Ireland ; all which was done by affent of the lords fpiritual 
and temporal, and the commons in the parliament of Ireland 
aflembkd, and no other wife. 

We Ihallnot enquire, whether there are not other afts of the 
Engliili parliament, both before and iinct the loth of Henry 
VII. which were and are of ferce in Ireland, though not 
allowed of by parliament in this kingdom. - And we Ihall find, 
that by the opinion of our beft lawyers, there are divers fuch ; 
but then they are only fu6h as are declaratory of -the ancient 
common law of England, and not introdu^ive of any new 
law: for thefe become of force by the fir ft general eftablilh* 
ment of the common laws of England in this kingdom, under 
Henry 11. king John, and Henry III. and need.no particular 
adl of Ireland for their fandion. 

As to thofe Englifli ftatutes fmce the loth of Henry Vllth, 
that are introdudive of a new law, it was never made a quef- 
tton whether they fhould bind Ireland, without being allowed 
in parliament here; till of very late years this doubt began 
to be moved ; and how it has been carried on and promoted, 
(hall appear more fully hereafter. 

I fay, till of very late years ; for the ancient precedents 
which we have to the contrary, are very numerous. Amongft 
many, we ihall mention the following particulars. 

In the 2 1 ft of Henry Vlllth, an ad was made in England, 
making it felony in a fcrvant that runeth away with his mai- 
ler's or miftrcfs's goods. This ad was not received in Ireland 
till it was enaded by a parliament held here in the 33d of 
Henry yillth,c. 5. S^£. 1. 

In the 2ift of Henry VIII. c. 19* there was a law made ia 
England, that all lords might diftrain on the lands of them 
holden, and make th.eir avowry not naming the tenant, but 
the land. But this wa^ not of force in Ireland till eiiaded 
herein the 33d of Henry VIII. c. i. Sef. i. 

An ad was made in Eijgland, anno 31 Heijry VIII. that 
joint-tenants and tenants in common ihpukl be compelled to 
make partition, as co-parceners were cppipellablc at common 
law. But this ad wa? not received in Irelaufl i,iUenaded here, 
anno 33 Henry VIII. c. 10. 

Anno 27 Henry Vlir. c. 10. the ftatpte for transferring ufcs 
into pofFefilon was made in England ; but not admitted in 
Ireland till 10 Car.^z, Stf. 2. 
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In like manner, the Englifli datute 33 Henry VIII. g. i# 
diredling how lands and tenements may be difpofed by will, 
&c. was not of force in Ireland till 10 Car. 2. Scf. 2. 

The aft of uniformity of common prayer and adminiftra* 
tion of the facraments was made in England the ift of Eliz. 
c. 2. but was not eftabliflied in Ireland till the 2d of Eliz» c. 2* 
Andfo that of England 14 Car. 2. c. 14. was not received in 
Ireland till 17 & 18 Car. 2. c. 6. 

The ftatute againft wilful perjury made in England 5 Eliz. 
c. 9- was not enabled in Ireland till 28 Eliz. c. 1. 

50 the Englifli aft againft witchcraft and forcery made f 
Eliz. c. 16* And another aft againft forgery 5 Eliz. c. 14. 
were neither of them in force in Ireland till the 28th of her 
reign, cap. 3, and 4.^ 

The Englifh ftatute againft piracies was made the 28th of 
Henry VIIL c. 15. but not in Ireland till the 12th of King 
James, C. 2» 

In England an aft was made the 27th of Eliz. c. 4. againft 
fraudulent conveyances ; but it Ivas not ill force in Ireland till 
enafted here the 10th of Charles, c. 3. Sef. 2. 

In the 15th year of king Charles I. in a parliament held a« 
Dublin, there were fix Eiiglifh ftatutes made laws of this king- 
dom, with fuch alterations as bcft fitted them to the ftate 
thereof, viz*

The ad for taking fpecial bail in the 
country^ &c. Th6' ad agairiU clandeftine mortgages. The ' 
ad againll CYirfing and fwearifig: 

Thefe, ^<h many more, are to be found in our ftatute bbp W 
ia the fereraf reigns of Hturj VIII. Edward VI. quecn^ 
Elizabeth, kixig James, king Charles I. and II. and king^ 
William. But it k not to be fotihii in any records in' 
Ireland^ that ever any ad of parlhunent, introdudive of ai- 
new laiv" madi^ \tli Ett^lailid fmce' the time of king Johni was 
by the judgment oT amy court, received for law, or put 
in execution lU/the realm of Ireland, before the fame, was con- 
firmed aikla&nted to by the parfiament in Irelia»d| . . 

Andthu4 I prefeme we have pretty clearly made out, 
aod fikoBij fliewn the feveral OSeps by which t^e Engliih 
'form |0f government, and the Ehglifli ftatute laws were re-, 
ceived in this kingdom ; and that this was whoHy by the 
pec^e's coinfei^ in parliament, to which we' Have had a 
very aacieat right, and- as full a right aa our next neighbours 
can pretend to, or chaUehge. 

It were endlefs to mention air the records and'precedcnts 
that might be quoted for' the eftablilhment of the laws of 
England ; I ihali therefore eater no fiirtber into that matter 
but therein refer to lord chief jultice Cook, f Pryn J, Rey- 
ly#, &€•

In the yestr 1663 the diftinfitions f between the trade of 
England and Ireland j:» and the reftraints on that of the 
latter commenced. By an Engliih adl pafTed in that year, 
intitled an aft " for the encouragement of trade," a tille not 
very applic.able to the parts of it that related to Ireland^ bc- 
fidcs laying a duty nearly equal to a prohibition on cattle im» 
ported into England from that kingdom, the exportation of 
all commodities, except viftpals, fervants, horfes, and fait 
for the fifheries of New England and Newfoundland, from 
thence to the Engli(h plantations, was prohibited from the 
25th of March, 1 764. The exports allowed were ufeful to 
them, but prejudicial to Ireland, as they conftfted of our 
people, our provifions, and a material for manufafture whiciv 
we might have ufed more profitably on our own coafts. 

In 1670 another adt || palTed in England, to prohibit from 
the 24th of March 1671, the exportation from the Engliih 
plantations to Ireiand of feveral materials for manufaftur^s §f 
without^ firft unloading in England or Wales. We are in- 
f\)rmed by this aft that the reftraint of the exportation from 
the Englifb plantations to Ireland was intended by the aft of 
1 663 ; but the intention is not effeftuated, though the impor* 
tation q£ thofe commodities into Ireland /rom England^ with- 
out firft unloading there, is, in eifeft, prohibited by that aft* 

The pr^ibition of importing into Ireland any plantation 
goods, unlefs the fame had been Brii landed in England, and 
had, paid the duties^ is made general, without any exception^ 
by the Englifh aft of the 7th and 8th W. Jd, ch. 22. 

^ TKit I £m ifure of, that befbt^ thefe itfts (csittle, tobacco, and navi- 
gation aftO in King Charles II. time, (the ddeft of which i» not ovei* 
thirtyrfeven years) there is not one pofitive full precedent to be met with 
in all the ftatute-book, of an Engliih aft binding the kingdon of Ireland. 
And on this account we may venture to aiTert, that thefe are at leafb 
innovations on us, as not being warrantee^ by any iortner ptecedents. 

And (hall proceedings only of thirty -feven j'ears ftanding, be urged 
againft a nation, to deprivie them of the rights and liberties which they 
enjoyed for five hundsed years before, and which were invaded without 
and againfl their cohfent, and from that day to this have been conftantly 
complained of ? Let any Englifh heart that {lands fb juftly in vindication 
of his own rights and liberties, anfwer this c^aeftlon, and I have done.

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By comparing the reftri(ftive law of 1 699, with the fta* 
tutes which had been previoufly enafled in England from the 
15th year of the reign of Charles the Second, relative to the 
Colonies, it appears that this reftriftive law originated in a 
iyftem of colonization. The principle of that fyftem was, 
that the Colonies Ihould fend their materials to England, and 
take from thence her'manufadlures, and that the making thofc 
manufactures in the Colonies fliould be prohibited or difcour- 
aged. But was it reafonable to extend this principle to Ire- 
land ? The climate, growth and produ(flions of the Colonies 
were different from thofe of their parent country. England 
had no fugar-canes, coffee, dying-ftuflF, and little tobacco. 
She took all thofe from her Colonies only, and it was thouo;ht 
reafonable that they fhouid take from her only the manufac- 
tures which ihc made. But in Ireland, the climate, foil, 
growth and productions are the fame as in England, who 
cotdd give no fuch equivalent to Ireland as fhe gave to Ame- 
rica, and was fo- far from confidering her, when this fyfteiji 
firft prevailed, as a proper iubjc^ for fuch regulations, that 
(he was allowed the benefits arifing ftom thofe Colonies equally 
with England,' until the ijTth year of the reign of King 
Charles * the Second. By an aft paffed in that year, Ireland 
had no longer the privilege of fending any of her exports^ 
except fervants, horfes, victuals and fait, to znf of the Ciojo- 
nics 5 the redbns are afligned in the preamble, " Tp make 
•^ this kingdom a'ftaple, not only of the commodities of thofe 
** plantations, but alio of tht. commodities of other countries 
^ and places for the fupplying of them, and it being the 
** ufage of other nations to keep their plantation trade to 
«< thcmfclvcs |." At the time of paffing this' law,' though 
lefs liberal ideis in i*efpcft of Ireland were then entertained, 
it went no'furthei^ than not to extend to Kcr the benefit oif 
thofe Colony regulations ; but it was not then thought that 
this kingdom was a proper fubjciS): for any fuch regulations.' 
The fcheme of fubftftuting there, inftead of the woollen, the 
linen trade j was not at that time thought of. The Englifh 
were defirousto eftiiblifli it artiong thwnfelvcs, and by an adt 
of parlfiameht t made in that year tor .encouraging the manu- 
fafture of iirien,' granted to all' foreigners who fhall fet it ujp 
in Englaiid; the privileges of natural born fubjefts.

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But it appears by the Englifh ftatute of the 7th and 8th 
Will. Ill *. that this fchcme had not fucceeded in Epgland ; 
and from this a^ it is manlfeft tha^ England conlidered. itfelf, 
as well as Ireland, interefted to encourage the linen manu«- 
fadure there i and it does not then appear to have been 
thought juft, that Ireland, fliould purchafe this benefit for 
"both, by giving up the exportation of any other ttianufa<$lure. 
But in 1698 a different principle prevailed ; in effedt the fame^ 
fo far as relates to the yoollen nsianufadure, with that which 
had prevailed as to the pommerce of the Colonies. This is 
evident froni the preamble of the Englifh law f made in i699» 
" For as much as wool and woollen manufadures of cloth^ 
** ferge, bays, kerfiei and other ftuffs, made or mixed with 
« wool, are the greateft, and moil profitable commodities of 
" this kingdom, on which the value of laiids and the trade 
« of the nation do chiefly depend ; and whereas great quan- 
•* titles of like manufaflures have of late been made and are 
** daily encreafing in the kingdom of Irelapd, and in th 
** Englif: plantations in America, and are exported from thence 
" to foreign markets, heretofore fupplied from England, 
** which will inevitably fjnk the value of lands, and tend to 
" the ruin of thie trade and woollen mani:fa<^res of this 
" re^hn ; for the prevention whereof, and for the encourage-^ 
" ment of the woollen manuiaAures ii this kingdom^ &c." > 

The ruinous confeqUences of the woollen manufadh^res of 
Ireland to the value of lax^ds, trade and manpfadhires of Eng^ 
land, ftated in this a^, are apprehcnfions that )vere enter- 
tained, and not events tha,t had happened; axid before thp£s 
fads are taken for granted, I requeil.the miichiefs recited in 
in the ads j: i^ade in England to prevent the importation of 
cattle dead or alive from Ireland, may be cp&^dcxrd* 

Conncding this preamble of the aft of 1699, lyith the 
fpeech made &om the throne to the parliament o^ Ireland 
in the year 1698, with the addreiTes of both houfcs ia Eng^* 
land, and with the prohibklon, by this a^d by. pther a0^ 
formerly made in Englandj of exportiog wop} fropi ,lFel^4 
except to that kingdom, the objed of thU-n^w rCpmxae^cial 
regiuatiojft is obvtaus.

The fuppofed ^pmpeftfation was no more than what Ire- 
land had before ; no. further encouragement was given by 
England to our linen manufadure until Ax years after this 
prohibitioBf when at the requeft of the Irifli hoafe of com- 
mons, and after a repreientation of the ruinous f^ate of this 
country, lil3>erty was given by an Engliih aft of parliament ^ 
jbo export our white and brown linens into the colonies, 
which was allowing us to do as to one manufafture, what, 
b^ore the 15th of King Charles the fecond, was permitteci 
in every inRance.

The reign of Edward the 4th furnifhcs ttJU ftrongcr 
inftances of the regard Ihewn by Englam^.- jo the trade and 
manufadures of this country. \ 

In the third year of that monarch's reign, the artificers of 
England complained to parliament that they ^rere greatly 
impovcriilied and could not live by bringing in divers com- 
modities and wares ready wrought *. An a6t paiTed riecit* 
ing thofe complaints, and ordaining that no merchant bom 
a fiibjeft of the king» denizen or Granger, or other peribn 
ihould bring into England- or Wales any woolkn cloths, &c. 
and enumerates many other manufacSttres, on paia of forfei- 
ture; provided that all wares and ^f-ehafters" made- and 
wrought in Ireland or Wales, may be brought in and fold 
hi the realm of England, as they were wont before the mak- 
ing of that aft. f . 

In the next year another a6l % pa-iTed in that kingdom » 
that ail woollen cloth' brought into England apd fet to fale, 
(Kould be forfeited, except cloths madfc in Wales of Ire- 
land. 

. In thofe* reigns England was as csifeful of the commerce 
and manufadlures of her. ancient fift^r; kingdom, particularly 
in her great ftaple- trade, as (he was of her own. ■ - ' 

Of this attention there were further inftances in the years 
1468. and 1478. In two treaties concluded in thofe years 
between England and the duke of Bretagne, the merchan* 
dizc to be traded in between EngUtid, Ireland and Calais 
on the one part, and Bretagne on the^other, i$ fpecified, an!i 
woollen cloths are particularly mentioned^, -

t^ken notice of incidentally, in an Englifh ftatute> in the 
reign of king James the ift* ; and in 1627 king Charles 
the I ft made a (Irong declaration in farour of the trade and 
m^nuiFaiftures of this country* By feveral Englifli ftatutcs in 
the reign of king Charles the id, an equal attention was 
fliewn to the woollen manufa<ftures in both kingdoms ; in 
the 1 2th year of his reign f the exportation of wool> wool* 
felts, fuller's earth, or any kind of fcowering-earth, was pro- 
hibited from both. But let the res^fons, mentioned in the 
preamble, for paffing this law be adverted to : " For prc-^ 
venting inconvenieneies aAl lofTcs that happened, and that 
daily do and may happen to the kinguom of England, 
dominion of Wales, and kingdom of Ireland, through the 
ftcret exportation of wool Out of and from the faid king- 
doms and dominions ; and for the beiter fett'wg on work the 
poor people and inhabitants of the kingdoms and dominions 
aforefaid, and to the intent that the full ufe and benefit ©f 
the principal native commodities of the fame kingdom and 
dominion may come, redound, and be unto tlie fubjefts and 
^ inhabitants of the fame. 

Thefhipping and navigation of England and Ireland were 
at this time equally favoured and protedled. By another a<a 
of the fame year, no goods Or commodities % of the growth, 
pfodudlion or manufadure of Afia, Africa or America, fliall 
be imported into England, Ireland or Wales, but in (hips' 
which belong to the people of England or Ireland^ the domi- 
nion of Wales, or the town of Berwick upon Tweed, or 
Which are of the built of the faid lands, and of which the 
mailer and three^fourths of the mariners are Englilh ; and a- 
fubfequcnt ftatute f makes the encouragement to navigation 
in both countries equal, byordaining that the fhbjedls of Ire- 
land and of the Plantations (hall be accounted Englifh within 
the meaning of that claufe. Another law || of the fame reigii 
fhews that the navigation, commerce and woollen manufac-» 
tures of both kingdoms were equally protefted by the Englifli 
legiflature. 1 his a<5l lays on the fame reftraint as the above-, 
mentioned a6b of the 1 2th of Charles II. and makes the tranf- 
grediion ftill more penal. It recites that wool, wopl-felts, &c. , 
are fecretly exported from England and Ireland to foreign 
parts, to the griat decay of the woollen manufactures and

From thofe hws it appears that the commerce^ nkvigatioir 
and manufa^res of this country were not only favoured and 
^rotoflied hj the Engtiih legiffatare, but that -we had in thofe 
times the fall benefit of their Plantation trade ; whiift the 
woolkn ihdAufaAures were proted«d and ^couraged in £ng- 
l^nd and Ireland, the planting of tobacco in both was pro- 
hibited, £secanfe ** it was oiie of the main produds of Several 
«< of t&e plantations, and upon which their welSFare and ftib- 
" fiftencc do depend*,* This policy was iiberai,'juft and equal ;^ 
it opened the refourc^s, aiid cultivated the ftrength of every 
part of the ethpirc.' 

This conamef ciai fyfi^m of Ireland was en&Ked by ibveraf 
a<^s of her own I^gtflature ; two ftatutes pa£ed m the reign of 
Henry VIII. to prevent die exportation; of wool, becauie, 
fays the fiirft of thdfe laws, <' it ^ath been the caufe of dearth 
<< of cloth, and idlenefsof many folks f,*^ and << tends to the 
<<.defolation and ruin of this jkior land.'* The fecond of thofe 
l;iws infofces the prohibitioxi X by additional pensdties y it re-* 
cites, ^^ thattSe faid Beneficial law had taken little efl&d, but 
^( that fince die making thereof/ great {Plenty of wool: had httn 
^ conveyed out of this land, t^ theereat and iteftimable hurt, 
^) decay and impoverif&nent of the King's poor fobjedb within' 
^i the &id land ; for redrefs whereof,, and: in confideration that 
^ conveying of the wool of the growth of diis land out of the 
«^ fame is one of the greatefl occafions of Che idienefs of thor 
<< people, wafte, nun and defelati6n of die Kind's cities and' 
^ borough towns, ahd other places of his dominion within' 
«( this land/' The 1 1 th of Elizabeth f Ikys duties on the ex- 
portation equal to a prohibition'; and the r<fafon given in the' 
|>reamble ought to be mentioned ; ** That the faid coinitiodides 
<< may be more abundantly wrought in this realm ere they fhall 
** be fo tranfported, than prdfently they are,' whic'h fhallfet 
** many how living idle on work, to the great relief and com- 
•* modity of this realm (." 

By the preamble of one^of thofe aA^ made iii the reign 
of Charles M. it appears that the fale of Irifh wooUen goods

«< Ireland are txanfported) of the falfe, deceitfiii, uneven} and' 
*<. uncertain making thereof, which cometh to pafs by reSifciT 
" that the clothiers and makers thereof do not obfcrve any cer- 
<< tain affizc for length, breadth and weight for making their 
^^ cloths and other comipaodities aforcfaid In this kingdbm, as' 
«< they dp in the realm of EngUnd, and as they ought alfo to 
«* do here ; by which mean's the merchant^, buyers. And uferyof 
<« the fald clpth arid other ebmmoditics are muiih abtiied and 
«« deceived, and the credit, efteem audfale of the faid cloth and 
^f commo4ities is therbby much impaired and undervalued, to 
« the great, and, general hurt and hindrance of the trade of 
«« clothing in this vfhble realm.** 

After the pprts . of Engran<i were (hut againfl our cattle, 
and our trdde to the EngliA Colonics was reftraihcd, ftill 
this conijnercial fyftem was adhered to by encouraging the 
manufa<Shi'Jrcs of this country, and the exportatioli of them to 
foreign countries. In 1667, when the power of the crown 
•was not fo well underftoOd>as atpref<sJiit, the proclamation be- 
fore mentioned was publiflied by the Lord Lieutenant and; 
Privy Council of Irelsilid *, in piirfuance of a lethrr froxh:^ 
Charles II. by tKe advice pf his council in England, notify- 
ing to'aU his fubje(as of thii kingdom, the allowsuiceof a; 
free trade to, all foreign countries, cither at vhdr or at peace 
•with his Majefty,'

In the Irifti Houfe of Lords, in the year 1703, uponj^U^c^ 
petition of Edward, th^n carl of Meath,. and Cecilia, couiiiefs 
ofMeath, his wife, againft the lord Ward, complaining of 
their having been difpoflefTed, of certain lands^in the county. of 
Tipperary, under ja^ pretended order of th^ jboufe of lords. pf 
Great Britain j we find the lords of Ireland*, unanimoufly 
adopt the refolutiops on the foregoing appeal, ;a 1 698. . 

On the 1 2th day of February, 1703, their J,ordfliips nj^de 
the following order : . > : ;, ^ 

Whereas, upon hearing the complaint of the right hon* 
Edward, earl of Meath, and Cecilia, countefs of Meath^Jbis 
wife, exhibited to tjiis hpuie on the 1 9th of Oftoher laft, it 
has appeared upon full proof, that they have been illegally dii'- 
pofleiled of the lands of part of .Kocheftown,. Corruta, 
Loughloughery, Keating, Milfield, Richardfon alias Richef- 
toWn, Cloughnecody, Ardfinane and Faren-Englilh, Rath-* 
cordane and Grumgill, Gortnecran9,ah,'X)rumtrarney, K^il- 
nemaun, Gurtinebamagii, sfnd Garriglifti, all lying and being

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m the county of Tipperary, the aftual pofTeffion whereof 
was given them, purfuant to an order of this houfe, dated 
the 29th of October 1695 : We the lords fpiritual and temporal 
iri parliament affembled, this 1 2th day of Feb. 1 703, do order, 
require, and command the Sheriff of the faid county of Tip- 
perary, for the time being, forthwith to put the faid earl and 
countefs of Meath into the a<5luaj, quiet and peaceable 
pofTeffion of all the aforefaid lands and premises, as he will 
anfwer the contrary at his peril. 

From this period until the year 1717, we find the houfe of 
Lords of Great Britain did not attempt to interfere with the 
rights and privileges of the lords and people of this kingdom. 

But about the year 1 7 1 7, that houle thought proper once 
more to endeavour the eftablifhment of their ufurped autho- 
rity, and accordingly entertained an appeal from Maurice 
Annefly, Efq; againft a decifion of the lords of Ireland, re- 
verfed their decree, and ordered the Iheriff of the county oC 
Kildare to reftore to Mr. Annefley the poffeffion of certain 
lands, of which he had been difpofleffed by the prder of the 
Irifh Lords. 

And to enforce this order, the Britifli lords had recourffe 
tathe authority of the Barons of the court* of Exchequer 
here, who ordered the Sheriff of Kildare to reftore Mr. 
Annefley to the poffeffion of his lands, according to the order 
of the Lords of Great Britain. 

The Iheriff (Alexander Burrowes, Efq;) HaiApden-like, 
tefufed obedience to this illegal order: the barons endea- 
voured to enforce it by the impofition of heavy fines ; where- 
upon he petitioned the Irifli Lords for relief, which having 
been referred to a committee of the houfe, they, on the 28th 
July, 1719, made the following report, and entered into the 
following refoluttons and proceedings *. 

On the 17th of OAober, 1719, the hotife proceeded. on the 
order of the day, for reading the reprefentation to his ma- 
jefty of the proceedings of the houfe upon the petition, of 
Alex. Burrowes, Efq;.in the caufe of Sherlock and Annefley f. 

And the faid reprefentation was read, and agreed to by the 
houfe, and is asfojlows, viz.

IT is with the grcateft concern that we, your MajeftyV 
moft dutiful and loyal fubje(5fe, the lords fpiritual and tempo- 
ral in parliament affembled, do find ourfelves under a necef/ 
fity of making, this* our humble reprefentatioa to your Mar 

It evidently appears, by many antient records, and fundry 
afts of parliament paiTed in this kingdom, and particularly 
by one in the itth of.Qgeen Eliz. intitled, " An adk for 
attainder of Shane Q'Neil, &c.** that the kings, with all the! 
princes and meu of value of the land, did^ of theii* own good' 
ifrills, and without any war or chivalry, fubmit themlclves 
ro your Majefty's royal atxceftor, King Henry IL took oaths' 
of fidelity to him, and became his liege fubje^s, who (as it. 
is aflerted by the Lord Chief Juftice Coke and others *) didi^ 
ordain and'commahd, at the mftance of the Irifb, that ^* fuch 
laws as h& had in England, fhould be of force and obferved 
ih Ireland/* By tHik agreement the people of Ireland oW 
tained'the benefit of the Engtifli laws, and many privileges,' 
|iarti<rularly that of having a dKjtindt' parliament here, as in~ 
England f, and of having weighty aikl momentous matterst 
relatmg to this kingdom, treated of, di&oded and determined' 
in the ^d parliament. 

This concefiibn and' cbmpa^ thus made, and afterwards^^ 
Ijiy fttcceedinzv kings, confirmed to the people of this land,^ 
in procefs of time, proved » great encouragement to many 
of the Englifh to come over andr fettle themfelves in Ireland,: 
where they were to enjoy the fame laws and liberties, aacJH 
live under the like conftitution as they h^id formerly done in' 
the kingdom of England f y which, thro' God's good provi- 
dence, has proved a means of fecurine this kingdom to the 
cS:ow^ of England, and we trhft willdo fo to all. futurity* 
By tills happy conftitution, and thefe privileges by us for fo

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*fiany years ^ enjoyed, the Englifh fubjc(5ls of this kingdom 
have been enabled fdithfully to difcharge their duty to the 
crown of England, and vigaroufly fet themfelves, upon all 
occafions, to aflert the rights thereof, againft all the rcbelli- 
■cns which have been raifed by the Irifh enemies. And there- 
fore, we, your Majefty's loyal fubje(5ts, do, Ivith all fubmif- 
fion to your Majefty, injtft upon them, and hope, through 
^our Majfefty'i goodnefs, to have them preferved inviolable. 

And \^c beg leave to reprefent to your Majefty, that though 
rhe imperial crown of this realm was formerly infeparably 
annexed to the ompcrial crowft of England, and is new to 
that of Great- Bfitain *, yet this ^clngdom being of itfelf a 
diftin£t dominion, and no part of the kingdom of England, 
lione can determine concerning the affairs thereof, unlefs au- 
thorized thereto, ^y the 'known laws and cuftoms of this 
kingdom^ Orby the exprefs confcnt of the kitig f 

And as your royal anceftors have always enjoyed the right 
tftid poveer of -determining M matters that related only to 
this kingdom, by tlieir royal authority, in their parliaments 
lield herC) fo we humbly hope your Majefty will always look 
on this right as a moft valuable jewel of your crown, which 
none AouTd prcfume to touch without yotir Majeft) ^s confent ; 
and that your Majefty will gracieufly allow irs to reprefent 
it, as an mvafioft of your prerogative, and a grievance to 
your loyal Tubjeifts in this kingdom, that any court of judi- 
cature ihoufd take upon (hem to declare, that your Majefty 
cannot determine all controverfies between your fubjcds of 
this kingdom, and about matters relating wholly to the fame, 
by your rayal authority, in your parliament fummoncd to^ 
meet here,; or that your iubjefts of Irelatid appealing to youe* 
Majefty in your parliament in Ireland, in matters wholly 
relating to this kingdom, do bring their caufe before an m- 
competent judicature. 

We have (may it pledfe yotir facred Majefty) endeavoured 
with our utmoft care, to enquire into the grounds of all 
fuch appeals or removals of caufes from this kingdom, as 
have at any time been made into llngland, and are perfuaded 
that fuch ufages have been introduced by flow degrees, at 
firft the judges here being to determine the caiifes that came 
before them by the common laws of England, and fometimes 
BOt knowing well the ufages there, applied to Henry III|,'

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their then king, for information^ who gave them an aeco«i»t 
what the common law and cuftom of England in like cafes 
was, and this undoubtedly by the advice of the Juftices of 
tlie King^s Bench, who then were obliged to attend the 
King wherever he (hould be * j and in procefs of time, when 
.his fucceflbrs had fettled the court 6f King's Bench after 
another manner, and had forborlie t& fit there themfelves in 
perfon^ the application which formerly ufed to be made te 
the King who perfided in that court, came of cOurfe to be 
brought before the Juftices of the court, although the King 
was not there pcrfonally preftiit. And this, as we conceive, 
gave rife to that cuftom of removing caufes, by writs of 
error, from the King's Bench in Ireland to the KingV Bench 
m England ; but from hence to infer, that therefore appeals 
from the Parliament of Ireland may be brought before the 
Houfe of Peers in Engla^id or Great- Britain, is a cbnfequence 
for which there appears to be no manner of grounds 

As for the praAice of. appealing from the High Court of 
Chancery in Ireland to the Lords of Great Britain, we can 
find but two precedents of fuch appeals before the late happy 
Revolution, one in 1670, and the other in 1679; ^°^ ^^ 
can account for them no otherwife than by obferving, th^t 
they happened at a jundlure when no oppofition could be 
given them from this kingdom, becaufe through the preva- 
lency of a Popifh intercfl, tio parliament had been held herie 
for fome year« before, nor were we then in any likelihood of 
having any called here for many years to come ; nor can we 
find, that any like fubfequent appeals from that court have 
any other foundation than thofe two precedents. 

And fuch appeals (though they had been of longer (land- 
ing, and better founded) yet were never fuppt^d to preclude 
the King's Majedy from hisrigiit of giving redreis to hisfub- 
je<5ts oiF Ireland in his parliament, when a/Tembled here, any 
more than writs of error to the King's Bench in England 
had hindered the like writs from being returnable in the par«- 
liament here. 

And accordiiigly when, by God's bleffing on the late happy 
Revolution, this kingdom came to have a parliament, after 
twenty-fix yearjs intermiffion, cemplaints were heard, writs of 
error and appeals were received, and proper orders were niade 
thereon as formerly ; nor were they, as far as we can find, 
ever queftioned, or their validity doubted, till the ^ear 1699, 
vhen two appeals from the parliainent here were carried be-

fore 
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fore the Lords in England, though no pleadings to the jurif- 
di<flion of the parliament of Ireland had been offered or men- 
tioned by either party, on hearing the faid caufes here. 

And though the parliament, of Ireland could not then in- 
terpofe, or any way aflert their jurifdiAion, becaufe it was 
not fitting, yet the Lords of England declared the faid caufes 
to be Coram non Judtce^ and without hearing the merits of 
the caufes, reverfed the decrees that had been made here. 

Upon which occafion, we cannot but obferve, that the 
parliament of Ireland (as the conftitution thereof has been 
for fome hundreds of years) being convened by the fame au- 
thority and writs of fummons, and confiding of like members 
and diftinft Houfes of Peers and Commons, and the former 
having the fame affiftance and attendance from the Judges of 
the feveral courts and Matters of Chancery as in England or 
Great Britain, either fome record, ad of parliament, or an- 
tient ufagc muft be Ihewn, whereby to make a difference 
(whi^rh has never y^t been attempted) or elfe, from our very 
eonditutioa it mutt, as we conceive, appear, that whatever 
power of judicature is lodged in the Englifh or Britifh parlia- 
ment, with refpedl to that kingdon) and its inferior courts, 
the fame muft alfo be allowed to be in the parliament of Ire- 
land, with like refpeft to the kingdom and courts thereof. 
And if it be looked upon as illegal for any inferior court in 
Great Britain to ad in dired oppofition to, or contempt of 
the orders and decrees of the Houfe of Lords in parliament 
there affembied, the fame muft alfo be concluded upon the like 
©ppoiition given, or contempt fhewn, to fuch parliamentary 
orders and decrees, a« are or (hall be made within this king- 
dom. 

And therefore, in the year 1703, when a parliament of 
Ireland met on a complaint of Edward, Earl of Meath, and 
Cecilia, Countefs of Mealh, his wife, fetting forth, that dur- 
ing the interval of parliament they had, by order of the 
Lords in England, been difpoffeifed of the lands that had 
been here decreed them, the faid parliament unammoujly re- 
ftored the faid Earl and Countefs to the lands they had been 
fo difpoffeffed of fo effcdually, that neither they nor their 
heirs have been difturbed in the pofleffion of them. 

And we may very juftly conclude, from the ftrong refolu- 
tions in which the parliament here did on that occafion afiert 
their jurifdidion, that they would have proceeded as effedually 
in vindicating the decree on the other appeal, if the removal ' 
^the Lord Bilhop of Derry, the appellant here, and e com- 

pofition 
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pofition made by his fucce/Tor with the Irifh focicty of Loflir 
donderry, the appellants in i; ngland, had not prevented it. 

After the time of thofe two appeals, feveral writs of error 
aa^ appeals were brought into your parliament in this king- 
ydom, and among them an appeal wherein Maurice Annelley^ 
!Rfq; was refpondent, whi^rh were determined, and the judg- 
ment given oi} them took eflfeft accordingly. But the fame 
Maurice Annefley being refpondent in an appeal brought lately 
from the Chancery of the Exchequer, before the parliament 
of Ireland, by Hefter Sherlock, appellant, after^ having ap- 
peared to the jurifdi(Sion here, appealed to the Lord? of 
Great Br' tain, from a decree made here in juflice to the ap- 
pellant Hefter Sherlock, and found fuch countenance thereg 
i^s has given your loyal fubje<as juft reafon to complain of 
much injury dojae both to your Majefty's prerogative aa(J 
their privileges. ; ; 

For it having (after a fiiU and fair hearing) been decreed 
in your Majefty's parliament of Ireland, and accordingly or* 
dered, that the appellant, Hefter Sherlock, Ihould be put 
into polTeflion of <:ertain lands in the faid order named, untij 
ihe (hould receive thereout a certain fum of money to her de* 
creed, to be due and chargeable on the faid lands. ^-^ And the 
feid decree and order having accordingly been obeyed^ and 
put in execution by the then High Sheriff of tjie coiinty of 
J&ildare, to whom the faid order was dired^ed ; and the faid 
Hefter Sherlock b^ing accordingly in the adliial poifeflibn of 
the faid. lands, the Lord Chief Baron, together with the 
other Barons • of your Majefty's court of Ex(Jhequer in this 
kingdom, have, taken upon them, in an illegal and unpre* 
cedented manner, to caufe the faid Hefter Sherlock to be dif*. 
poffeflied of the faid lands, and to lay feveral grdat fines upoa 
tshe late High Sheriff of the faid county of Kildare^ for re* 
filling to give obedience unto the orders of them, the faid 
Barons, in that cafe iffued, although their faid orders were 
inanifefliy contrary to the laws, cuftoms, and antient ufagesi 
of this your Majefty's kingdom, as well as to the above-men-* 
t^oned refolutibn's formerly made in the cafe of the late Earl 
of Meath, and continuing upon record in the journals of par- 
liament, of which refolutions, as well as of the feveral refc- 
lutions and decrees in lil^e manner made upon the appeal of 
the faid. Hefter Sherlock, the faid Barons had fufficient and 
tipielynetice before the iffuing of any of their above-mcn-i 
lioned illegal or^ders, as in a report of this whole proceeding* 
j^ow alfo entered in the Journals of parliament (a copy where-, 
^ :: , . . . , . - . Pf 
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jof we herewith humbly lay before your Majefty) roay mora 
{liJly and at large appear. 

Hereupon we humbly crave leave to reprefent unto your 
Majefty» that although appeals from the courts of equity iix 
this kingdom to the Lords of England or Great Britain, ar^ 
i>ut a very late pradice, (as we have z^lready fet forth) ; yet 
in all fuch cafes,, il: has been the ccJnftant and received pradtice 
here, that no qopy of any order of the faid Lords was ever 
flowed, or demanded to be allowed, a$ authentic in any 
fuch court, except the fame were exprefsiy direded unto thi 
court which was to put the fame in execution, and proved by 
% witnefs viva voce, upon oath, to be a true copy of the origin 
inal order. Nbr does it appear, thad ^.ny fuch court eveir 
claimed, or pretended to any authority, * to fupply any defeds 
ftippofed at. any time to be in any fuch order, or by virtue of 
iuch o,rder in the leail to go beyond what exprefsiy and ia 
words was in fuch order contained! ■ And yet fo it is, thai; 
^though the only pretence of the iuid Barons for thefe their 
illegal proceedings, is grounded upon certain copies of or- 
dersj or pretended orders, from Uie Lords of Great Britain, 
yet neither were the faid orders, Vr any 6f them, direded to 
,the Court of Equity or Chancery-fide of the Exchequer, 
(where the caufe originally lay, and from w^enc^ tit appeal 
was) but only to the Lord Cj^ief Baron an 4 -other Barons, 
Vhich is the ftile of the common Jaw-fide thereof; nor were 
the faid copies, or any of them, in manner aforefaid jproved 
to agree with \the original orders ; neither were the names of 
any lands, or fb much as pf any county, infer|:ed in the i^id 
Copies, or any of theinl Arid yet notwithftanding all theft 
•aotorious defeds and hulj^ties of the faid pretended orders, 
the faid Barons have proceeded not only in their own nam^s, 
Sto whom the faid pretended orders were diredled, but alfo in 
the names of the Chancellor and TTreafurer of the court of 
Exchequer, (to whom the faid orders were noway dire^^ed) 
to iffue forth feveral injun<9ions 'and orders, and therein, 
without any warrant for & doingj to inftrt the names of 
lands, and of the county wherein they are fuppofed to lie, in 
order to difpoflefs the faid Hefter Sherlock of lands whereof 
Ihe had been put into poffeffion, as is herein above-mentioned. 

And that your Majefty may be yet more fully apprifed of 
the arbitrarinefs as well as the illegality pf the proceedings pf 
the faid Barons, We further, in all humble manner, lay be- 
fore your Majefty, that whereas, amongft other rules of pracr 
tice in all your Majefty'^ courts throughout this your kingr 
» dcm, 
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dom, by ancient law and cuftom eftablifhe<i, it is univerfally 
received, that every order or other rule of court ought to bis. 
made upon the motion of fome Counfel or Attorney, or other 
perfon by law or cuRom allowed to make fuch motion ; that 
no injun^ion or writ, ought to iifue out of any of your Ma- 
jefty's courts, (except in the crown's caufe) without the name 
of a Sijf Clerk or Attorney, thereunto fubfcribed, who is t» 
tc accountable unto every perfon, who through any undue 
practice of his, fhall be aggrieved by fuck writ or injunftion), 
and that no proceedings (hall be grounded upon any written 
affidavit, which is known to be either falie, or defedive ii^ 
any material part thereof, (ejcept fuch defied be firft fupplied 
or falfity c;Lpunged)^ the faid Barons in thefe their proceed- 
ings, have aded in open violation of tkefe, as well as other 
rules, which by the laW they ought to have obferved an4 
ftriftly kept to. The Barons having ordered an injudion t<> 
ifTue for the difpoffeffing of the faid Hcfter Sherlock, without 
any motion for the fame made either by Counfel or Attorney^ 
or by any other perfon, except what was offered in court by 
the faid Lord Chief Baron himfelf ; the faid injundion, 
alfo, having no name of any Attorney thereunto affixed or 
fubfcribed; and the affidavit of John Annefley (upon whicl^ 
the faid Barons afterwards proceeded to fine the faid late High 
-Sheriff) having fevcr^al notorious falfities in it, of which, 
though the faid Barons were publicly advertifed at the time 
yirhtn the faid affidavit was read in open court, yet, they took 
on them to aft thereupon, without caufmg the fame to be 
rectified, or the faid falfities to be expunged or altered. 

And, although the faid orders from the Lords in Great 
Britain ejprefsly required no more, but that Maurice Annefley 
fhould be reftored to the poffeffion of thoife lands, of which 
f^e faid Maurice was difpolleffed, pending the appeal before 
the faid houfe; yet, the faid Barons in their faid ii\jundion, 
not only ordered pofleffion of certain lands by name, to be 
given to the faid Annefley, as is already mentioned, butVdlo, 
grounded this their injundion upon ah affidavit, wherein it 
is not^fo much as alledged that the iaid Maurice was at all 
poffeffed or difpoffeffed of any lands whatfoever pending the 
faid appeal. 

And whereas it is the duty of the Barons of your Majefty's 
Court of Exchequer in this kingdom, and a part of the oatli 
by each of them taken at their entrance upon their faid office, K 
*^ That where they may know any wrong or prejudice to be 
** done to the -King, Uiey fhall put and do all theii: diligence 

*♦ that 
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<* that to redrefs. And if they may not do it, they Ihall 
«* tell it to the king, or them of his council, or to the King's 
*« Majefty's Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Govcr^ 
** nors of this Realm for the time being/* So far have tlw 
iaid Barons in th« prefent cafe been from doing all their dili* 
gence to redrofs the wrong or prejudice done to your Ma- 
jelly's prerogative, of finali^ determining in your parliament 
here, matters relating ^wholly to this your kingdom, that 
they fecTi to have adled with great diligence and zeal in dire6t 
oppofiiioii thereto, and to have taken fuch meafures as will, 
in effe<a, cftablifh a jurifdiAion fuperior to that ^hich yoor 
Majefty undoubtedly has in your High CoiH-t of Parliament 
in this kingdom ; nor does it in the lead appear, or h it at all 
pretended, that the faid Barons, or any of them, during all 
the abovementioned proceedings, did ever tell, or make knovvm 
the fame, either to your Majclly's Lieutenant, or other Chief 
Grovernor or Governors, or to your Majefty's Privy Councii, 
-who^ if tbcy had been timely acquainted therewith, might 

i according to their duty) have made the fame known to yorar 
lajefty, or otherwife have done what was fit and proper for 
the fupportine your Majefty's royal prerogative, and defend- 
ing the juft rights and privileges of this your Parliament aasd 
People. 

And here we beg leave to lay before your Majefty fomc of 
the many evil confequences which we apprehend muft neceA- 
farily follow from fuch exorbitant pradices as thcfc, if a tlxncl j» 
and cfFeftual ftop be not put to them. 

It is the right and happinefs of the fubjects of this Icmg- 
dom, as well as of thofe of Great Britain, that by their rrf- 
peftive conftitutions, the adminiftration of juftice is n-ear at 
hand, and within the kingdom whereunto they belong. So 
that if any of your Majefty's liege people arc at any time 
WTonged or opprefled in any of the courts of law or cq^itr, 
they may, w-itbout any great trouble or expencc, have rccooric 
to your Majefty, in your high Court of Parliament, whcanc 
they may afliire themfelves of fpeedy redrefs. But if dais 
your Majefty's Higheft Court v/ithin this kingdom is depriircd 
of the power of finally determining the caufes which come 
before them, all fuch of your fubje(3s as do not abound in 
wealth, and thereby are not able to follow their cauiibs, cr 
bear the expence of them in Great Britain, wiJl he under a 
perpetual necefllty of fitting dowm with the greateft wronger 
oppreffion which at any time, under the colour of jufHcc, or 
by the management of rich and potent adverfaries may be 
iaid upon them, which (confidering the poverty that every 

xpberc 
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where prevails throughout this kingdom) muft, If not pr^ 
vented in a fhort time, become a moft grievous and intolcra- - 
Ble evil. And your Majefty's royal predeceiTor, Edward the 
III. was fo fcnfiblc of the hardfhips that his loyal fub]e(fbs of 
this kingdom lufFcrcd for want of having a means of rever- 
fing erroneous judgments within this kingdom, that by his- 
Charter, dated Auguft 30th, in the 29th year of his reign, 
on the complaint of his iubje<5ts of Ireland, " he commdnd- 
•* ed all his Judges and Minifters before whom any proceiTes' 
'«« Ihould be held at the profecution of the parties aggrieved, 
*♦• to return the Rolls ot the Records, and proceflcs into the 
•< Parliaments to be held in the kingdom of Ireland, and 
•* that the Records and Proceffes mould be recited an J 
«* examined, and the errors (if any fhould be found in them)' 
•* duly corre<fted. * . 

It is, under God, the great fecurity of this jour Hajcfty's 
kingdom of Ireland, that by the la^vs and ftatutes thereof, 
the fame is annexed and united to the Imperial Crown of 
"England, and declared to be depending upon, and for ever

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could no longer be concealed, and every day grew more i»-r 
jtolcrable. Numbers ef his men pcriflied by famine; their 
horfes, from want and feverity* grew incapable of fervicc ; 
a general gloom fpread through his camp> and his braved 
Knights murmured at their fate, "who were to perifli in a fer- 
,vice attended with fo little 'honour, and fuch fevere diftrefs. 
A few Ihips laden with provifions from Dublin having landed 
on the neighbouring Qoaft, .the famiflicd foldiers plunged into 
the fea, fetzed and rifled them, ibedding each others blood 
in a furious qonteil for relief. The neceffity of decampiag 
was too apparent, and too mgent to admit of the leaft delay. 
Richard, with his numerous forces, .was compelled to retire 
before aa inconfiderable band of enemies whom he had def- 
pifed> who purfued, and ixicefTantiy harrfLiTed him m his 
retread*. 

It is univerfally acknowledged, that no prince ever brought 
into this kingdoni fuch an army as Richard II. for reducing 
it|^ and we lee he did not fucceed therein f . 

After reading this ac(;ouQt, I know npt how it can be faid 
that the Irifli chieftains f^bmitted to Henry li. % through 
.fear, an affedkion they appear not to be much influenced by ; the 
^oft probable caufes for this tranfadtion was. pride, malice, 
and, above all, the hopes o£ revenging public, and private in- 
fults, or fuppofed infults, to tj^e imprtflipns of wJiich they 
were exceedingly fufceptible ; to this afl^rtioft the following letr 
terand anfwer, which pafled in the I4thqe&ti^'y,4uthenticatc4 
by Cox, will bear no inconfiderable teftinoony.

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To this caafe was owing the firfl invafion of Grepce by 
Darius with a numerous and mighty army, the dcftrudion of 
i^fiich, by the few intrepid troops of the Athenians, will ever 
be reniembered. 

The following are the three principal charges brought' 
agamft the eari of StraflFbrd by Mr. St. John, which plainly 
Ihew that he- did' not confider Ireland as a conquered nation.

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them without paying fuch duty *. In the reign of Charles I. 
great pains were ta^ken by Lord StracflFord to encourage. this 
maauia<^ure ; and in the fucceeding , reign f the gceat.and 
niunificent efforts of the firft Duke of Ormond were crowj^ed 
with merited fuccefs. The blafts pf-xivll xJiiTentions nipped • 
thofe. opening buds of induftry,. and when the ftafon was. 
more favourable, it is probable rthat» like England, they 
found the woollen manufadure a more ufeful obje<fl of nati- 
ojial parfuit ; which may be collected from the addrefs of the 
Englifli houlb of commons, " that they fo unwillingly promote 
** the linen trade J: ;"..and it was natural for a poor and ex- . 
haufted country to work up the materials of which it was 
pofleffed. 

In 1 696 the Englifli had given encouragement to the-manu- . 
faftures of hemp and flax in Ireland, but without ftipulating 
any reftraint of the export of woollen goods. . ., 

In 1699, there wa^ no equivalent whatever given for the 
prohibition of the export of our woolicn manufa<5tures. 

But perhaps it may be neccflary to inform the reader, that, 
the foregoing privileges at firft extended only to. the.EngWh. 
adventurers in the pale | and five Irifh families, the O^Briens^ 
the O^Cavanaghs, the O'Neals, the 0*Couors, ^d OMea. 
Loughlins jo{ Meath, the reft were deprived of their lives,, 
lands, and liberties by the Englifh with impunity ; and, to 
compleat their misfortunes, the celebrated ilatuteof iCxlken-^ 
ny, which here follows, was paffed in i3^5t which proved a 
more refpe<5table and numerous affembly th;m had, hitherto . 
been convened in Ireland. The prehites.of Dublin, Calhel^j 
Tuam, Lifmore, Waterford, Killalloc, Oflbry, Leighlin, 
Cloyne, obeyed the fuijimons of the king's fon. The lempor^ 
peers and commons chearfuUy attended. Bptheftates fat toge- 
ther: and the refult of their deliberations was, that the Eng-

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of Clarence, were become incre Irifh in their language, nimes^ 
apparel, and maimer of living ; had rcjeftcd the Englifh laws, 
and fubmitted to thofe of the Irifti, with whom they had nnited 
by marriage-alliance, to the min of the general weal. It was 
therefore enadled, that marriage, nurture of infants^ and gof- 
fipred with the Irifh, flxould be confidered and puniihcd as 
high-treafon. Again, if any man of Englifli race (hall ufe an 
Jriih.name, the Irifh language, or the Irifh apparel, or any 
mode or cuflom of the Irifhi' the a<5t provides that heihall for- 
feit lands and tenements, until he hath given ftcurity in the 
court of Chancery, to conform in every particular to the Eng- 
lifh manners ; or, if he haVe no lands, that he fhall be impri^ 
foned until the like fecurity be given. The Brehon law was 
pronounced, to be a pernicious cuflom and innovation lately 
introduced among the Englifh fubjefts *. It was therefore 
ordained that in all their controverfies they Ihall be go- 
verned by the confmxoh law of England ; and that whoever 
fhould fubmit to the Irift jurifdiftion, was to be adjudged ^ 
guilty- of high-treafon. As the Englifli had been accuflomed 
to make war and peace with the bordering enemy at their plea- 
fure, they were now expreftly prohibited from levying war upon • 
the Irifti, veithoiit fpecial warrant from the ftate. It was alfb 
made highly penal to the Engfifh, to pentiit their Irilh neigh-' 
hours to graze their :lands, to prefeht them to ecclefiaftical 
benefices, or to receive them into their mcnaflriesor religious 
•houfes ; to entertain their bards, who perverted their imagina^- ' 
tions by romantic tales; or their news tellers, who feduced 
them by falfe reports. It was made felony to impof* or cefi 
any forces upon the Englifh fubjeft againfl his will. And as 
the royal liberties and franchifes were become fan^uiries for 
roalefa<5tors, exprefs p©wer was given to the king's iheriffs to 
enter into all franchises, and there to apprehend felons or trai-

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tors. -Laftly , bccaufc the great lords, -when they levied forces 
for the public fervice, adled with partiality, and laid unequal 
burdens upon thcfubje^s, it\ras ordained, that four wardens 
of the peace in every county ■ fhould adjudge \vfaat men and 
armour every lord or tenant fhould provide. . The ftatutc was 
promulgated with particular fblemnity ; and the.fpiritual lords^ 
the better to enforce obedience, denoiinced e:^communicatioa 
on thofe who fhould prefume to violate it in any inftance. 

Voltaire, wfaofe acquaintaxics. with Irifii hiftory. appears to 
be very iKght, aftrts,. f* That the Irifh always belmvedfhame^ 
fully at home." I am confident^* with, all liis ingenuity, ht 
would not be able to iiippoft Jdbis on any princif^ of philofb* 
phy or common fenie : he fhoukl,;' however, firft have recol-. 
iedled the celebrated battle of Clontarf, which was the 99th 
in which- Boroimhe was victorious over the Danes ; he fhould. 
alfo have xecolleded the battle of Aughrini^ * where 1 5000 
Irilh, ill-paid, and worfe cloathed^ fought with 2^000 men, 
highly appointed, and the flower of all Europe j compofed of 
Engft/b^ Dutch ^ Flimings and Datut^ vying with eachother. That 
after a mofl bloody hght of fbxne hours, thefe began to fhrink 
on every fide ; and would have received a moft complete over- 
throw, but for the treachery of the commander ot.Uie Irifli 
hoffe, and the death of theii' general^ Icilled by ji random 
(hot. 

At the firil fiege-of Limerick, a fmall party of Iriih, headed 
by the gallant ^r^/vA/, cut off a cbaitderable body of the£; 
aliens near Cullen, and defbroyed all the cannon; and UiAu^ 
nition, intended i&s the expediting thi^ work ; and in tins en- 
terprife it is difficult to determine which to admire more, the 
ivifdom of the plan, or the intrepidity with whiph it was 
executed. Soon. after this, when a breach was mad^ in the 
^alls 4oieet wid^^ which the £nglifh> with their accu^med 
bravery, mounted, and poured into the city, the Irifh rallied 
in the centre o£ the Irifh-town ; ia their turn attacked the 
eneniy, beat. then» back to the di&aantled walls, and from 
thence to the Foffc. They did not flop here : they purfued 
them Co their camp with great ikughter ; and though they 
did not fet fire to^the Englifh hofpital, where the wounded, 
unable fo fly, were perifiiing in the flames, yet, it is a Idiowii 
fad, that they partly prevented .the efieiAs of this ui9inatural 
order, by qkenchiDig the fire, and fkving numbers of thefe 
half-expiring wretches. The cenfure which King William 
pafied on his troops, after this (fcfeat, is too glorious for the 
Trifli to be here omitted : « Hsd I (faid he) b^t the handful of

lowing,- ihtws how fcnfibly the high allies felt the check :

If time and the liolits of this work permitted, ' numerous^

O^Niali and his intrepM followers t'

Pervert the reverend archives of thy reign ? 
Shall flaves traduce the blood thy votaries ipilt;- 
Blafpheming glory with thcr name of guilt ?

To this bright taik feme fri/h fpirit raifc.

And though accuracy may he difappointed in arrangement, . 
•judgment in fele<5^ion, and indulgence wearied with length^ 
to balance thefe^ difcemment may difcover a defire to pauie, 
where candour feemed fatisfied, till hurried oh by frefh infor- 
fmatton to eftabli<h truth, or diipel prejudice, repetition con- 
iequently following < however, Ihould.the former prevail, 
-yout^, hafte, and avocation to neceffary bufincfs, could be 
iprodttced in ray favour, if the pleafing reflexion of having en- 
deavoured to ferve my country, did not at leaft, though at the 
fame time with every poffible relpcdt to public opinion, prepare 
my feelings againft every ill-natured attack ; in confidence of 
which, I Ihall add a fe^y remarks, unwiHing-to quit afubjc<a 
which has left fuch pleafing impreflions on a>heaft, wftieh only 
laments the inability of a fiead to gratify its 1«rarmeft' wishes. 
Videmus quiddeceatnonaiTequimuf. Cicero: 

It -is piain, /A^, that Ireland ney^r <u>as conquered by the 
En^ifh ; it is not probable tO fuppofe, that Strongbow witH 
400, and Henry 11. with 500 Knights, ftiould prevail where 
60,000 and upwards, ignoniiiiiOuiiy failed. In addition tb 
what has beert laid oft this fubjeft, the followlrig ma^ not be 
deemed inappofite, '^ " • .: - 

The very beft view of the political ftate of this kingdoiji 
f from the reign of Henry the' iecond to Vhat of James the 
4irft) is ^iven by Sir John Davids, Attorney- General, who 
was fent hither in that characfter; foon after his royal maf- 
ter*s acce(ri()n to tSe throne of Great Britain^ His book bears 
the title of * Hiftorical colle6!i6nfi : or, a difcovery of the 

* true caufcs why Ireland was never cnttrely Aibdued, nor 

* brought under obedience to the crown ©f England, until 
^ the beginning o!f the reign of king James.' Thecaufes are 
affigned under two general heads : 1 ft. The faint profecution 
bf the war. Both Henry the fecohd andhisfon (King John) 
contented themfelves with gaining afuperficial homage 'froni 
the kings of three provinces ; and Sir John Courcy, earl of 
Ulfter, made IJttle more impreflion on the fourth. No force 
fufEcient to.fupport the Englifti intereft, appeared before th^ 
thirty-fixth of Edward the third ; and this was reckoned aA 
intolerable burden upon the treafury of England. So was 
JKichard the fecond's expedition in the latter end of his r^gn ^ 

•frOTft 
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jfreiri which time, to tie 39th of queen Elizabeth, there never 
was a competent ftrength ient over. The author, in this part of 
vhis difcourfe, fhcw3 at large what hindrances every preced- 
ing reign was cloged with, running through the moft mate- 
rial occurrences in each. 2. The other chief caufe of this 
flow progrefs he attributes to the defed^s and loofnefs in the 
(^ivil adminiA ration. There was frqm the beginning, he ob- 
fervcs^ a fhcw of. giving Englifli laws and franchifes to the 
natives in general; but, infadl, thefe privileges were only al- 
lowed, by the courts of judicature,, te five Irifli fepts» the 
re jl being always treated as aliens and enemies^ 'In proof of 
this, he entertains his reader with feveral curious cafes and 
pleadings in faid courts. 'A like fault in policy was the pafling 
of exhorbitanc !grants, whole jcountries and provinces, to the 
firft adventurers, who, inftead of winning over the natives to 
the obedience of their Sover^ignifeU-into cudlefs q^uarrels among 
themfelves. Thefe ftruggles put them under a neceffity of 
living under the old Irim fafhion, for, to increafe the num^ 
bers and powers of their refpedive families and rchins,' they 
obferved the laws of Tainiftry and Gavelkind; and,! as their 
forces grew numerous, they were fubfiftcd by the wicked ex- 
tortion of Buanachd, Coigna and Livery. •: Theftatutes of 
Kilkenny made fomc prpvifion for the cure of this epidemic 
diilemper : and thefe ena^ed by Sir Edward Poyning^unde^ 
,king Henry the feventh, feemed to fecurc an univerfaj obfer- 
vance of the Englifh laws. Yet, in the very next reiglij there 
was room enough for ^ farther reformation both ^ in church 
and ftate : when the Lord Grey, having (among other whole- 
fome adls of parliament) procured ^n eftablifhment of the 
king's fupremacy, firfl: difcovered that the Iriih made no fcru- 
ple in renouncing the Pope, when they had once refolved to 
obey the king. However, the advances that wore afterward* 
made by the Earl of SufTcx under Queen Mary, feconded by 
thofc of Sir H. Sidney, and Sir Charles Blount (Lord Mount- 
joy) under Queen Elizabeth, finiflied the martial part of a 
plenary reduftion of the whole kingdom; leaving only the 
peaceful diftribution of juilice, and the fettlement of trade and 
commerce, to the miniftry of King James. Thi^ U the fxxm 
and fubftance of that excellent? treatife, which abounds with 
filch a naafterly knowledge in the hiftory and ftate of . Ireland? 
as is truly incomparable^ 

It is plain then that we enjoyed all the conmiercial liber- 
ties of England, until the 15th of Charles II.* In 1663, our

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exportation to the Colonies was prohibited. In \ 670, our ira- 
'portation thence. In 1699, King William III. declared he 
fwrould reftri<ft our wool trade as far as in him lay^ which he 
accordingly did. 

As nine-tenths of the preient inhabitants of this Icing- 
dom are allowed tp be defcended from thofe Englifh fettlers, 
and the natives^ who from time to time were permitted the 
ufe of the Engliih laws * ; it is clear, beyond contradidion* 
jthat we were as FREE as the Englifh during 500 years. 
Our liberties were firft infringed by the deteftabic Strafford, 
hU the cries of this opprtjfed country purfued^ and cvertooh him f. 
Since that period, you have borne ** the whips and fcorns of 
>* time Xy the opprcflbr's wrongs, the proud man's contumely,

Manners of the Irifti of our days. Their baptifmal names areprophace; 
they wed for the future, not the prefect, whereby divorces are eafily ob- 
tained, andthfthuiband at liberty to chufe aiiptl^er wife, and the wife ano- 
ther hulband; the fava^e Irifl) foilop th^ir kncesat ftghtofth^new moon; 
tliey pay great attention to their horfes, feeding ;them with com ; prefted 
hy great hunger, they e«t raw flefli, they iikewiie eat cow*s blood, 
coyered wiih butter. The £nelifli Irifh as yet are feparated from the old 
natives, and the Bnglifti who iimabit the Pale, being the laft of all the colo- 
nies, would not give one of their daughters in marriage to the nobleft 
Prince of the ZriiS^ Their diCputef are determined by certain men, called 
Brcbontf who are as ignorant of the civil law as of. the Britiih ; they 
judge whoHy from d^qncftic cuftpmi, which| confirmed by frequency of 
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fv* and the laws delay ;" your hiftory confidcred as fable» your 
courage fool-hardinefs, and your hofpitality inteifjpcrance. 

And now, my countrymen andfellow-i'ubje<^s, fmce ye have 
fet fo bright an example to pofterity in the redemption of your 
^liberties, continne to prefer.ve them inviolate 4 watch them

the richeft foil no longer entrufted with the hopes of harvcft, 
but configned to the Tuftenance of cattle as the only market- 
able conmiodity; a Q>iritlefs .peafajjtry, ijl-lodged, worfe 
cloathed, and coarfely fed; a ruiAed tenantry; every 
heretofore crowded hamlet and village experiencing the real 
miferies of Dodor Goldfmith's DefeHed One; tLt fpirit 
of freedom broken by opprefiion into defpondence; the languid 
eye only lifted to take in frefh images for forrow; life mea- 
fured by length; and death or emigration, the living 
death of population, prefei^ted as. the only refource from 
mifery ; every^ fpecies of induftry blaijed in the bud ; public 
credit failed, merchants became bankrupts, our artificers 
begged in our ftreets, the numbers of our poor grew greater 
as tne means of relieving them grew lefs ; our charity only 
was not chilled, but our hands could not obey the warm dic- 
tates of our hearts ; wool reduced one half in its ufual price ;

perty of the kingdom was ftiaken, the principal export trade 
ruined by a repeated embareo ** to ferve the low corrupt in- 
trigues o^ an Ei>gliih miniitcr, to bribe » vote, and fill the 
pockets of a contra flor. To add, if; poifible, a fur.ther dif-- 
grace, we were made the inftruments of our humiliation ; 
we were upbraided with a lan^our, and inattention, of which 
England alone w^s the caufe ; and while every exertion and 
every art were ufed to forge and rivet our chains, we were 
charged with the vices that refuk from a ftate of defpondent 
fervitude, an4 they were made the infolent plea for rcfixfmg 
our juft demands^ It mufthowever^ be acknowledged, that 
in the midft of tyranny, they thought on mercy ; and, when 
they had loft America, they were pleafed, with all the 
ftindnefs of infulting condefcenfion, to indulge us in the unfol* 
licited favour of cultivating tobacco; ahd, to give the laft 
gloomy finifhing t6 th^ pi^re of our diftrfcfs, the property 
of the kingdom, feverely injured and threatened with total 
and immediate deftruftioti, by a combination oi fecret vil- 
lains, hardened in iniquity, and made defpcrate.by want. 

It is a juft obfcrvation that there aid inomc^ts big with the 
fate of nations, as \veH as of perforis : 177$ appears to be 
peculiarly fo with refpeft to Ireland j the combination of

He afiured^enfilemen, .tha^ the fitua>- 
rtion of the Irifh was mdj deplorable ; walnt and poverty 
were viixble every where throu^out the kingdom; manur 
fa^res were at a ftand ; ' and' zaaiine had lb oveHpread the 
.country, that nothing but the miferies of our peopU ^t Cal- 
cutta, during the dr^ful fcaroity of provifions tJ»rile> could 
equal the prdfent iicuation of' thc'Irifli* . The whole revenue 
of the kingdom was fcarcely aideqtiate to th^ fupporCof the 
military eftablifhment, and the. payment of intiereft &r the 
debts contraded in the cmtfi o£ Britain. The TJ^hie of eftates 
had funk to 17 and 14 yeaf^s purchafe; and even at that low 
rate no purchafers were to.bc ibund, and for wi^nt of trade

The narrow .poHcy of cobfining the > trade o£ ain empire to 
one part, and exdudbig allithe olthers from t ^atrf iei]))ation in 
it, was no lefs abfond thaaprejudioial to 'thei^hole. It was 
fingular and piq^aralldedin .Bunope. Thefe ^wats no Prince 
on the continent, wifaofe. d^whaojis werd'coihpofed. of differ- 
ent fiates, who abfuhHy ch^fiied the intereft ^ t>np to the 
min of the reft. The houfeof Aoftria poSeBks Auftria, the 
Netherlands, the Milaiitiefe, Hungary and Bcixemia, and finds 
it her intereft iargraintiag theben^Qt of a free and equal trade 
fo all Frande, makes no diflinftions between the JaiKxeot pof- 
jeflionk of the crown and its newly acquired domimons^ Al^ce» 
Pranchp Ootaxtf Lorraine, and what are called Les Fays \ 

• ' Reeonque 
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Reeonques, all participate in trade equally with the other 
provinces of the kingdom. Spain adted formerly as we do 
now ; but our misfortunes had made them wife. Cadiz was 
the only port in Spain allotted for American commerce : buc 
that foeliih fyflem had been lately exploded ; and now that aM 
the Spaniih ports are opened, the Spaniards find their manu- 
fa6^ures revived ; bat above all, they fee their navy raifed to a 
degree of (Irength unknown to Spain at any other periodt 
We in our turn ought te learn from them. Ireland had always 
been our beft cuftomer ; (he had taken our manufadures off 
our hands, and gave bread to onr workmen. To difabie her 
from continuing to do fo, is to rob our manufadfurers of the 
-means of fuhfifting. Our tanning- bark, which was fonnerly 
fold in Ireland at iFour guineas a tCm, brought at preient only 
half that fum : The other commodities of this kingdom had 
4unk in proportion. Was that policy ? Was that juUice cither 
io EngHlh or Iriih ? The profperity of one country he always 
iuiderilood to be beneficial to tjie other ; and as their intereiU 
were iniibparable, fo their advantage ihould be mutuaL Ire- 
land, fituated as k is, would be £bil more advantageous to 
Great Britain, than if it was plated in the very centre of 
England ; becaufe from the fituation it muil always be ef fer- 
vicc to our nav^ation.

jefty^s fpeeeh in the BritiHi houfir, at the clofe of the lail lei* 
fion, was the harbinger of good tidings and great events, 
which was this day coililrmed in the Idrd iieu^nanc's %ecch, 
who fays he has it in eommand to declare his wifh to co-ope- 
rate itk fuch meafuresas may belt promote our interefts, intereA( 
which, in the hands of the prefent admiiiiftration, mud be well 
managedf as their deligna^are pure; that under fuch an admi^ 
filftration the general benefit of the empire would be attended 
to, 'above all partial and felfiih coftfiderations ; and the vert 
of calumny, which fo long traduced them, would difappcar, 
imd the fa^iotti cafumniatcrs, touched with truth, a& wiih the 
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fpear of Ithuriel, w*uld dart into fhape. What thanks were 
due to our chief governor, who £6 refpedlfuUy mentions the 
focieties of arincd patriots throughout the kingdcnn ? What 
muft our. opinion be of a chief governor who ijpeaks {o ho* 
nourably of that great bulwark of coaditutional liberty, a 
national militia? though our didreffes are great, from them 
profperous days may ipring, like tliat fair flower the fabling 
poets tell of, which fprung from a hero's blood. . 

Mr. Grattan faid, the fpeech contained nothing explicit* 
nothing fatisfadtory ; it meant to quiet the minds 01 the peo- 
jile without any declaration whatever. After his majedy had 
been addreffed by his Irifti fubjefts for a free export trade* 
didfuch addreKTes require no anfwei: ? Were the people of Ire- 
iand undeferving the notice of the Britiih mini(lers? Was there 
no refpeA for the interefts of thefe kingdpikis anoong the ff^r- 
vants of the crown on this fide of the water ? Were not thefe 
fervants of the crown alfo reprefemtatives of the people ? 
Wliy not then fpeak out ? Are our diftre^es pf (6 private a 
nature that they muft not be mentioned? [Here he gave an 
eloquent and pathetic pidture of the mifera^le condition of 
this kingdom.] It is plain we have nothing to expe^, fince 
applications from the people, backed with the fame from the 
officers of the crowti, are not attended to. Ireland, then, has 
nothing to depend upon but her fpirit ; no redrefs of jp^ne- 
ranees, no extenfion of trade, but from the efibrts of her 
people ! and will it be politic, will it be iafe,. here or elfewherei 
to oppofe thefe eflports? Why does notour addrefs^alfb fpeak 
out ? Why have we lefs fpirit than the pcopk ? Shall the com- 
mons of Ireland (hew lefs fpirit than the moft infignificant 
corporation ? Are we {o fallen, fo defpicable, as to be more 
afraid of England's cenfure, than of the cries of our ftanring 
manufacturers. 

The diftrefles of this kingdom are two fold, the beggary of 
the people, and the banknipcy of the ftate< The firft he 
would aik the commiflioners of the revenue to prove, but he 
Would afk them upon oe^th, whether the reftri^ons on our 
trade was not the caufe ? whether the prohibitions laid on by' 
England againft the exports of woollen clothes did not 
Occafion it ? Whether there were not too many inhabita^s in 
diis kingdom, though not half peopled ; whether tothofe inha** 
hitants was the American continent ftill open* would 
they not have migrated thither rather than pine in their na<f 
tive land, the vidtims of Englifh tyranny, rather than dure 
in it by an Englilh adt of parliament i Ab4 laftlyr was therp- 

onc 
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Cme rich merchant in the l;ingdoxn ? This kingdom^ (he con- 
tinued) ruined by; £^ balance ot trade agalnlt her for To many 
years, and the draiu of abfente^s, owes its preieut exigence 
to a(&>cia4<^s^ itis but a temporary expedient, and fome- 
thing more effe^ual mufi:bedone. 

A&to the baiikru^cies of the date, they are the coafequence 
of a fy ftem of boundlefs prodigality^ profligacy, and violence ; 
a boundlefs prodigality, while our ixieans were limited ; a pro* 
ftigacy and violence uniformly maintained. One inilance will 
fuffice, wherie the late attomy general obliged the merchants 
of Copk to fign, an illegal bond, as a collateral iecurity to an 
iUega) path. The peace eftabliihment oi this, poor country 
amounts to one-ilxth of that of England; what proportion is 
there in our means ? What is this eftablilhment ? infamous 
penfions to inf^nousmenl [here he launched into foin/e per^ 
fonalities] and will thofe men, whom we pay, voce againft 
an extenfion of our tPaclef vote againft the means of fup- 
portiag the^l To whatpai^ havethefe profligate adminiitra- 
tipns reduced.' this kingdom I to be infulted with our poverty 
in the fpeec^ frpin . the throne; to be told of our beggary ; 
that the officers of the CFO%vn here have begged jo^oocl. from 
England, or the troops could not have marched into camp ; 
when itU kno^n, that it is tins iHrofligacy that has unnerved 
the arm of governpient, and made the fword of defence fall 
in its himd. 

He then moved an amendment to the addrefs, to be iq- 
ferted in the following wor4s ; 

<* That we befeech ypnr majefty to beUeyv^ that it is with 
the utmoft reluctance w^ ar^ conRrained, to approac;h you on 
the pref^nt ocqafion ; bjit the coniUnt drain to fupply abfen* 
tees, and the unfortunate prohibition of our trade, have cauied 
fuch calamity; that the. natural fupport of our country has 
decayed, and our manufa^rers are dying for want. Fa- 
mine ^k^ hand in h%nd with hppelefs wretchednefs, and the 
only means left to fupport the ex^ring trade of this miferable 
part of your majefty's dominions, is to open a free export 
trade, and let your IHfh fubjedts enjoy their natural birth* 
right." Lord Weftport feconded Mr. Grattan's motion for 
the amendment. Mr, Flood confidered the addrefs as inex- 
plicit. 

Sir Henry Cavendifh declared he would vote againft the 
amendmentff apprehending (with a view we ntay fuppofe to 
inefficacy and procraftinacion) that this buiinefs would be betr 
ter effected by opening a committee on purpofei or rather fol"* 

t . lowing 
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lowing a precedent m the year 1661, when the Lords and 
Commons of Ireland appointed commiffioners to att«nd the 
King, to fupplicdte the redrefs of grievances. 

Mc. Ogle, in a drain of honeft indignation, reprobafed the 
idea of entering into a committee on the fubjed of our" 
^icrances % he was (ick, he faid^ of that mode of trifling with 
the nation in order to gain time ; that the ghoft of the Com- 
mittee on the embargo haunted htm every time he heard a 
committee mentioned ; and laftly, if we did not mention 
fomething in the addrefs, the miniftry might again (heiter 
thcmfelrcs under the old ezcufe, ** That truly they did n«t 
«• know what the Irfih wanted, as frheir parliament was filent 
** on the head,** andfo go on with the old fyftem of duplicity. 
Sir Edward Newenham, in a fpirited and warmly decided 
(Iraia, conjured the houfc,- by all they held dear, to re-aflume 
their wonted digmity and power, the early claims to which 
he happily and unanfwerably traced ; charged the Biiti(h mi- 
niftry with contempt and negle^l to the nation, and called on 
their warmeft advocate to deny the aflerdoni faid heperfedly 
agreed with Mr. Flood, that the addrefs did not • go far 
enough, and that he' thought the original addrels a ferviie 
etho to the ipcech. 

The Provoft drew a moft pathetic pifture of life melancholy 
fitnation of his native country, declaring, oatkis <}ue(Hon, 
that no adnuniibration ihould bias him from the welfare of 
ids country. 

The Attorney General, without arguments to fiipport, -or 
aft to deceive, delivered a ftudied cialogium on the fenfibillty 
of the King, and the humanity of his minifter.' 

The debate now took a new tuna ; feveral of tfec mintHa-iai 
party declared, that thofigh they thought this bnfintfs might 
liat'c conafe more properly otherwife, yet, that thet^ might be 
an imanimttjr, they would *iot oppofe the amendmeat. 

Hon. Henry Flood declared for the amendmewt, and en- 
tered largely into a juftiification of bis potitkal <:;o<iduj(^, 
-which, iicfAid, had unfortunately been muck mifr^pr^femed ; 
that the office fe held was the junfoUlcited gift of hi^^So^e^ 
rfeign, which he had received with^rattt«de, aftd held with 
honour^ that when a tn me came that he could "n^tonger do 
it, he would jgl^v throw the bracelet into the comnaon 
4:au!drewL, 

Mr. PrWe Sci^eant, after expaciating on ithc meceffity <*£ • 
immedi^iiit-lT Sttyingiinannae^i-vOca^ manner, the^ilatc-ofour 
«]?lrcl!cs at the- foot cf the throne, n-iov^d m Jieii of the 
aJBCJidment propofed, " that it' is iiot by temporary expedi- 
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** cnt«> but by a Free Trade alone, that this nation is now to 
<* be faved from impending ruin." 

The amendment was carried rKm. con, as W3is alfo the ad- 
lirefs to the Lord Lieutenant. 

We Ihali here give a flight review of this feflion : every 
objedl now wore the appearance of beauty, contrafted with 
the deformity we have defcribcd; our liberties reftored! 
our commerce emancipated! a people, no Ipnger divided 
by religious prejudice and fa<Sliou?^ animofity, but, endeared 
to each other by the firmed ties of gratitude and aflFcdlion ; 
united to her fifter kingdom, in the (Irongeft bonds ofinte- 
reft and amity ; content and fet;isf5i.(3tion diffufed on every 
counten^ce ; the lowed individual taught, by experience, to 
know his own importance, and actuated by' a fpirit of emu* 
lation, to attaiQ a higher rank amongfl hij| fellow-citizens. 
The ads of co^^mqrce encouraged by the rich, and purfued 
with induftry by the poor; convinced that their a^ivity will 
now be followed t^y fucccfs ; the nation itfelf, roufed from 
indolence, governed folely by a fpirit of freedom, and ele- 
vated to the moft exalted fituation in the opinions of mankind, 
which, wl^l^ it gratifies their pride, infures its ? liability ; her 
jlatural rank in the political fcale of Europe afcertained ; no 
longe;* confidcred a meer appendage to Great Britain ; fup^- 
porte.d wholly by that confequencc, to which the fertility of 
her foil, the peculiar happinefs of her fituation, -and the fpi- 
rit of her people intitle hen 

Immediately previous to this, tiq patriotic town of Gal- 
way entered into a non-importation agreement, which wsie 
inftantly followed over all the kingdom, now clothed in her

tunity foon offered, which convinced our enemies of thecfti^ 
piatiqn in which we were to be held. ." ; .. ' . '

Late 
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Late in the fummer of the year 1779, while the combined 
fleet of our enemies rode tritmiphant in the channel, and 
menaced the kingdom with immediate invafion, the affrighted 
maratime towns made supplication to government for prptcg- 
tion, the eftablilhed forces of the nation having been called 
away to fupport the war in America ; the chief gevemor was 
forced to confefs himfelf unable tp afford any effe^ual affift- 
ance in this alarmine ftate of urgei^t neccflity ; the people of 
Ireland refolved to defend themfelves ; gp vemment, forgetting 
their jealoufy in their ftars for the fafety of the empire, yielded 
to the impulfe of the nation, and, withreia^<^ant confidence, 
placed arms in the hands of men, that fhewed themfelves 
worthy of the important truft. The ifleets of the enemy, 
alarmed at our military preparations, beheld the banners oi 
defiance, and fled precipitate from our coafts. 

For this never to be forgotten fcrvice, the Dvtkc of Lein-: 
fl:cr, and Mr. T. ConoUy moved^ *' That the thanks of the 
•< hoofe be given to (the fevcral Volunteer Corps, for their 
<« fpirited exertion at this time fo necefl^iryin defence of thi§ 
** country/' (which paiTed nem, con.) 

This the LiM-d Chancellor find Lord Annally feemed defi- 
rous to oppofe, by wilhing to know under )vhat authority 
thie Volunteers arofe ; forgetful, it fcems, that power only orir 
ginates from the people, wlitch, once for all, that they may 
pcrfeMy know, I have fubjcined the plain, but trtily fe^ifible 
remarks of Mr. Locke hereon, &c. ^ 

The reafoh Why men enter thto fociety, is the pf efervation 
of their property ; and the end why they chufe and authorize 
^ legiflative, is, that there may be laws made, and rules fet. 
as guards and fences to the properties of atl the members 61 
the fociety ; to llmk the po^rs, and moderate the dpminioi\ 
of every p|rt and member of the fociety ; for fmce it can 
never be fuppofed to be the will of the fociety, that the legi- 
flative (hould have a power to deftroy that which every on^ 
dcfigns to feetsre by enteriiig into fociety, and for which the 
^pleifhbfaiitted theinfelvfcs to legtflators of their own mak^ 
mgi inhen&ret the kgiflator s endeavour to take away, or to 
detttcf the property of At people, or to reduce thetn tb 
ikv«vy Tinier ^t^lhtt^ry power, they put themfelves into a 
fiats of war wkh thfe pcfople [« e. RebcHaht, they bring 
Inck^the: ftate of war] who are thereupon abfolved from 
waj farther obe^ence, and are left to the conomon refugee 
which God hath provided for all ttien againft force and via- 
lence. ' 

Whenfoevcr, 
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Whenfoever, therefore, the legiflative (hall tranfgrefs this 
fundamental rule of fociety, and eitlier by ambition, fear, 
folly, or corruption, endeavour to grafp thcmfelves, or put 
into the hands of any other, an abfolute power over the 
lives, liberties and eilates of the people ; by this breach of 
trnft they forfeit the power the people had put into their 
hands for quite contrary ends, and it devolves to the peo- 
ple again, who have a right to refume their original liberty ; 
and by the eftablifhment of a new legiflative (fuch as they 
{hall think fit) to provide for their own fafety and fecurity, 
which is the end for which they are in fociety, What 1 have 
faid here concerning the legiflative in general, holds true alfo 
concierning the fuprcme executor, who having a double truft 
put in him, both to have a part in the legiflative and the 
iiipreme execution of the law, adls againft both when he 
goes about to fet up his own arbitrary will as the laws of the 
fociety. He adls alfo contrary to his truft when he either 
employs the force, treafure, and office of the fociety, to cor- 
rupt the reprefentatives, and gain them to his purpofes, or 
openly pre-engages the eledtors, and prefcribes to their choice 
fuch whom he has, by folicitations, threats, promifes or 
otherwife, won to his deflgns, and employs them to bring 
in fuch who have prosnifed beforehand what to vote and what 
to enadt. Thus to regulate the candidates and dehors, and 
new mcrdel the ways of eledtion, what is it but to ciit up the 
govenmient by the roots, and to poifon the very fountain of 
public fecurity ? for the people, having referved to ihemfelvcs 
the choice of their repref<fntatives, as the fence to their pro- 
perties, could do it for no other end but that they might 
always be freely chofen, and fo chofen, freely a<fl and advife, 
as the.ncceflity of the conunon wealth and the public good 
fhpuld, upon examination and mature debate, be judged to 
require. This thofe who give their votes before they have 
heard the debate^ and have not weighed the reafons on all 
fides, are not capable of doing. To prepare fuch an affembly 
as this, and to endeavour to fet up the declared abettors of 
his own will for the true reprefentatives of the people, and 
the law-makers of the fociety, is certainly as great a breach of 
truft, as perfed a declaration of a defign to fubvert the go- 
vcmmeiit, as is poflible to be met with ; to which if one fliall # 
add, rewards and punifhitients vifibiy employed to the fame 
end, and ail the ^tts of pefveft^d law made ufe of, to take 
off and deftrpy all that flarid in the way of fuch a defigh, 
and will not comply and confcnt to betray the liberties of 

their 
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their Gortntry, it v/ill be paft <Wbt what is doing* Whnt 
|)o\ver they ought to have in the fociety, who thus employ it: 
contrary to the trnd that went along with it in ks firit infti- 
tiition, rs eafy to determine ; and one cannot hut fee, that he 
t-.'ho h'ds once attempted any inch thing as this cannot any 
loneer be trufted. Locke on Gov. chap. 19, § 22.2- 

The fears of an invaHon fubCided; but the people* how 
accuftomed to affociate in arms, and fenfible of their impor- 
tance, conferred, began to fpeak and think with more 
freedom of that ftate of fubjedlio», in whkh they had 
too long been held, and which was aggravated by thediftref* 
feh at this time, in a peculiar degree, convinced of their 
i-ighcs, and confcious they were now in a fituation to de- 
mand a reftitntion of them, they looked forward "to redreis, 
and they thought it juft, that whilft they protedled Ireland 
from the enemies of Britain, it llK)uld be made of fbme 
value to themfelves. The fire of Liberty fpread through 
their different afTocrauons ; their union fei-ved to ftrengthea 
and dtfFufe the flame; they talked amongft themfelves 
of their prefent degenerate ftate ; wondered at thetr pu- 
fdlanimous condu(3^, and refolved to redeem themfelves 
in the eyes of mankind ; at this critical period, the feflion of 
79 opened r-^— The Secretary entered on the bufinefs of govern^ 
ment with the ufual confidence of fuccefs ; a confidence au- 
thorized by the experience of the former feflion, in whici^ 
aflifted by a numerous and corrupt majority in parliament, 
he had triumphed over the efforts of the virtuous part of the 
people, and by continuing an odious embargo, had brought 
the nation to the verge of bankruptcy ; how great then mu(l 
have been the furprize of the minifter to meet with unac- 
cuftomed oppofition ! to feel himfelf obliged to give way to 
an unanimous refolution of the Houfe of Commons^, inferted 
even in the addrefs to the throne ; " That, k was not by tem.- 
porary expedients, but by a Free. Trade alone, this country 
could be faved from impending ruin." This great refolution, in 
.the opinions of the reprefentative> can be attributed only to 
that fpirit of liberty, which the armed affociations had dif- 
fufed through the whole nation ; they feemed fenfible of tliis, 
and gave a fandlion to their afTerhblies, by voting theru unani- 
motijlyy an addrefs of thanks ; the words, " Free Trade]* 
echoed through the kingdom, and the people pledged them- 
felves to fupport the requifition of the comnions; ti^e nation 
however had not yet learned to fpeak out, npyr ha^ tfee [gal- 
lant 
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Iktit aflbciatitvas jet infplred or aiTumed that confideiwje, tlieiir 
rerpe^lMlity of charader jeininentiy entitled them to. A no 
markable laftance of this occurs in the printed debates of the 
lioufe in the ^arly part of thw feflion ; en a motion fur re- 
treiic4m%cfit, it beihg fagacioufly mfmuated by b'lx Beujamia 
Chapman, that, It would be prudent in government to com- 
ply -chcarftiSly with the reaftrnaWe demands of the people^ new 
with «rms in their hansds, determined to defend tlieir rights 
He was anfv^'crcd by Liiia G — ^r, and Job a D— n^ l:.fc|r<^ 
ihat, die Vokmteers had taken up ai-ms, o«/y, for the pui:- 
pofe of defending the country from external vioLence, and 
ahtcmai mfurredion, and mot, by any means, %vith the 
view fuggcfted. So fittie was the true ipirit of Che Volunteflr 
combinations at that' time -undcfrllood or aflerted in pari i a- 
anent. A Free Trade, with the acqulefccnce of England, w iKs 
the confequcnjee of thofe fpirited meaftires ; the people ,\vere 
iiot to be refofed, bat Eiigiand^ while fhe was farced to yidd 
itotjic UroBg remontlrances of the nation, endeavoured ^[an^ 
in a great meaforc efFc^ed 3b.er plan) to make the ajcquilitioji 
^of litde va1»e, by forciag, through the weight of pai*Ha- 
menftiry ^nfiuence, fu«h regiilatrious as were Inapplicable and 
injttribtw toifhe purpofes m commerceu Thefe attempts ;to 
«ev*a3e icmr requifitioirt awakened the attention, and ,con- 
•iirmed^he fpiritof Irdand ; ihe began to fee, tiiatlt wasidte 
:ahdtnTain to «xpe6t, that the ft-eedora of trade -woilldibjc 
^nviolatej w^hrk the :fireedom of the coniiitutlon r^miiinetl 
iliir-onaflerted^ i!heie wife .and generous fentiments fb worthy 
^T-a great -people, "Ihe was t*ughti:ofeel and juai main in a 
manner becomtng/her &igjiity,'fbv one of the firmeft and moft 
t-i"! ft la gutftie d patriots 73 .grat;eflif.iiaf ion was eVer'BleiTed with:: 
Mr. Grattan direfted^the iefforts of the 'Volunteers -to the at- 
tainment of «n »dbje<ft that inei*rted all their exertions ; a tot^i 
semahcipation frord tlie mtrudeS pow^r of England, and ai 
jTerffed reftoration of that freedom to w4iidh they were en - 
tkled^y Magna Chaitav - "While heinfpircd the armedforces 
of flie nation with ^gin idea rtf their 'O^wn conTequence, he at 
the fame time fopported their <!laims in parliament .with. fuCh 
jmrfuafive eloqujcn^e, fuch power <if argum^it, that. each 
iavSvidttal'bfthe commons abjured for Himfetf, Ij^e 'fi.iprem'acy 
of Gheat Brftain; and, it cannot be faid he was defcate^l}, 
tko\igh.he did not, at that time, prevail in parrying his'ino- 
tionibr a pai^tamentary. declaration of right*. IHe focceeiieU 
diowever in eftablifiiing the idea in the niinds of every indi- 
*Lklual in the-kin^om. He \riisiaoJwJ up uo ja^iiu;ii' -knfLki 
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in the glorious work of libei'ty ; he deferved the honourable 
flation, and was regarded by all parties, as the glory, orna- 
ment, and faviour of his country. The people liavine now 
difclaimed all obedience to the a^ts of the Englifli legi&ture, 
as we had no law of our own, to regulate the condudl of the 
army, it was neceflary that a mutiny bill Ihould be immedi- 
ately ena6ked ; it paffed Here, and was fent to England for 
the royal affent : here flie again ihewed, how tenacious ihe 
was iliJl of the power fhe had afTumed ; the bill was altered, 
and the law made ftrpttual though it had been limited by 
our parliament to two years only. Still the arts of venality, 
which had triumphed with fuch avowed fuccefs in the former 
fedions, again prevailed, and the bill was pafTed in its prefent 
difgraceful form : arguments were not wanting to fupport or 
palliate corruption ; it was attempted to be proved, that a 
perpetual law was of equal fervice to the nation, and that the 
alteration of the Englilh council ought not to alarm the jea- 
loufy of this kingdom, as their admitting at all, the necef- 
iity of a new law was a fufiicient relinquilhment of their 
right to bind Ireland. This flimfy reafoning however did 
not fatisfy the people ; they faw with ailonifhment and con- 
tempt the interefled venality of their reprefentativcs : the« 
Volunteers entered inftantly into the moft ^irited akid de- 
cided refolutions eipreffive of their difcontent, and dtfappro- 
bation ; and the parliament was prorogued while thcj nation 
remained thus unfatisfied. The general diflatisfadlion had 
fpread itfelf into the remoteft comers of the kingdom ; every 
man was called upon to lend his aHillance, and enliil under 
the banner of freedom. If any before remained inatten- 
tive, they were now convinced of the neceflity of uniting in 
the general caufe : fcarcely was one individual found indo- 
lent or bafe enough to look on an idle fpe<Stator. Reviews 
were appointed ; new corps were added ; provincial mufters 
were directed ; encampments were formed ; inftrudions came 
from the conftituents to their reprefentatives, and the people 
waited in military array, until the hour came, when they 
could with firmnefs and dignity demand From parliament a 
legal fandlion to their claims. 

April 20, 1780, Mr. Grattan, uninfluenced by power, 
flrengthening from defeats, and brightening from miniilerial 
coUihon, moved, " that the King's moft excellent Majefty, and 
«< the Lords and .Commons of Ireland, are the only power 
«« competent to make laws to bind Ireland: " yecfuch, at 
' this time, was the corruption of the fenate, that this moft 
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(alutarymbtioxi ^cm jrcgatived, tJbottgh urged witli the clear«ft 
a^rguments» and ddiv^rcd with tbe w^meft pathos. 

It was originally iatendeid tiat chis work fhould cloic with 
ttc laft feffio^t (ia 7^2,) but finding on a clofer view, thp 
transitions from tliis to that period numerous, deeply in- 
terefting{ and wortliier of higher difcuflion than time has 
hidierto permitted^ they are rcferved for die continuation of 
ik fecond volume ; Zfii as the principle defign of chis work is 
to di^ufe informationsL aad convey, to the lateft moment, thofe 
important deter.n»in^tioi|s which the unanimous vqice cf a 
whole nation has uttered, and their tranfai^ions conformed, 
a f5fw obTcrvations and extrjtds arc added, as a inircor in 
which tho fubjeft maty view his own importance, &c. as arnem- 
bcr of the empire! the dOty he oWesto, and in return expels 
from his fovereigh ; the futility of kings reigning by divine 
rights fo frequently urged by fleepy church dignitaries, court 
Sycophants, and the gilded pen of minifterial hireKng^^ 

The King is tibiofeh a$ bead of the comxminity^ to prefide 
in their councils, and to execute their laws in time»ref peace ; 
not to con^e the one, or make the other ; and to conduif^ 
and eoniniand their armies, in times of war. This fapreme 
Magjfiraiet and cbi<f General they dignified with the ionwre 
iisid title of King. AH the rights, powers and privileges Qe« 
ceffary to fupport the regal rank, and fovereign dignity erf* this 
great officer, confiftent with thcf great end of the inftitution, 
now called prerogatives of the crown, #erc annexed ; with 
^igi abfolute freedom £tnd exemption to his perfon, from all co- 
ercive or oflEbifive adts of violence whatfoever ; except on his 
committing a breach of the implied or written contract be- 
tween KiHQ and Psoplb ; in which cafe, they haive referved 
to thiemfelv<;s, and cpnitantly exercifed, the power of dethron- 
ing their King, and th^ of stppointing and limiting the fuc- 
teflGon to the throne. 

The legiflative power of the Lords extends to the framing, 
andi paffiiig bills, for all purpof^^of good government; ex- 
^eptiDg the granting taxes , or fuhfidies; fuch bills muft take 
rife in the Commons only» their aflent and confent, being of 
Arv^jii4/ri$M firft to be obtained. LucAs. 

The ehSion of commoners, to be immediate truftces and 
s^pt reprefentatives of the people in parliaonent, is the heredi- 
tary and indefeafible privilege of the people. It is the privi- 
lege vi^ch they accepted, and which tbtfy.retain, in exchange 
of their origionally inherent and hereditscry right of fitting 
tirith the King and Peers, in perfm^ foi the guardianlhip of 
their Qwa liberties, and the iniUtution of their own kws^ 
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Such reprefentatives, therefore, can never hare it in their' 
power to give, delegate, or cxtinguilh the whole, or any part 
of the peoples infparabk andundiiUnguUhable (hare in the legif-- 
latixe power ; neither to impart the fame to any one of the 
other eftates, or to any perfons or perfon whatever, either iii 
or out of parliament. Where plenepotentarics take upon 
them to abolilh the authority of their principals ; or whei'e* 
any fecundary agents attempt to defeat the power of their 
primaries ; fuch agents and plenepotentaries defeat their own 
coramiflion, and ^1 the powers of the truft neceffarily revert 
to the conftituents. 

The perfons of thefe temporary truftees of the people, du- 
ring their feffion, and for fourteen days before and after 
every meeting, adjournment, prorogation, and diflblution of 
parliament, are equally exempted, with the perfons of peers, 
lirom arreft and dwrefs of every fort. 

They arc aifo, during their feffion, to have ready acccf* 
to the King or Houfe of Lords, and to addrefs or confer 
•with them on all occafions. 
. No member of the Houfe of Commons, no more than of 
the Houfe of Peers, ftall fufFer, or be queftioned, or com- 
pelled to witnefs or anfwer, in any court or place tvhatfoever, 
touching any thing faid or done by himfelf, or others, in 
parliament ; in order that perfect freedom of fpeech, and 
adtion, may leave nothing undone for the public weal. 

They have aifo (during feffion) an equal power with the 
Houfe of Lords, to punim any who Ifaall prefume to traduce 
their dignity, or detract from the rights or privileges of 
any Member of their Houfe. 

' They commons form aj^pa^t of judicature, diHindfrom the 
judicature of the Houfe of Lords, Theirs is the peculiar 
privilege to try and' adjudge the legality of the eltdtion of 
their own members. They may fine and confine their own^ 
members, as well as others, for delinque^icy or offence againft 
the honour of thdir houfe. But, in all other matters of ju- 
dicature, they are merely a court oi inquifition ^XiAfreJentmera^ 
and not a tribunal of definitive judgment. 

In this refpeft, however, they are extremely formidable. 
They conftitute the grand inqutji of the nation; for which 
great and good purpofe, they are luppofed to be perfedUy' 
qualified, by a perfonal knowledge of what hath been tranf- 
a6led throughout the feveral fhires, cities, and boroughs, 
from whence the aflemble, and which they rcprefent. 
. Oyer and above their inquiry into all public grievances,' 
Viiched Mini^rs^ tranfgrejjing MagtJIrMtesy corrupt judges and^ 
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■ jufk':ari£Sy who ft] 1, deny, or delay juftice ; evil Counfellors 
,of the crown, who attempt or devifc the fubverfion or altera- 
tion of any part of the conftitution ; with all fuch overgrown 
iriaiefadors as are deemed above the reach of inferior courts, 
come. under the particular cognizance of the Commons,- to be 
4)y them impeached, and prefented for trial at the bar of 
.the Houfe of Lords. And thefe inquiiltory and judicial pow- 
ders of the iwo Houfes, from which no man under the crown 
can be exempted, are deemed a fufiicient allay and cou^tcr- 
^oife to the whole executive power of the King by his Mini- 
fters. 

The legiflative department of the power of the Commons 
js, in all refpecls, co-equal with that of the peers. They 
frame any bills at ficafure for tjbe purpofcs of good govern- 
ment. They exercife a right, as the Lords alfo do, to pro- 
pofe andbri^g xp. bills, for the amendment or repeal of old 
laws, as well as for the ordaining or inftitution of new oi^. 
And each houi^ alike hath a negative on all bills th^t .are 
framed and pafled by jthe other^ 

But the capital, tjie incommunicable privilege of the Houfe 
ibi ConamX>ns, arifes from that holy truft which their ccnfti- 
taents repofe in them ; whereby they are impowered to bor- 
row from, the people a fmall portion of their property, in 
order to reftore it threefold, in the advantages of peace, 
jequal government, and the encouragement of trade, indui- 
try, and manfadlures. 

To impart any of this truft would be a breach of the con- 
ditution; and even to abufe it, would be a felonious breac|i 
.of cqpnmon honefty. 

By this fundamental truft, aiid incommunicable privilege, 
the Commons have the fole power over the money of tlie peo- 
ple ; to grant^or deny aids, according as they (hall judge them 
either re<][ifitc, or unnecefFary to the public fervice. * Theirs is 
the province, and theirs alone, to enquire and judge of the 
, feveral occafions for wliich fuch aid? may be required, and to 
meafure and appropriate the fums to their *refpedive ufcs. 
Theirs alfo is the fole province of framing all bills or laws 
for the impoiing of any taxes, and of appointing the means 
for levying the. fame upon the people. Neither may the firft 
or fccond eftate, either King or JPeerage, propound or do 
any thing relating to thefe matters, that may. any w^y inter- 
fere with the proceedings of the Commons, fave in th^r 
negative or affentto fuch bills, when prefented to them, wit|i- 
^^ addition, deduction, oj: alteration pf any kind, 
' ' " . ' ' . Afffr 
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After fuch aids and taxes have beeft levied and difpofed off 
the Commons have tha further right of enquiring and ex- 
amining into the application of the faid aids J of ordering lUl 
accounts relative thereto, to be Is^id before them; and of 
cenfuring the abufe or mifapplication thereof. 

The royal affent to all other bills is exprefled by the terms, 
Le Roy k vut^ the King wills it^ But, whi?n the Common^ 
prefent their bills of aid to his Majefty, it is anfyrered, Le Roy 
retmrcter fes loyal fuljeSs et airifi le veui^ The King thanks bis loyal 
fuhfsds and fo wtlleth. An expfefs ^ckno^leclgment that the 
right of granting or levying monies for public purpofes, lie§ 
folely, inherently, and incommunicably, in the people and 
their reprefentative$. 

This capital privilege of the Cpmmons, conftitutes the 
grand cottnterpoife to the King's principal prerogative of 
making peace or war; for how impotent muft a warlike 
«Dterprize prove, without money, whicl^ makes the ^mews 
thereof; and thus the people and their reprcfentatives ftill 
retain in their hands ih^ grand momentum of tbe ponlUtation, 
and of ail human aflPairs. 

Diftinguifhed reprcfentatives f Happy Pcpplc! Iflimntably 
happy, while worthily refrefented. 

As the fathers of the feveral families throughout the Mng- 
• idom, nearly and tenderly comprize and reprefcnt the perfons, 
cares, smd concerns of then* refpeiflive houfhoulds ;. fo thefe 
adopted fathers immediately repr^fent, and intimately con- 
centrate, the perfons and concerns of their rcfpcAive confti^ 
tuents, and in them the cbne^ivc body, or fum of tht nation. 
And while thefe fathers continue true to their adopting chil- 
dren, a frngle ftone cannot lapfe from the great ftihricrf the 
iot^itittionr, ^ 

The Three Eftates in ParUameiit. 

With the King, Lords, and Cemmons, in parliafnent af- 
fenbled* the people have depofited their legifla^e or abfihte 
power ^ intrufiior their Whole body ; the faid King> Lords^ 
and Commons, when fo affembled, being the great reprefen- 
tative of the whole nation, as if all the people were then ccm- 
•Vened ih one general affembly. 

A^ the inftitution, repeal^ and amendment of laws, toge^^ 
ther with the redrefs of public grievances a^d offences, are 
hot within the capicity of any of the three eftates, diftii»El 
frptn the others, the frequent holding rf Parliaments k the vital 
TOOid, without which the conftitution cannot fubfift. 

The three eftates originally, whm afleinbfed in parliament 

- C^ together confulting in the ©pen field|i Accordingly^ 4 

' V Running 
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Rtt&ning- Mead;, five hundred years ago. King John pafTcd 
(ht great charter, (as therein is expreffed) by the advice 
of the Lords Spiritual ajid TeiT*pora], by the .advice of 
federal Commpners (by name reciCed) tt aliorum JiJelium, 
9Lnd of others his faithful people. And in the twenty-firltb 
claufe of the faid charter, he covenants, that,* f • For having 
^« the Common Council of the kingdom to aflefs aids, he wll caufc 
'< the Lords fpiritual and temporal to be fummoned hy his writs ; 
<* and, moreover, he will caufc the principal Commoners, or 
« thofe vrho held from him in chief, to be generally fummoneJ 
«• to faid parliaments by his Sheriffs and Bailiffs.'* 

In the faid affemblies, however, the concourfc becnme ib 
great and diforderly, and the conteft (reqtiently {q hvsl\ 
between the feveral eftates, ip affertion of their refpeftivij 
prerogatives and priviliges^ thait they judged it more expediw 
cat to fit apart, and feparately to ^icrcile theogices of iheir- 
refpe^live departments. 

As there is no man, or fct of men, no clafs Or corporation, 
no village or city, throughout the kingdom, that is not vir- 
lu-ally reprefented by the delegates in parliament, this ^rr^a 
iody^hiict or reprefentative of the nation^ coniids, like the body 
naturaJ, of a head and feveral members, which, being endowed 
with different powers for the exercife of different offices, 
are yet conneded by one main and common interefl, and 
ad^uated by one Ufi orffirU of public rtafotiy called the laiDs. 

In ailfteps of national import, the Kipg is to be conduced 
by the d*'*^^^^^ ^^ ^^ parliament, his great national 
fcrouni^ii ; a council on whom it is equally encumbent to con- 
fttlt for the King with whom they are connefted, and for the 
people by whom they are delegated, and whom they repi-e- 
icnt. Thus the King is conftitutionaliy to be guided by the 
itrSt of his parh'ament ; and the parliament alike is conllttu- 
tionally to be guided by the general fenie of the people. The 
Xvro eftates in parliament are the conftitucnts of the King ; 
and the people, mediately or immediately, are the conftxtu- 
ents of the two eftates in parliament. 

Now, while the three eftates ad diftindly, within theit' 
refpc^ivc departments, they effect and are reciprocally aift<$lcJ 
|)y each other. This akion 4ind re-aitlon ^produces that ge- 
neral andj^tf^»Mtfitfrwi/ro«/ which, Yx\iQctmfciencej pervades and 
fbperintends the whole, checking and prohibiting evil from 
«vcry part of the conftitution. And from this confinement ©f 
ei^ry part cl tht vuHt a£ right reafoHf the great law of liberty 
to all arifeth. - 

For inftance, the King has the fole prerogative of making 
war, &;c. But then the means are in the hands of the peopl£ 
;¥nd their reprefenutiv^s. 
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Again, to the King is committed the whole executive 
power. But then the minifters of that power are accountable 
to a tribunal, from whith a criminal has no appeal or deli- 
verance to look for. 

Again, to the King is committed the cognizance of ali 

caufes. But Ihould his Judges or Jufticlaries pervert the rule 

of righteoufnefs, an inqufition, Impeachment, and trial im- 

; pends, from whofe judgment the Judgesxannot be exempted. 

Again, the King hath a negative upon all bills, whereby 
his own prcrog;itives are guariied from inv^fion. But Ihould 
he refufe the royal aflent to bills tending to the good of the 
fobje<9:, the Commons can alfe with-hold their biils of a.ileir- 
ment, or annex the reje&d bills to their bill of aids: and 
they never failed to pafs in fuch agree;ible company. 

Laftly, to the King is commitxed the right of calling the 
two e(^ates to parliament. Bat, fijould he refule fo to call 
them, fuch a refufal would be deemed an abdication of the 
conjlitutlon ; and bo one need be told, at this day, that an aby 
dicatton of the conft'itution is an obdication of the throne. 

Thus, while the King a<fis in confent with the parliament 
and his people, he is lirhitlefs, irrefiftable, omnipotent upon 
earth; he is the free wielder of all the powers of j^ free and 
noble people; a King throned ovjer all the Kings of the 
. children of men. But ftould he attempt to break bounds, 
fhbuld he caft for independence, he finds himfelf hedged ii> 
and ftraightened on every fide ; he finds himfelf abandoned 
by all his powers, and juftly kft to a ftate /bf uttejr impotence 
and inaftlon. 

Hence is imputed to the fovereign head, in the conftitu- 
tion of Great Britain, the high and divine attribute, the 
Kin^ can do- no wrong s for he is fo circumfcril^ed frpm tbe 
poffibiiity of tranfgreflion> that no wrong can be permitted /• 
any King in the conftitution* 

While the King is thus controuled by the Lords and Com- 
mons ; while the Lords are thus controuled by theCommons 
and the King, and while the Commons are thus 'controulc^d 
by the other two eftates, from atteraptii^g any thing to the 
prejudice of the general welfare, the three eftates may be 
aptly compared to three pillars divided below at equldiftant 
angles, but united and fupportcd at top, merely by the bear- 
ing of each pillar againft the others. Take but any of thefe 
pillars away, and the other two muft inevitably tumble. But 
while all aft on each other, all are equally counteraded, and 
thereby affirm and eftablilh the general frame. 

How 
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How deplorable then would k be, fliould this elaborate 
ftrudlure of our happy conftitution, within the fhort period of 
a thou fand years hence, poffibly in half the time, fall a prey; 
to effeminacy, pufilanimity, venality, and fedudlion; like 
fome ancient oak, the lord of the foreft, to a pack of vile 
worms that lay gnawing at the root; or, like Egypt, be 
contemptibly deftroyed by lice and locujls. 

Should the morals of our conftituents ever come to be 
debauched, confetity which is the fait of lilertyy would then be 
corrupted, and no fall might be found wherewith it could be 
feafoned, Thofe who are inwardly the fervaiits o£ Jiriy muft 
be outv^ardly the ^vants of influence. Each man would t^en 
be as the Trojan horfe of old, and carry the enemies of his 
country wiihin his bofom- Our own apj^tites would thea 
induce us t© betray our own intereds ; and ftatc policy would 
ftize us a itfilUng facrijice to our own perdition. 

Should irever come to pafs, that corruption, like a dark 
and low-hung mift, fhould fpread from man to man, anxf 
cover thefe lands. Should a general diffolution of manners 
prevail. Should vice be countenanced and communicated by 
the leaders of fafhion. Should it come to he propagated by 
minifters among legiflators, and by the kgiflators among thtic 
<:onftituents. Should guilt life up its head without fear of 
reproach, and avow itfclf in the face of the fun, and laugh' 
virtue out of countenance by force of numbers. Should pub- 
lic duty turn public ftrumpet, Should fhops come to be 
advertifed, where men may difpofe of their honour and ho- 
aefty at fo much per ell. Should public markets be opened 
for the puachafe of coafciences with an tyez 1 We bid moii to 
thofe who {tt themfelves,^their trufts, and their country to 
falef If fuch a day, I fay, fhould ever arrive, k will be 
doom's-day, indeed, to the viitue, the libertyi and conHitu* 
tion of thefe kingdoms. It would be the fame to Great Bri- 
tain, as it would happen to the uriiverfe ; ihould the la^ts of 
of cohefion ccafe to operate, and all the parts be difllpatcxi, 
whofe orderly connedtion now forms the beauty and common^ 
wealth of nature. Want of fanity in the matenal, can never 
be fupplied by any part in tlie building. A conHitutioa of 
public freemen can never confift ofpriitate jw^tutes^

• We here fee the harmoney of the whoJe arifes from the 
mutual connexion, and the mutual oppofition of the feveral 
conftituent parts. The three different orders which compoii 
the fyflem^ including cvcf y part cf the communiiy, aod pof-

together hj a power of ordaining belonging jointly to thenf 
ail ; they are oppofed to one anoither by a power of hinder* 
ing. belpngtng fcparately to each 5 by the fornisr, they arq 
enabled to provide for the gbod of the conununity in gene- 
ral; by the latter, they are difabied from encroaching oii 
each others rights, or oppreffing any part.

If it wai podible for any maft wh'a hath the lead &now-» 
ledge of oiA-conftitution, to doubt in good es^ncft, whether 
the prcfervation of public freedom depends on' the prcferva- 
tion of parliamentary freedom, his doubts mighc be removed^* 
and his opinion decided, one would imagine, by this fmgle 
obvious remark, that ail the dieAgns of our Princes againft 
liberty, finc^ parliaments began to be eftabliflied bn the. 
model (liil fubSfting, have beeb dire<ft^d conftantly to one of 
iheft t^o points ; either to obtain fuch parliai(h^nts as the3r 
could govern, or eH*e to ftand all the difficulties, and run all 
the hazards of governing "^thoitt parKaments* The meani 
principally eiiiployed to the fir ft of thefe purpofbs have been,, 
undue infiuentees oH the ele^tioas of memb^s of the Houfe 
of Commons, and On thefe members when chofen: Whem 
foch influences could be employed fuccefsfuUy, they have 
alnfwered att the ends Of arbitrary ^iil ; and ^hen they could 
»ot be fo employed^ arbitrary Virill hdi been fereed to iub-

Glanville, ,who av^s a learned Lawyer, and Chief Juftice 
in Hcinry the fecond's time (now above 500 Years ago) ^Vrit 
a book of the common laws of England, touching the fubje^t ; 
and he informs us, that there was, in his time, fuch a thing 
as high treafon againft the kingdom. His words are thefe c

But why detain ye with the writings of others ? Your own 
refolutions teem wkh t^e rery fowl of liberty ; they abound 
in the bold relief of expreffion ; they do honour to the 
head, but * immortalize the heart. Therein ye have openly 
vowe^, ixf. the eye of Heaven, to be governed /only by laws 
that ye form yourfelves ; \6 fill thefenatc only with hone ft men^ 
worthy of the immjQrtal honour pf reprefenting a free peo- 
ple, and tl^e holy trull of their lives and properties. Ye 
confefs that ye hold the right of private judgment in matters of 
religion to he equally facred in otkrs <w ^ell as in y9urfehes\ ye have 
given the highefl proofs of your brotherty aiffe^ion, in rejoic- 
ing yi/ /^^ relaxation (f the Penal La^tvs againft your Roman 
Catholic brethren, as confciot^s tha^ the God in humanity dif- 
fufcd the prccepti of his Gofpel in the mildnefs x)f his power, 
and that \i\%fervtce is perfeB freedom, YyC have rightly refolvcd, 
That a fe^t in parliament was never intended by our conftitu- 
tionas an inftrument of emolument to individuals; and that 
die reprefcntative who perverts it to fuch a purpofe, is guilty 
of betraying the tnift repofed in him by the people, for their ^ 
iiot bis, benefit ; and, that the people who could tamely be- 
hold their fuffrages made the tool of private avarice or am- 
bition, are Hill more criminal than the venal reprefcntative, 
is they become the pandors, without even the wages of pro- 
ilitution. Ye have rightly obferved, that a freeholder is 
jjuifwerable only to God for his vote, and that whofoever ftiall 
'' ' ' X attempt 
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attempt to influence him hj any other meaxis than that of 
argument, is an enemy to the freedom of eledtion, and con- 
fcquently to the real intereft of his country. Ye have 
folemnly declared, that ye will pay obedience to thofe laws 
only, which are made by our own Icgiflature, the King, 
JJ-.ords, and Commons of Ireland, as the very terms of our 
original compadl with Great Britain are, that we Ihall poffefs 
and excrcife the full enjoyment of the Britifli conftitution^r 
As external greatnefs and conftitutional extentron were the 
objects- of Great Britain in that compaA ; as external fecurity 
and eoftftitutfonal liberty were the objects of Ireland, what- 
ever leads to feparatioa on the part of the latterj or infring- 
ments on the part of the former, is a violation of both. With 
becoming dignity, ye have reprobated the exprcfEon of thaf 
man, who, ihielded only by his iniignificaace, had the audacity 
to declare, •« That power, mates right." Ye have been too 
long the dupe of venal fenators ; bat the meafure of their 
iniquity is full, and the page of time Ihall witnefs their vicCr 
whether fenced with power, charaflierifed by rage, or lulled 
in the down of dedication: tremble thou wretcbt that bafi *wUhin 
thee crimes nnivhipt of jufliee ! The fruits of your land hai5. 
been devoted to ftalled Divinity, and pampered wealth; 
oppreilion iialked at large, and fcience, inom of her beams» 
jfhed a feebk ray ; but the profpedl brightens. 

That you iave been for the laft century under the domi- 
nion of Engldird, has been owing not to your want of native

It is unfafe to live inca;utioufly conne<5Ve4 with a 
iieighbouHng people of the fame manners, the feme lan- 
guage, and fuperior ftrength ; the propinquity of fituation 
will give frequent opportunities, and the influence anHng 
from the feamnefs of language, and fimilarity of manners, 
will infenfibly prevail, and eftabJifh an intereft in the fmaller

A NATION emerging from oppreflion by the nobleft ex* 
crtions which the hiftory of mankind can record, has called 
Bpon her Icgiflature to afTert her rights, and vindicate its 
•wn privileges. The Grand Jury and freeholders of this 
county (one of the largefl: and meft confidcrable in the king- 
dom) 
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iom) Aould blufli, if they did not join their' fsIlow-fiibjc(jy 
in the call. A fingular concurrence of circumftances has 
given us an opportunity of cftablifhing our conftitution, and 
our commerce^ which once loft, may perhaps never be re- 
gained. As wc have not until now regularly inftrufted you, 
we ihall not impeach your paft parliamentary conduct, how- 
ever diflbnant from our fenriments. 

But wc have a right to expedt, if you value the approbation 
and fupport of your conftituents, that you will in future zdt 
conformable to their inftru6Hons. We do not however, at 
prefent, wifh to embarrafs the great national queftions, by 
objeds that may be digefted and adopted at more leifure next 
feffion of parliament.

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CERTAIN relblutions having been propofed to the con- 
fideration of the Grand Jury of the county of Tipperary, 
at Spring Affizes afTembled, wliich were approved of, and

In order therefore to ftrengthen and confirm the people in 
the maintenance of their juft and undoubted rights, to prove 
to the world that, although tt was not found pradlicable to 
obtain unanimity, the diflPerence of opinion was not in the 
great or eflential articles ; that in thofe every man of the Jury 
was unanimous ; that the whole Jury declared Avith one voice. 
That the commerce of this kingdom was, and of right ought 
to be free from every reftraint, fave only fuch as were impofed 
by the parliament of Ireland ; that the mdependente of Judges 
was a great* national point, never to be relinquifhed ; and 
that the King, Lords j and Commons of Ireland only, and 
ho other power upon earth, were competent to make Jaws for 
the people of this kingdom..

Gentlemen^ 

W. HEN the murmurs of a people, ftruggling for their rights,- 
have been heard even in the quiet retreat of fcience, we fhould 
deem it a breach of duty to our countrymen and ourfelves, 
did we segleA to fecond their virtuous exertions : we are ne- 
ver forward in political contefls ; we fliall always be decided 
amd ftesrdy ; although we have not been the firft to complain 
of, yet, we have not been the laft to feel the repeated injuries 
this country has fuflered, not only from thofe who may have 
fcparate duties and feparate interefts, but from men who are 
(ound by the ftrongeft duty, and the deareft intereft, to vindi- 
cate its rights^ and cherilh its profperity. 

The power of binding Ireland by a^s of a foreign legifla* 
ture, is what nothing but a fpirit of arrogance or oppreifion 
would infift upon ; nothing but the moft abjed fervility fubmit 
to ; for we cannot fuppole, that the appearance of a claim 
which iritates the whole body of the people, would be re- 
tailed, unlefs there was an intention of enforcing this claim 
hereafter ; we are therefore convinced, that an exprefs decla- 
ration of rights, is the only meafure upon which this country 
can build its legiflative itldepdndence, and that a reluctance 
to aflert the conftitution of the land, may furnifh Great Bri- 
tain with a f)retence for denying the juftice of our requifition. 
We do not think the prefent fituation of Great Britain to 
be any objedion againft fuch a declaration, as we can never 
fuppofe that fhe could derive ftrength from our weaknefs, or 
any fecurity to her liberties from the oppreflion of ours ; and 
that .Xfxsxp is undoubtedly to be preferred for the afTertion of 

our 
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.our rights, when the obje<a is likely to be obtained with the 
leaft ftruggle. 

The infecure attachment of Ireland to the crown of Eng- 
land at a former period, furniflied a pretext for divefting the 
houfes of parliament of their right to originate bills, unlefs 
previoufly certified into England under the great feal of this 
kingdom; now, as tlie loyalty of this country for feveraj 
centuries paft, fo often tried, and fo often acknowledged, has 
removed every cauie of diftruft, we conceive that this injuri- 
ous and humiliating reftri(flion ftioiild alio ceafe. 

The dependanee of the judges of Ireland on the will of 
the fovereign, may, in the hands of an afpiring monarch, 
prove a powerful inftrument of oppreffion ; now, holding our- 
felycs entitled to every conftitutional fecurity which our fifter 
kingdom poflefles, we confider it nfeceffary that the judges of 
this kingdom fliould be made equally independent with thofe 
of Great Britain.' 

But fince evefy advantage which could refult from thefe re^ 
formations mud be precarious, as long as a perpetual mutiny 
bill exifts, by which, force may be made to fupercede right, 
and the foldiery of Ireland are fubjc^ed to trial and punifhment 
by any future articles of war, which the king and privy 
council of Gteat Britain may think proper ta adopt ; we are 
perluaded, that every concefllon muft be imperfe (51, unlefs 
accompanied with the repeal of fo dangerous ailaW. ■ ' 

We therefore, expcdl you will exert ypur moft ftrcnwou^ ef- 
forts, to obtain^ declaration of the fights of Ireland i arer

nexed to the Volunteer inftitution, which, we have found the 
great fupport and incentive to national virtue ; and which, 
having already made corruption fink before it, can alone pre- 
vent its rifing again into e;;ciftence. 

The late happy change in his Majefty^s meafures and 
» Minifters in Ireland, as well as Great Britain, feems the 
harbinger of profpcrity and indiflbluble union to both 
kingdoms ; and we truft, that gratified in all thofe par*

to the utmoft of our powers.
